was held in January last, w lieu 154 cainlidates prescntcul tliomselvcs, of whom 1o])assedin 
in tho 1st, and 7(5 iu the 2nd Dirision. The results of this examination determined tlie 
award of tlio Govenuiient Senior Scholarships, of which 21 are annually open to the Stiuh'iitM 
of all Institutions affiliated to the University within the limits of the Lower Provinces, ^rwenty- 
three of these Scholarships were obtained by Students of Government Institutions.

Tiieue have been no gro^t changes in tho administration of tlic Public Works Department Administra- 
during the year. Tho powers of Superintending Engineera have been very enlarged ; 

tliey exercise now nearly tho some authority given in the Code to Chief Engineers. The 
separate Office Establishments maintaineil for the Chief Engineer, and for the Secretariat of . 
tho Public Works Department, have been given up. There is now only one Establislmient ^nd. • 
oiie record, and a reduction has been mad^ which will allow of the offices of Superintend^. ■ 

Engineers being improved. 

2. A sustained attempt has been made to ob^in Contractors for the execution of public Contract 
works i^t schedule rates — ^repairs as well as new works. system* 
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The Contract aysteni has * been fkirlj' iriti^ucefl into tho ^ Ohrele, aiwl 

roaults will come under rertew for 1862-63; ft is sufficient Hero to say that the nieasm*e pro- 
mises to bo a success^ and that tlie fayomble ccrnimencement made^ is owing to the careful man* 
ner in which both the public and the department were instruct^ in „thO proposed rules for 
working; and as to the nature^ manner, and Dopartanontal rates, of the several. descriptions of 
work for which, as a whole, tenders invited. Tho accepted tenders are for one year 

and tho rates are but little in excess of the departmental, rates. . 

Contractors have been found for tho works in Calcutta, within tho Fort, at Barrackpore 
and itSA)ut-post3, for some works on the Calcutta Canals, and for an izon bridge over Tolly's 
Nullnli ; tenders aro also invited for works in the Burdwan and Cuttack Circles, but thcjre is 
difficulty in extending a system of contracts on a large scale. The measui'O cannot be forced 
and where large contrac'tfws are not forthcoming, the utmost will be done to foster a system 
of petty contracts ; employing beneficially head workmen and artifiems, and tlio energetic men 
of small or no capital who can command labor. Tliis is the special improvement in tho 
Department which is now aimed at, as tending to diminish establishments, to simplify accounts, 
and to create a very useful class of workers for the Department. 


Assistance at 3. Tlio plan of allowing officials at out-posta to undertake, the execution of petty 
out-Stations. works and of repaii-a, which has boon tried with much success in the Punjab, has been extendetl 
to Bengal under the oi*ders of tho Government of India.

9. The Chief Engineer reports that ho has throughout the year had every reason to be Bstablish- 
satisfied witJi the exertions made by the officei^s of tlio department to do their, duty faithfiilly mont 
and to the best of their, ability. Where so much zeal, hearty good-will, and co-operation, 
have been shewn generally ; and where there luis been, on the wdiole, so much of good 
iiiaiiagemeut, and so much eflectivo progress, it is not necessary to paiticularizo exceptions, 
immediate steps having been taken to remedy matters wherever the progress or management 
1ms not boon wlmt it should bo. 

WORKS. 


Very little has been done for the Military Department deserving of special notice.

liaiTacks erected m 1857-60 ui repairs, additions, and alter- 

niioua. At Dehree, work has been suspended, and no further outlay is to be incui’red. All new 
works at Dum-l>uin have been suspended, question having been raised as to abandoning this old 
Cantonment. At Raneegungo and at Hazareebaugh, tho demand lor additional minor works has 
been frequent. At Hazareebaugh, two new Pliuige Baths, temporary Stables, Gun Sheds, and 
W’^urkshops for a Battoiy of Artillery liavo been put in liarnl. On Mount Parisnath 
llie Barrack for thu-ty-three men, and the Bungalow for officers, are now ready for 
roofing, but cannot bo covered in before next season owing to tho difficulty of keeping workmen 
on tile hill. In Port William a now Plunge Bath has been built in the cimctte of tho ditch, 
^rhe tuasoniy of the Queen^s Barrack having shewn -what were considertid to be signs of crush- 
ing, tho building was cjarefiilly exaiuinod by a committee of (|ualificd officers, who n^ported tliui. 
there was no reason for doubting its stability, but that two of the lower verandah piers shewed 
signs of weakness and should bo re-built : Those piers were accordingly tiikcn down, support- 
ing meanwhile the upper floors, new piers were then built up with great care, tho undiSrpinuing, 
always a difficult matter, being effected in a clever workmanlike mouher. xiiTaijgements are in 
progress for lighting tho Fort with gas. 


Tho Steaffi'Hammer and Boiler Sheds at Kiddorpore, (commenced in 1*860-61) - Have 
VAVAI .been completed, and tho machinery is now in course of *ere^- 

* " , tion. Wlien the new rpacl outside the Dock .Yard lands 

toatl be completed, the pijrtion of tHe old Garden Reach road superseded by it will be dosed 
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to the public, and the whole of flie preiiuses with the addyitioml land 1860-61, 

will bo enclosed by a masoniy wall. 


The new Cutclicny for the Sudder Ameen. at Kislinaghiir has been completed. Sub- . 

JUDICIAL Divisional Court Houses and residences, on the standard plan, 

have been commenced in the Nuddea District, at Ranaghat, 
Choadangah, Bongong, Narail, eTcnidali, Kotechandpore, and Saikhinah, and are well advanc- 
ed; siinilar buildings have been commenced at KoovShtea, the terminus of tlie Eastem Bengal 
Railway on the Gange^^, and also at Slmrporc, in Chota Nag}^oro. 

I'ho new Coui't Houses at Dinagepore for the Judge, and at Monghyr and Mozufferpore 
for the IMiicipal Sudder Amcens, have been completed, and some progress has been made in 
the construction of the Judges court houses at Mozufferpore and Chuppra. 


Alterations have been made in the Calcutta Great Jail for the safe custody of prisoners, 
and extensive additions ai*e about to bo commenced for the better accommodation aaid classifi- 
cation of prisoners. A now iippor-storicd residence for the Governor of the jail is well advanced ; 
the lower stoiy will be use d for the guard mid for the offices of the jail. A new jail Hospital 
at Dinagepore has been completed, and at Bhangulporc the walla of the Jail have been raised, 
and new roofs given. Sub-Divisional Jails, on the standard plan, consisting of a hazut 
ward with a suiTounding wall of masonry, are under construction at ComercoUy, Diamond 
Harbour, Burhee, and Nowgong. At Raneogunge a small Lock-up for Europeans has been 
commenced. 


REVENUE. 


A now Treasury building has been completed at Gya. At Mozufferpore and at 

Chuppra Court-houses for the Collectors have been under 
constniction ; a new Court house at Hazarcebaugli is nearly 
completed ; some additions liave also been made to the Court houses at Balasore and 
Cuttack. 


It has been found necessary to construct ne\v floors to the two new Custom Sheds at Cal- 
cutta. In the first shed the floor was only of concrete, which liad not sufficient strength to with- 
stand the wear and tear, and it has been re-j)]aced by stone paving; in the second 
shed the stone paving had been laid on sand, it has now' been re-laid over brickwork. 
Extensive repairs and renowals have been CMunpletod to the Calcutta Custom House, and 
iron gintings have been fixed to numerous archwaj's and Openings, to prevent the pilfering, 
which was very prevalent. At the Goolzarbaugh 0]>inm Factory a large Chest Shed has been 
completed, and the west Godown has been fitted with drying raclcs: A boundary wall is 
being constructed round the premises. Additional accommodation being required for tho 
])onding of saH at Sulkca, scveml buildings liave been hired and adapted for *the purpose/ 
Active preparations are being made for the laying down of iron tramways leading fi’oxn a new 
timber jetty to some of tho Sulkea Golahs. 'JTfis work is executed exponmontally, and tho 
jetty, whicli is also under (.’ouslructlon, will be provided with cranes to facilitate the 
unloading of salt from vessels. If tliese appliances are found to answer well, aidS tb be a , 
success financially, the system will be extended and the whole of the Godowiu^ placed/ in 
communication by rails w'ith landing jetties. 



After Qbtaining from Mr. Gilbert Scott of London a' vojy beautifnl des;ign for a Gothic 

reel FSIASTICAL Churcb, to bo erected in place of St. James* Chnrch Calcutta, 

V, it was found necessary on the score of expense to set it aside, 
and to prepare a more simple design which might be carried into execution for an expenditure 
not exceeding two lakhs of Bupeesv ^lus has been done by Mv. C. G. and the firrt stono 
of^he church was laid by His Honor the Lioutenojit-Govornor of Bengaly on tHe 7th Juno 1862, 
wuth all tlio ceremonies proper to the occasion, and in the presence of . a large Jconcourse of 
spectators. 

At Dinapore, funds having been subscribed for adding a tovrer to the church ; the work has 
been put in hand. . . - 


At Cutiaek, anew Church, also designed by Mr. Wmy, has been commenced and well 
advanced during the past season; the walls aro ali'eady built about 12 feet high, and the 
w(jrk, which is executed in red stone w-ith dressed quoins, is stated to be very well done. 
Five thousand Rupees for the construction of this church were raised by subscription : 
10,000 Rupees have been added by Government. The chm^ch is estimated to cost 15,000 
Rupees and will accommodate 112 per.sons. 


Arrangonicnts have been made for the construction of small churches at Cachar, 
Pumcali, Gyah, and Arrah. The churches at Haneegungo and at Bhaugiilporo have been 
taken over fi’om the Local Committees, and will, liencefoilh, be maintained at the cost of 
Government. 


GENERAL. 


l^irtial repairs have been made to the surrounding tank and tomb of Shere Shah at 

Sasseram. It is intended, in fulfilment of the promises mode 
by fiovemmeut to the inhabitants of Sasseram in 1858, to 
excavate the bottr>m of tliis tank and to revet the sides, llio inhabitants of the town, who 
cliioHy depend upon this tank for their water-supply, aro desirous that the bottom should bo 
cleansed; and that the waters, wdiich arc at present foul and unwholesome, she .ild bo wholly 
renewed. 


A second revised design for the now (tenoral Post OfBco and Telegraph Offices to be 
c‘T*ected in Calcutta has b<?eri prepared by Mr. Wray, au<l the siibjeet of this building and of the 
accommodation to be afforded, is now under consideration. Small post-offices have been built 
at Cuttack, Kishiiaglmr, Pubna, and J3ally. 


The new Copper Mint is the most extensive building wliich has been in progress during 
the year, and the masoniy has been very successfully built upon a bad sub-soil. The flat 
roofing is supported by iron girders brouglit into use from the stock of imported iron 
for bq^micks : The Laminatijig room, wTiicb is of noble proportions, is to have an ii*on 
pent roof, which is being erected ; the roof covering is to be of corrugated ii’on, oyer pine 
boarding. 

A new landing GluU framc<l of cast iron has been constnicted at the Botanical Garden 
on the Hooghly river, and it is found to aiiswor well. 


Although the care and maintenance of the Embankments in Bengjil demand so much of 

the attention of this Department and al^sorbs a considerable 
proportion of the total expenditure, there is usually little 
which calls for special notice. The work of completing the Hidgellce Soa Dyke has not

bridges have been stiimgthoned or re-constructed, and 3/212 ruTining feet of wati’rway added : 
All these works are substantially constructed of sound Saul limber, and will last with care for 
jnany y(*ars. I^he cost of* these/ bridges has been Jtupees 30 the foot forward. It is intended 
to metal the road for a width of twelve f'et from Caragolali to Purneali (3() inil(‘s). Stoia* 
metal for about three miles has been broken and conveyed to tlie roadside. 

Jainjuu[je ami N 'll half tj liootl, 27^ niUr.s . — Karthwork and bridges ou this r(»ad ctun- 
pleted, with exception of the Glunnberah Nullah. ]\lctal has been spread upon eight inil(‘s 
and is prepared for the next sixteen miles; the remaining three and a. Ijali* inih‘s cannot be 
metalled until after ibo rains. As a continuatiou of this line, the imperial road from l)crliamp«»r(* 
to Joeogmigc, and thence to Bugwangoldh, is about to be metjdled. 

iSoovt'!' iHiil iJIniinjHilfth't' Ihnuly I lit — Northern section from Bowseo to Bhaugiilp(»re 

(thirty miles) nearly completed; the earthwork and tui’fing will bo finished off during tlie 
rtiins: forty-four out of lifty-lliroe masonry drainage culverts an! completed, and the remaining 
nine nearly so. niirtceii out of fourteen lakhs of cubic feet metal liave lu'en colloeted, and 
the sublayer has b(‘cu sprotid ovm* nearly twenty-six miles of road. Nothing has been dom* 
towards extending tluj fornjaliou of the road south of Howsce during the year, but the road 
wher(‘ formed, has been repaired, aud the wlioleline has been koj)t open for tralHc. 

I'nt/ni Jh'nn^h liotuL Nair to Patna, thii*ty-six miles. — About eleven miles of oiutliwork 
have been roughly eonn»lc*ted, and the masonry viaducts on tlie seven miles of road nearest 
^to Patna have been commenced. This road crosses a. heavy flooded eoimtry, and in the 
nineteen miles, betwi‘(‘ii the JV)opoon river and dehamd^ad^ ii is proposed to leave several wide 
metiilled drains for the passage of floods : There is a ^^ant of labor owing to which the work 
cannot bo ])nshiMl on as rapidly as eouhl bo wislieJ. 

A new line of road is being formed lliioiigh the worst part of the Dunwah Pass on the 
(irand 1'rnnk Uoad, by which the diiiiculties, and, it may be said, the dangers of the present 
ghat, will be avoided ; the gradient on the present line is in places I in 1 1 ; on the new line it 
will in no place exceed 1 in 30, wliil.st the length of the road which was laid out by Maj# 
Hriggs, will only be. increased by one furlong. 

Jlazurrf htiufjlt tnid Jhirlirc liocidy 22 J ■wi/Zc.s. — There still remain ten miles on which the metal 
i.s incomplete, and additions arc required to the Aving W'alls of seventeen of the old drain 
bridges. It has bei‘n proposed 1o bridge the four rivers on this road, instead of providing 
masonry causeways as first ^ajictioncd. 
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Coih<ifnidi}}gih€ Onlah<tmih and Midtiapore Roady 55 milcsJ^'ProgreH^ has been slow and 
not a]to<jetlier satisfactory, the ch*cf difficulty lias been in procuring labor. Nothing lias been 
done to compl(*tc the road behvoon Oolabariah and Moiamkha, on a(?count of the canal, Along 
aide, not being finished : From Moisrakha on the Dainoodur to Koela Gliat on the Roopnainin, 
and from tlience to Pauchkoorali on the Cossi river, tlie metalling is about three-quai*fers 
completed. From Panehkoorah to MiJnajiore the whole of the metalling has been completed, 
and the old metalling repaired. 

'I'lio Midunpot**'. and HuHarh Road lias been taken in Imnd during the jjast year. Prom 
Midnapore to Raj ghat on the Soobuiirceka, 49 miles, the road has been raised and sbe additional 
draiu ])ridges liavo been constructed pi’e})aratory to metalling the road. From Rajgluit on tho 
>Soobunrccka. to the Pyturrice river, ninety miles, earth raising apd bridges are in active pro- 
gress; ten masonry drain bridges giving 2(50 lineal feet of watonvay are well advanced. Pi’om 
the J^ytnrneo to Cuttack, -19 miles, earthwork in progress, and also masonry bridges, iu opes 
of 10 and 15 feet span, to tho extent of ilOo liiu*al feet. The entire earth raising and bridging 
of this road will bo comjiletod by the rains of 1H0‘>, after which the metalling will bo taken 
ill lifind. 




MfffintporrattdRtnirnfpnKff'Road.^OOiNih'ti . — This roa<l, cm Bancoorah and Bishenpore, 
has boon taken nj) as an Irrqierial road, and imi(*h lias been don(3 towards making it a good 
second class road : Between tho railway terminus and the Oraiid Trunk Ruid, a now layer of 
metal amounting to a re-construction has been carried out, the traffic on this length is 
])c'rhaps h(*avier than on any road in Bengal.

UiHtdy 57 /nllrs '. — Tho earthwork on this road has heon com])Ioted, most of 
the smaller bridges have been finisluHl, but tlio floods of last 
year, wliich were imiisually lu'avv, have ])rovod the necessity 
for giving additioTifil wattTway. Arrangements have been made for procuring from Fngland 
iron boats njid a creosoted ]>ine ])lalfonu for the boat bridge which is to bo formed across 
the Issarnutty river at Jhmgong. 

Vacra and Chiiiaijonij Road, 128 miles, — The bridging of tho road between tlu3 big Fenny 
and Chittagong has Ixhmi commenced, tlie works will be jilactul iu lu’live progress during tlie 
next working season. 

The Oomlmflij to Sehilhoaj bridle T*oud 02 miles, has boom comnK'ncc'd, and about half 
completed. If this new station of Schilloiig should answer the expectations formed, this roail 
will be opened out as a good cart road. 

Attempts have been made to |)ush on the bridging and improving of the Assam nunk 
It iu the Upper Assam Division, but owing to want of labor very little could be done. 
D(‘ficiency of labor in Assam has brought all public works to a stand; local rales have 
been increased to the price for wliich it was thought that labor could lie imporUMi; steps 
iiave since boon taker, to imjioi’t laborers from Calcutta. 

Tlu Darjo^ding Cart Road, from SlUignorcc fu Darjmdiiifj, 62 The importance 

of opening out a cart road to Darjeeling through the sub-llimalayan range, iu coutinuation of the 
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» road from Carogolali^ has been fully recognized ; and the practicability of forming a road with a 
gradient not cxcce<ling 1 in 30 lias been proved : The work will be an expensive one, and occupy 
at least throe yc«rs, owing to the difl&culty of procuring labor to the extent required. The rate 
of wages has boon raised, but the progress during the year has not exceeded the foimation of 
about six and a half miles; the work has been commenced at the two ends, Kurseong and tlio 
Saddle ; nothing has yet boon done in the foimation of the road from Kurseong to the plains. 

Ill the Tirlioot district, the road . from 'Mozufeiyore to Hajeepore^ 34 miles, and from 
MozvJDh'poro. fo the Oatigen opposite Barh, vici Dulsing Serai, r)0 miles, have been taken up as 
imperial roads; little was done during the past year beyond surveys and estimates, but work 
will progi'oss next season. 

A. road from Gliuttra to fjhnmparnn on the Grand Trunk lload, thiity-two miles, has been 
opened out during the year in connexion with the best cotton field in the Oliota Nagporo 
district ; nine miles of em’th-work and ten small bridges have been completed. 

A road to Sooroo has been commenced, from a point on the Grand Tnink Road opposite 
the Raneogungo road, wliich wll be carried past the tormiiiua of the Singarun branch railway. 
Preparations have been made foi* coiistinicting a light iron bridge over the Singarun river, 
about three miles from the Grand Trunk Road, which will iilaoetlic Collieries on the furtber side 
of the Singarun in coiumimication with th6 branch railway, wdiicli is to be opened on the 1 st 
September. 


The Cuihick ahd Tahlangah lload, 43 miles . — Opened last year as a track, has been 
converted into a good fair-weather road, and the work is ninc-Jpnths completed. Tlio traffic 
is very gToat, and it is rapidly increasing. IThis road connects Cuttack with the navigable 
portion of the Mahanuddy river and with the new Poi*t at False Point, which is increasing in 
importance. 


The Superintending Kngniocr Cuttack Circle, complying w'ith the orders of Government, 

submitted a proposal for the construction of roads to facilitate 
“ CoTTOJC Koads’* IK Cuttack. , . « « i i t 

the trooKSit of cotton from the country west of bumbulpoi*c, 

Kuil»ov(', and Chuttcesghur, to the sea-board of Orissa. His proposal embraced the construc- 
tion of 270 miles of now road, and the improveinv^nt of about 90 miles of existing 
fair-weather roads. Tho route passes from CuttJick rid Bankee and Sonepoor to Binka 
and Sumbulpoor wilh'a branch to Sohila on the Nagpore Road: Great difficulties were en- 
countered, but the result of tho season’s work has boon satisfactory ; no loss than 220 miles 
of fair-weather roads have been opened out. Tho road for the whole length is expected to bo 
completed next season, but with tho transfer of Sumbulpoor to the Central Provinces, tho ’ 
roads north, of Sonepoor, to which the Lieutenant-Governor attached much importance, 
been liandcd over to the Public Works Department of Nagpore. 


A contract has been made with tlie firm ot Messrs. Brassey, Wythes and Co. for erecting 
BRIDOES. an iron girder bridge overToUy^s Nullah, to lead from AHpore 

TottY’s Nullah, Alipobe. to Calcutta, by the road between the Sudder Court House 

and the Gonend Hopital at the site cf the timber bridge dismantled in 1858. The iron bridge 
ih to be completed before the rains of 1803, 
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Tlie wliole of the foundations aj'e, now completed. The abutmeixts and sixteen piers 

Bookvah Bhibm o, T. Roxd. - Constructed np to springing lino, and the entstfmo 

spipuageps have been fixed. 


llio foundations of this bridge also, with the exception of one pier, ,ai’e completed. The 
^ superstructure is also up to springing line with the springers 

fixed, liie JiiXecutive Engineer has been successful in tlie 
manufacture of bricks of a very superior quality for the arcliing of these two bridges, and 
all hough the quantity burnt is not large, the arrangements for the manufacture have been 
faii’ly established. It is expected that the fourteen openings of the Morhur bridge will be 
arch(»d over by the rains of and that the sixteen arches of the Jiooryali will be completed 

by the rains of 1 86 1. 


A project has been sanctioned during tlio year for restoring the Leelajun bridge on the 

Grand Trunk Hoad. This bridge, which was of stone masonry, 
Lm LAjuw BridokG. t. Ro. d. failed in 1850 . The abiitnicnts witli one arch on each side 

are standing, as also the four central masonry an^lios. It is proposed to ooniiect thorn 
on each side by five iron lattice girdei's supported on iron tubular piera resting on tho old 
f(aindatioi\s, which are to be protected by a continuous masonry ilrwring with curtain walls. 


Alterations have been made in tho design of this bridge by reducing the number of 

masonry arch(?s on the oast side from five to two, and by 
licRRAKiR UntDOR 0. T. Road. i*educiiig the height of the road level, tlirco feel, which is 

the reduced depth of tho girders sent out fi*om Kiigland. The progress in sinkuig tlio founda- 
tion bloidcs lias been slow: 'fho blocks of one foundation have reaclied a di'ptli of foi*ty foot ; 
it is intend(‘d to sink tho remaining blocks to a depth of thirty feet below datum, and to protect 
the whole limgth by a continuous flooring. Tin? piers for the masonry arches are built up to 
springing lino, and two other piers are ready to receive the girders. All the remaining 
foundation pi(*rs are in progress, and have been sunk from twelve to tw(‘nty-fcmr feet. 
ecniros for tho two arches on tho east bank are ready, and tlii' arc’lu's will be turned during 
the rains of 1862, 


Of this Causeway 1,936 ruuniiig feet have, been complied during the ])a.st year, making 

a total of 8,800 running feet out of 1 1,1 50 feet estimated. The 
SoAHR Causbwav G.l. RoAD. romaiiung 2,590 feet can, it is reported, be completed by tho 

rains of 1863. A good working project has still to be devisc‘d for the passage of tlie oj'dinary 
channel of the river from tlie end of the Causeway to tho wostem batik : this disfanco is 
about 1,200 feet tho greater part of which is dry during tho summer months. 


The Calcutta Canals have been maintained in gcK)d order tlirougliout tlie year. A double 
naVIOABLK canals. has^bo(»n commenced on the m^w Canal just above 

Calcutta Canaw. th(-3 junction, to enable the Ihigincers to regulate tho How 

of the water; sliutting it off fi'oni the new Canal when it is re(]uisit() to .scijiir (ho bed of the 
old channel.

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A range of Store Godowns lias been built on the bank of the Canal os an experimental 
mcfianra, and promises to answer financially and to supply a growing want. The only Godown 
finished was at once let at a fair rent. 


'Phe deepening of this tidal channel^ was dePerrod during tlie great pressure for labor 

caused by the Calcutta drainage works and the railway 
“ ‘ * works at Scaldah. The improvement of tho channel will be 

oftected during the next and following seasons. .The cut-off of tho Boaskhally, tho first of 
three cuts-off^ which it is proposed to make on the Eastern Caualu, to shorten the distance 
and improve the navigation, is in progress.

CALCUTTA MUNICIPAL. 

Tlio portion of Calcutta Drainage Works wliich has been sanctioned called oxpcin- 
DRAINAGE. mental, has progressed steadily during the year. The Main 

Sewer (DhiimnntoUali Street) is now completed from the river 
Hooglily to the toinpomiy pumping station at Entally,. with exception of a short length 
of about fifty foot under the Stmnd road, which will not bo formed until after the rains 
of 1862 . The tempomjy pumping station at Entally has been completed as far as the Engine 
and Pumping House are concerned ; tlio lungc of Workshops adjoining are nearly up to the 
roof. High level sower-works, w^hich aro to convey the sewage from the temporary pumping 
station at Entally io the canal just below the site of the permanent pumping station, have 
been placed in progress, and the sewer in North Road Entally has been completed. The per- 
manent high level works, which are to lead from the ixTmanent pumping station to the 
Tingrah Khal, and the open excavation from thence to the central channel of the lake, Lave 
not yet boon commenced upon, and they must be constructed before the sewage of the portion; 
of city, which is to be discharged through the Dhupriimtollah Main Sewer, can be led into it. The 
experiment with the temporary pumping station being, for the present, confined to pumping out 
the water only, and just so much sewage, as used mider the old system, to discharge directly into 
the Entally cessjiool. 

As noticed in the last Report the expense of the Dnunage Works has far exceeded 
the original estimate, owing to the rise in the cost of labor and of materials, and to the 
modifications in the project which have been decided upon by the Drainage Committee and by 
Govennnent from time to time.

TRAIN SIONALLINtt. 


The Train Signalling system was brought into operation during the year under review on

REVISION OF GOODS TARIFF. 


GRAINS. 


The question nf revising tho Goods Taiiff camo under consideration this year, and the 

following are the principal changes made in the classification 
of goods ; — Bricks, sand, and rough stones transferred from 
the First to the Sy)ecial Class, w hich hitherto contained only coal : Ballast kunkm’ and soorkey 
have been added to tho Tarifl:' Sheet and placed in the special class. Seeds, Pulses, and Ediblo 

Grains, transferred from tho Second to the First Class, also 
Sugar and Saltpetre, Chalk and Betel leaves. Broken glass 
w^as added to the Tai'iff and placed iu the First Class. Opium and Indigo Avere removed from 
the Third to tho Fourth Class. Many small modifications were inti’oducod iu the distribution 

of articles of trade. The rates per raaund for special goods 
were also reduced as per inargiu, and tho system was 
extended to the Station of Mugra w’hich had not belbro sliared 
in this advantage. Between all other Stations the charge is 
tlio same as the ordinary First Class charge, viz.^ one-third of a 
pie per maund«'per mile. Tlio terminal charge of 1 jn’ce per 
maimd on all consignments exceeding thirty-two mannds 
was also abolished. All these cliaugcs aix> expressly temporary and experimental for one 
year, subject to revision at the end of that term.

Mr. Stokes^ the Superintendent of the Locomotive Department^ in the course of 
six years has engaged 261 Firemen in this country, of whom sixty-five have become 
Engine Drivers, and ' seventy-four others are in course of traimng for the same duty 
on the Running-Shed. The Government proposed, in appreciation of Mr. Stokes' 
zealous labours, and to mark tho importance of the results, that a bonus of Rupees 
10,000 should be awardiftd to the Locomotive Department, three-fifths of this amount 
being assigned to the Superintendent ; and that a premium of Rupees 250 should bo given in 
future to tho Locomotive Department for every approved Engine Driver trained at Ilowrali, 
throe-fifths of which bonus should also go to the Superintendent. It w'oa further suggested that 
in tho event of a Railway Company engaging Drivers trained by any other Railway Company 
that a payment of £30 should bo made, the extra £5 being an additional perciuisrito of the 
Locomotive Superintendent who trained the man.

T1u*y found an entire absence of any eflun'ent Medical 
insp(*clion of (^u^lies la'fore sliipnieut, and ('ven wdum tlu; mou wore inspected by the FlanterN

more re]>nlsive to sight and smell w'e could not imagine; and having assured ourselves beyond 
all doubt that the t/ontractoFs laborers did rqally congr(*gate here, wc tel t no surprise at tlio 
stories which we hoard of tlio numbers that yearly fall victims to diseusi' in his hands. We 
found Tlo person in this place wdio would ackuowlodgo any comu'ction w'itli Thakoor Lalla, nor any 
sort of preparation for the ivceptioii'^^if liinnaii beings, except the hut aliovementionod; and 
we w'cro forced to conclude that the proprietor, having heard of our intended visit, had removed 
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all that bclongod to his depot from foar of more damaging disclosures/^ The supply of women 
is stated to be out of all proportion to tho supply of men, the rate being only 5 to 15 per 
cent. Tho sniallnoss of this projiortion is considorod by tho J^ariters to bo tho principal cuuso 
of tho veiy nuineroiis desertions which take place dim'ng tho river passage and after arrival. 

Ilio exiMtenco of such a state of tilings is irulicate<l in tho Committee’s Report was 
clearly ono winch demanded tho innnodiato interference of llio (loverument. A legislative 
measure remedying the evils and providing some sysleni bent'ficial alike to the laborers and 
tlioir employers — who affc<'r all must eventually be the givatcst suHerera by the continuance of 
tlu' abuses iiulicatcd — is under tho consideration of Government.

A Memorial having boon presented by tho Trades* Association, complaining of the ineffi- 
ciency of the Municipal arrangements in Calcutta, a mixed 
Commission was appointed by Government to enquire into 
tlicse allegations. Tho result was a recommendation that for 
tho present Municipal Commission should be substituted one Central Board, consisting of 
six Members, and tlic Coinmissiunor of Police as President, and six Local Boards. The 
Members wens all to sen-e gi-atuitously.

STATIONERY. 


At the suggestion of the Civil Finance Commission the Government of India authorized 

Ohimges in 11.. Wartment during tho introduction of certain changes in the Stationery Depart- 

mont during the year, with a Wew to tho reduction of 
expenditure. The most important of these hltorations are, first, that the supplies from 
England liithcrto received through the Home Authorities lire henceforth to bo obtained by 
contract with English Manufacturers; and next, that the purchases made in this country are to 
bo made by regular contracts. The refit of the changes have reference mainly to the 



substitution, to some extent; of cheaper qualities of paper and otKcr ju+iclcs of issue for jbhe mom 
expensive qualities now in use, a d to the proper checking of the consumption of Stationery 
in all Departments. 


In pursuance ^vith the orders of the Government of ' India the Superintendent of 
, Stationery invited Tenders for the supply of Stationery for 

18()2-ho by public advownsement ; and thj^ Boam of Revenue, 
after Imviiig had under thoir consideration the Tenders which were submitted, and having 
inspected the samples sent with them, have accepted the most eligible offers. ■ This 
has been intimated accordingly to the persons concerned, and the Solicitor to Government is 
now engaged in drawing irp Contracts for their signature. 


The operations of the year under report shew that the total coat of Stationery purchased 

during the year,’ plus the stock in hand at its commence- 
ment amounted to Rupees 6,13,508, or less by Rupees 
1,73,489 than the purcheiscs, impoi*tatioiis, and stock of the preceding year. 


Operations of the year. 


The value of Stationery issued w^as Rupees 4,23,704, which also exhibits a reduction to 
ilie extent of Rupees 81,661 ; and the value of Mofassil purchases was Rupees 1,91,705. 


The net amount realized on account of Stationery sold was Rupees 6,184. 

THE INDIGO DISTRICTS. 


Some anxiety was naturally felt for tho tranquillity of the Indigo Districts during the 

Vrcciiutioiw takoii for the prcvoiitiou of somng scason, and every possible precaution was taken for 
.Ii.iurbances during the sowing season. preveiiHon of disturbances. The new arrangements for 

sub-(iividing the Districts of the Nuddea Division had l)ccn completed before tho season com- 
niunccd, and one Magistei’inl Officer was appointed to each new Sub-Division. Extra Deputy 
Magisti’c'iles w'cre also posted wherever their services wero required, and Detachments of 
Native Infantry, of tlio strength of 200 men each, were placed in the Sudder Stations of tlio 
Districts of Nuddea and Jessore. The Magistrates of all the Indigo Districts generally were 
ffirtlicr authorized to enteiiiain extra bodies of Police wherever they might find it necessary to 
do so, and they were directed to keep these in readiness, iu compact bodies of not less than 
twenty -five men, that they might bo rapidly moved about as occasion might require. 

Notwithstanding these precautions tho year under review did not pass off altogether with- 
out disturbances. I'he specific acts of violence, however, were not many in number, and in 
most of them the offenders were arrested and punished. There were also illegal assejpiblies 
in several i)laces, but tho prom]jt appearance of the Police put down these demonstrations iu 
almost evoiy case. ^ ^ 

The principal question indhectly arising out of the Indigo disputes which occupied the

rent. daTB in the realization of their rents. The Committee of the 

Landholders’ and Commercial Associate, iu submitting a Statement showing the arrears of 
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rent due to the Pliiutors from their Hyots, stated that tlio amomit was largely iucrea^ihig, aud 
that it was found practic.'slly impossible to recover the arrears through the ordinary Courts, 
They urged, tlu'reforc, the ro-appoiiktmcnt of a Rijecial CpmmiBsion in the Districts of 
Nuddoa and Jossorc for tlio purpose of remedying the evil. The necessity -of taking 
some measures for that purpose was at once admitted by Government; but it appeared to 
the late liicutonant-Govemor that lire object in view would bo better secured from ener- 
getic action in the way of exliortatfon and explanation, and the exercise of personal influence 
on the jiart of the ordinary Rub-l)i\nsioiuil Oflicers on* the spot. The Commissioners of 
Xmldoa, Hajshahyo, and Dacca weix) accordingly directed to issue strong injunctions to 
iIjo Sub- Divisional Officers under them to that effect, and the result was that the pt.Tsoiial 
exertions of those Officers in obtaining the payment of the undisputed demands for rent were 
attended wil.h considerable success. It was fonrid, however, at the same time that, in most of 
the easels, the questions at issue between lire parties affected their interest in too vital a degree 
to admit of any compromise, and no settlomerit could, of course, be hoped for in such cases 
otherwise than by a l(‘gal d(‘cision of some competent tribunal. 


Several applicafioiisS had been made by Jndigo Planters for assistance from Go veni men t 
Offer on tlio part of OoviMiunoni. to b) enable them to save their Taloolcdaroe tenures from salo 

Mvo arrears of rent ; and, considoiiag that tho Talookdars iti 
thotoiinvci iroirt bulcior aricara of rent. sneli cas(*s wcro unablo to pay tlio rents duo to their superior 

lioldor owing to tho non-payment of the n^uts duo to themselves by their Kyots, tho sanction 
of tlio Government of India was obtained to the offer of (rovornmeiit aid in tho form of loans 
of money, upon solid security, for such tirno as the rents might ri^Tunin unr*ealizcd. Very few 
ajiplientions, howevcT were received for such assistiiuce, and eventually the ])owcr given to tlio 
local Government of granting tho loans was withdi’awn by tho Government of India.

In such (;ases the Rub-DitHlsional Cfficert were instnieted by Government 
to use their good offices in endeavoring to ])ei*suado tho Zemindars to receive on accoiuit, and 
tlio Kyots to pay to account, wluit tho latter admitted to be due, leaving only the disputed 
portion of tho claim to be settled at Law.

remarked by that Government in reply that tho principal object which it had in view in sug- 
gesting tho appointment of a Special Commission had not been folly apprehended either by the , 
local (iovornment or tho Special Commissioners, and that the success of the measure had, 
accordingly been but partial. The object which the Govemmeiit’of India had primarily had in'^ 
view was explained to be tho permanent and final adjustment of difibrences between the Plan- 
ter and tho Ryot, to eflbct which another Special Commission was directed to be appointed. 
But this order was subsequently modified on its being explained that, though Indigo was the 
origin of the differences, and was still, more or loss directly, the main cause of misunderstanding, 
yet the form which they had now assumed was that of a general and vast enlmnccment of rents 
and eviction of Ryots in masses ; that the work to be accomplished was something approaching 
to tho re-settlemont of the Districts where the excitement prevailed ; and that tho only plan which 
was likely to succeed under such circumstances consisted rather in the appointment of an 
Officer to exercise the united powers of a Collector, Judge, and Commissioner in respect of all 
suits under Act X. of 1859, who could auihoritadvely settle the conflicting rights and interests 
of the parties at variaiiO(». The course suggested was approved by the Govemment of India, 
and lias been carried out by tlio appointment of two additional Officers, Messrs. E, Jackson 
and C. II. Campbell, to exorcise the powers indicated in tho Districts of Nuddea and eTcssoro 
respectively, and they are now, with tho aid of a selected staff of competent Deputy Collectors, 
engaged in deciding all rent disputes. 

One defect in tho practical working of Act X. of 1859, observed in the course of the

This 
difficulty has been obviated by Section X. of (Bengal) Act VI. of 18G2, which provides on official 
measurement by tho Collector on the necessary costs being deposited with him by tho applicant. 
Tho same Act also provides that, in cases of wilful and unjustifiable* repudiation of rents, 
the Court, in deciding such cases, shall bo competent to award to the Plaintiff^ if necessary, 
ailflitional damages not exceeding 25 per cent, on tho amount of rent decreed, and, on tho other 
hand, where the defendant shall appear to have been improperly sued, to award to him a 
compensation not exceeding 25 per cent, on the amount sued for ; it also enables the Ryot, 
without any suit being brought, to deposit with, tho Collector, after tender, any rent which ho 
may admit to bo due, any balance which tho Zemindar may claim being sued for within 
six months.- *

spare no pain.s in dissipating this and any similar illusions that might be found to exist, 
care being taken, however, to avoid giving the eijimlly mischievous impression that Govern- 
ment desired to use its authority to force the cultivation of Indigo against tho will of the 
Ryot. 


TEA CULTIVATION. 


The Stati-stics of the Tea Plantations mn.st be iiccoptcd as approximate Estimates ratlur 
than as aocunite and carefully tested Returns. They are based on infonnidion fiiniisbed 
chiefly by tho Planters themselves. In .some cases the Managers of I’actories have not euin- 
plied at all with tho application made to them for infonnation, and in otlii'i-s the Ueturns 
given are obviously inaccurate. T^e local OlRcors report that there is much iinwillingni'ss 
on tho part of tho Tea Planter’s to make public tho condition and progress of their 
Plantations. 

'J’he Returns from Assam shew tliat there were at the end of 18GI one hundred and sixty 
„ ... Plantations, held by sixty-two Companies and individuals. 

1' our of the fonner are public bodies, r/V., the Assam Company, 
who have twenty-four I’lantations in Seebsagur, imekimporo, and Dmrungj the -Jorehauth 
Company, who have two Plantations in Nowgong ; the East India Companj'-, who have 
seven Plantations in Scebsagur ; and the Lower Assam Company who have one Plantation 
in Kamroop. 

Of the private Companies, fifteen hold nineteen Plantations in Luckimpoi c, three hold five 
Plantations h Seebsagur, one holds four Planttitions in Kamroop, and one holds one Plantation 
in Nowgong.

Tho remaining Plantations are all in tho hands of private person's, seventeen of whom 
are natives. Most of the Native Planters are in the Seebsagur and Liickimporo Districts, 
but tliere is a "small Joint Stock Company of natives who have, planted a few bcogalia 
in Gowalparah, and one or tuo indmduals are tiying the cultivation in a smalKway iu 
Katnroop also, ■

Qtendent\s Report no less than 205 H])})lications under tho 
new rules for gmnts of land varying from 500 to 15,000 acres, had been recorded. At tho 
time of drawing up tho last ycuFs Report there w^ere only fifty-two Europeans settled in Cachar. 
'I'liis year there tiro 1 10, most of whom are Tea IManters. The amount expended every uiontli 
by the Phiuters in tho District is calculated at 50,000 Rupees, and the value of tlio Tea mami- 
fiictured tit 10 laklis of Rupees. 'Jlie advantages which tho District is deriving irom thu iut re- 
duction of what must soon bo one of tho chief staples of India are inoalciihible. *It must bo 

nmiembered tliat this is only tho fifth year since Tea Planting was introduced into Cachar. 

• 

Tho only drawback to success is tho want of labor ; the only remedy for wliioh is tho 
importation of coolies from Bengal. This lias been aln'ady much resorted to, but the system 
under which it has been carried on has led to very groat abuses, which, unless speedily remedied, 
will prevent laborers from emigrating to Cachar and Assam on any terms. As noted elsewhere 
this subject is receiving tho serious attention of Government.

The Statcmenifc in the marj^in 
oxliilnts the operations of tlie Tea 
and Coffeo Plantations in Darjeel- 
ing, so far as it has been possible 
to obtain information on the subject 
from the Planters. 


1'lie progress thus made in the extension of Tea Planting promises well for the future 
of this Hill Settlement. A' groat impetus to this cultivation will be given by the publication 
of tlic iHjw rules foi* the grant of waste lands which are now pending the final orders of 
the Secretary of State. The Superintendent rei>orts that every acre of culturable land in 
the District has boon applied for. 

As indicated in the Statement there is a small cultivation of Coffeo at Darjeeling, but tin's 
plant does not tluive there as the Tea plant does, and tlu'> cultivation of Coffee is decreasing. 
It will not grow apparently at a higlicr elevation than 1,500 feet, and is liable to groat injury 
from the attacks of worms and insects. 

Of the number of coolies employed about 4,000 are Nopaulosc, 298 Lepchas and Blif>o- 
teahg, and the rest people of the plains. ^Phe Uctunis give the general health of these people 
as good, though there was a gi'cat deal of small-pox among them, especially in the lowiu*- 
lyiiig Plantations. 


CALCUTTA BOTANIC GARDENS. 

Considerable iraproYement was made during the year in the manner of arranging tlic 

the trees and plants in the Botanic Gardens according to 

Scientific re-ftrrangement of living pliuits. -r* i i i .1 

ihciT Botanical ammties. It would appear that, when the 
Botanic Gardens were first established, no definite plan wn*s fixed upon for conducting tlie 
planting operations, the only method observed, apparently, being this tliat trees of striking 
appeamnee w'cre placed where, it was hoped, tliey would prove most efle(*tive in tlie landscape 
when full grown. The indiscriminate planting wliich has been going on ever since has at 
last resulted**!!! great confusion and over-crowding in certain places, while I ho usefiilness of 
the Garden as a Scientific Establishment has been considerably affected. To remedy this evil it 
has been determined gradually to introduce a scientific re-arrangement of the living plants, and 
an area of nearly ouo-ihird of the Gardens is intended to bo given over for a general arlioretum. 
As a first step to the attainment of this object a Map of the Gardens has been prepared on a 
large scale, and tlie general outlines of the plan to be followed marked out upon it. The 
sites for the different descriptiona of plants have also been marked out by poles wuth labels 
fixed on them.

211 plants; Imt the cxjieriment ha.s met with the most decided success, for, uj) to Hie present 
time, he has increasedMiis stock to no less than 1011 plants, of w-hieh 1353 ar(» of the Cu>rhuh(t 
Palnuliimn, 1'ho rate ol’ jiropagatioii will incnuise every liioulli, as in periods varying from 3 lo 
0 wrecks, the mwv ])hints are ready to be aii:iticially pnpagaled in their turn. The site wliicli 
has bei'ii selected is situated on the east of a spur of ISinchal — the rnoutnain on which iho 
European Barracks are erected — in the midst of dense forest.

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THE COSSYAIl RERELLION. 

SiiiiiTOiTS (listurbanccPi broke ont in the Cossj'ah and Jyntcali ITills during the year under 

Broakinjf out of the disturbances at TCivuew. Ilioy commenced at 1'hauiiali Jowai in the Hill 

country, by the Cossyalis of Jowai, J along, Latober, and 
Shanij 3 ong, in number about 200, aiurounding the Guard at Jowai on the morning of the 17th 
ffanuarj’. Tlio riotci's were foi’coJ to retire at the time, but afterwards mustered 000 strong, 
about forty of tlu*m lading anned with iluskota, and on iho niglit of the 23rd they sot fire to tho 
Thauiiah, the Mission Sch()(J premises, and tho houses of some of iho Cliristitm Villagers 
and of otlurs. Passes from Jjmteali, Amwyo, and elsewhere were also simultaneously closed. 

On hearing of tliis Colonol tticliardson, Commanding at Cherra, hastened at once with all 

mjRehcf of tbo Thannidi at Jowrti by his available men to relieve Jowai, where ho arrived (ui the 
Colouol Ricbardiou. 05^]^ January, and found the Stockade, with its (iarvisem of 

sixty Tueii, in good order, but straitened for food and worn out with watching.

Jhit tlio Force under ('oloncJ Riehardson^s command was not strong eiK'iigh 
to keep tlio Rebels inactive, and tliat OHicer ajipears to have considered the rebellion less 
general than it really was ; for not only did the Cossyahs continue to stockade tlieir villages 
about Jowai, but tlicy made some oflcnsivo movements in tlio directions of North Cachar, 
Nowgong, and Gowhatty. Those, however, wore promptly met by tlio Olliccrs in charge 
of those Districts. ^

ri'bcllcd to apply for pardon and return to tlicir allegiance. ll(^ had previmisly laid down a 
(\)d(^ of Rules for the observance of the Detachments sent out for the subjugation of the 
Rebels, prescribing that all men fmind in arms were to be treatiul as Kobcls ; that the Chiofs 
who -wero known to Lo instigators were to bo capt lin'd and made over to the (h’vil Officir 
accoinjianying each Del.a.clniicnt ; that all stockades and fortified posts wore' to be dostroyed, 
and all villages containing armed men to be attacked and burnt down if the villagers did not 
return to them jieact'ably ; and that all Jtebcls coming in witc lo givi' uj) their Arms, and wen* 
thou to be allowed to return to their liomes, giving security lor good conduct.

Causes of till* njbelliou. 


Ndie causes of this outbreak are voiy obseuro, and are still imdia' (‘mjuiry, Rrigadier- 

(iem.Tal Showers^ final lleport not yet iiavmg bi'i'u received. 
Ir. was attributed by I feiigal ee M.e reliant s, who were in tlie 
habit of trading in tlu'so Hills, to the liicoine Tttx; ; and by othiu's to nmlclini'd anticipations 
of further taxation. On the other hand tliorcf wore no visilde signs of discontent when the 
ta.x was collected, as it was througliout the Jynteah Hills. Some of tlubse ([iiestioned 
by Miijoi* Rowlatt again made no mentit»n of ta.xalion as a cause, hui spoko of the 
establishment of a Clu'istian Mission; to a prohibition to burn dead bodies in a certain place. 
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wliicli had boon issued on, sanitaiy grounds, bnt was intcrpretod to affect religio® j iwd to the 
interference of the Jowai Darogah with a festival at Jalong, us having been what kindle^ tho 
flaino. General Showers also adds another possible cause of disoolit^t, the taking away 
of the shields of tho Sin^engs or Chiefs. Major Bowlatt inclinos to belieVe ; titiat no one of 
those causes is in itsolf the true one, but that they may all have had more<ff less action 
in inciting to rebellion a people naturally turbulent. It Was at one time supposed that soino 
fugitives of the Chittagong Mutineers were engaged in tho oiitbreak, but this idea is not sup- 
ported by facts. Nor does it appear that the outbreak in Nowgong, in which Lieutenant 
Singer lost his life, had any direct effect in stunulatiug this insurrection. 

Lvciy effort was being made, after the close of the year, to obtain the submission of tlio 
. people, and in the moan time the Military operations were

being carried on wlicrevor they were still found necessary. 
Tho country was reported to be settling down^ and it was believed by tho local authorities that, 
at tho close «.>f the rains, tho state of the country would allow of tlio Troops being finally with- 
drawn. It is probable that many who still hold out arc prevented from surrendering only 
from fear of pimishniont, and from suspicions of onr intention towards them. 

Jt should perhaps be here noticed that, shoi^tly after the outbreak of the Cossyahs, a tribo 
by tlK‘ Kookies on tbe south of Kookies was roportcd to have committed three murderous 

raids on the south side of tho Sylhot valley, killing several 
])ei*sons, and carTing away others as prisoners. One of these outrages, at TJiuimah Rajnuggcr, 
(K?cuTTc‘d within British Territory ; tho other two, at Nowcolly and Lushkurpore, were com- 
niittiMl within tho jurisdiction of Independent Tipporah. 

Tl](i outrage within our Territory was committed on the 22nd January, several persons 
were kill(*d in tho burning of tho Village, and several others kidnapped. The number of 
houses burnt was twenty-eight. This matter is still under investigation. The Nowcolly affiiir 
liappinied on tho same date. It seems tliat certain persons returning from tho Hills of 
Tipporah wore sot upon by sumo 1 00 or 125 Lcngta Kookies, and two or three of them killed. 
.In the Lushkurpore outrage tho Kookies attacked and killed some Tripuras, and a person who 
went up tlio Hills to bring Cotton was never agftiu heard of. 

The connection of these Kookic outrages with the rising of the Cossyahs lias not been 
established. 

RIOT AT PHOOLGOORIE, IN NOWGONG. 

* 

A lamentable disturbance occurred daring the year at Phoolgoorie, in Nowgo/ig, in which 

The meeting, of Byoto in l«g. bodice ' I-ieutenaut Singer, the Assistant Commissioner of the 
at Phoolgoorie. District, lost' his life. Lieutenant Sconce, the Deputy Com- 

missioner in charge of the District, havings about the 15th October, heard that large bodies 
of Ryots had been for some days holding meetings at Phoolgoorie, which is about ten miles 
distant from the, Sadder Station, ordered the Darogah of Nowgong on the 14th October to 
watch tbe people and find but the ringleaders. The Darogah, on the 17th, reported ' that 
the Ryots were mustering in too great force to udn[\it of his arresting the loaders of tho move- 
. ment, and he wjw therefore re-inforced by a Mohurir, two Burkundauzes, and four men of 
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the Police Militia armed as Sepoj's. The Darogah also reported a remarkable reply made by 
• the crowd when called upon to disperse. They said that " to go to' the Cutcherry to com- 
plain and hope to bring their grievances to the ears of the Iluzoor was out of the questioni 
for if they attempted to enter the Court-House they were thrust out by Peadahs and fined, 
couseipienlly they had thus assembled in body to look after their interests, and would remain 
consulting lor five days till all the people who had still to arrive from very inany other 
villages bad collected also.” 


On the following morning, 18th October, Lieutenant Singer was sent out to Phool- 

goorie by Lieutenant Sconce ; and when the people assembled

askings the objects of their meeting. They stated through, a 
spokesman — Jati Kolita— that their chief ground for complaint and dissatisfaction was that 
having before been lightly taxed they were now heavily assessed, and that again a fresh tax 
&c., alluding probably to the License Tax, was about to be introduced. They said they had met to 
consult on these matters. Lieutenant Singer suggested that if that were the case they had better 
put away the sticks which a large number of them carried. This thc mob refusc(W:o do. Lieute- 
nant Singer then ordered the Police to take away their sticks. When it was attempted to carry 
out this order, tlic assembled men who had been sitting arose, and one of the mob struck a 
Policeman. Lieutenant Singer then seized the stick of the striker, and at this instant Baboo 
Doom felled the unfortunate young Officer to the ground by a blow on the head. Upon this 
the whole crowd set upon Lieutenant Singer and the Police. Shortly after the mob seem to 
have retired to some distance, leaving Lieutenant Singer for dead. Life, however, was not 
(juitc extinct. But when some persons went up with water to try and revive him a portion 
of the mob drove them away, and — as has since transpired on the trial — again boat the 
wounded Officer till ho died. Lieutenant Singer was on foot, and the whole of the Police Force 
with him consisted of two Darogahs, a Mohurir, a Jemadar, thirteen Burkundauzes, and four 
Police Sepoys. 


News of the death of Lieutenant Singer reached the Deputy Commissioner of Nowgong 
that evening, accompanied by rumours of ad intended attack on the town, lie therelbre 
detached a portion of his small guard to look for the body of the deceased, and took up his position 
at the Treasury with the remainder. He also sent an express to Tezpore for assistance. The 
Sepoys who wont out to look for the body were met by the Ryots, who hustled them, and 
used such violence as compelled them to fire into the crowd, in order to make good their 
retreat, .

Immediately on receiving intelligence of thc disturbance, which hc did at Tezpore on 

st.p. Uken .uWent to that event, evening of the lath, Major Hopkinson, Commissioner of 
attest of the gniity 4c.

The Commissioner, 'gronn^s'li^t admih 
of no doubt, came to the conclusion that. thb origin, of the outbret^;^';}ny in tKift, nppre- ' 
hensions which had bcon excited in respect to. the impost to bo levied o)ir.']^jii)).au<| to^lth)! duty - < 
on Arts and Trades. The Bill for the first, of these had not yet passed, ;.and t^e letter had, 
not yet been introduced, but to the creduloits- minds of the., ignorant peasinttry’ rumours* 
of increased taxation were all the more terrible fojnj ' their • vagueness.; The r^ut ini- 
position of the Income Tax had, in Major Hopkinson’s opimon, prepared . the - Assamese to he* 
lieve any absurd rumour regarding taxation which ill*disposed or ilKinformed people might 
circulate. ' 

It was shewn that on two occasions previous to the fatal outbreak the Ryots had assern* 

K«™it of tho enquiries made iu«8«d Commissioner’s Cutoherry in a more ' 

to the ciiuses of the not. qj j^gg tumultuous manner to urge their objections regarding 

taxation. Due importance had not been attached by the Deputy Cominissioner> Lieutenant 
Sconce, to these indications of strong popular feeling and excitement. It also appeared that he 
had been in the habit of fining men attending his Court on the plea of their disturbing the 
Court, and had thus to a great extent lost the confidence of the people.. He entirely 
under-estimated the danger to which he allovecd Lieutenant Singer to expose himself, 
and is also shewn to have failed in meeting the eomplaints of the people in a proper spirit, 
and on these grounds has been reduced to the rack of an Assistant Commissioner, as wanting 
in the judgment necessary to qualify him for independent charge of a District. 

It is only necessary to add in this place that nine persons were tried, for the murdef of 

Tri..i, convirtio,, and punishment of I^ieutcnant Singer, and convicted by the High Court, six 
l.iiutcnaut Siiigtr’s imirdmrs. being Sentenced to transportation for life, two to banish- 

ment for fourteen years, and one to imprisonment with labor and irons f6r seven years. 

EXCITEMENT IN THE SONTIIAL DISTRICTS.

and,.etanding capable, of acting, on any emergency was considered desirable, Mr. Flowden, tko 
Commissioner of -Burdwan, ,.waa deputed to enquire, into the causes of dissatisfacjtio^.U^^bngst 
these people, which were vaguely reported to be in some way connected with tbe enhancement 
of rent and .^e iustitutioir of suits by Mahajuns.

Mr. Plowden^ after a very careful en,qairy, reported to Government that there was aotoolly 

no distnrbancej and that none had been seriously contemplated ; 
but that there was mucl) real excitement among the Sonthals, 
caused principally by the proceedings of Mr. Cf Barnes, a farmer of an Estate under the 
Court of Wards, who h.'id had, the lands measured, and had enhanced the Ryots' renta*— chiedy 
in one Pergunnah— to an extent beyopd what they were able to pay. 


On the arrival of Mr. Robinson at Doomta Mr. Plowdea was relieved j and the former 

A.mcai.ic a^t.«.n,cu of mttor. between offlcer,in concurrence with the opinion come to byMr.Plowdon, 
Mr. nariicH and hn ityots. gave his ilecided opinioa that there was no reason to fear a 

riso on the part, of the Sonthals. He at once opened negociations with the Kyots and Musta- 
jirs of Perguunah Hendwah on one side, and Mr. Barnes on the other, which resulted in an 
amicable adjustment of the matter ; Mr. Barnes consenting to withdraw his settlement whicli 
had' occasioned so much discontent, and to accept an increase of 25 per cent, on the whole 
Estate, to which the Ryots readily agreed. It was believed that Mr. Barnes had spent con- 
siderable sums of money in improving the estate. 


Mr. Barnes, by readily accepting the more reasonable increase of 25 per cent , showed much 
good feeling and judgment. The arrangement made by Mr. Robinson put an end to all dif- 
ferences between Mr. Barnes and his Ryots, and left him with a fair profit on his faiin, and 
a quiet and contented tenantry.

aaeumea by tho British GoTemment in Bhonsla family, and was Ceded to the British Government by 

Appah Saheb and Rughojee Bhonsla in 1816 and 1826. All 
its Civil, Police, and Judicial administration continued, however, for nearly a quarter of a 
century following its cession, to be conducted by its own Rajahs. Tho direct management of 
its affairs was assumed by the British Government in 1849, when the last Rajah, Naryan Sing, 
died without heirs, after expressing a wish on bis death-bed that the administration of this 
tract of country should pass into the hands of the British Government. The introduction of 
British rule wa.s followed by necessary changes in the various branches of Administration, 
which have been already described by Mr. Ricketts in his report on the District, published 
among the Selections of this Government, No. XX. 


Sumbplpore, of late has obtained notoriety for the part taken by. its Zetriindars and 

Th.part tAon by it. Z«Bind.r. W Talookdarg in the late rebellion. The unsettled etete of the 

Tidookiiars ni thu ute rebciiiou. District has^ up to a late date been a source of anxiety to the 

local Anihorities and Government. 

It is hocespry to mention what were tbe* chief distturbing causes. 

Among the prisoners released from the Hazareebaugh Jail by the mntineers of the 8th 
Regiment Native Infantry wete t^ brothers, Soorunder. Sahee and Oodunt Sahec. They 







were related to onft of the late Bajatis of Sumbijilpore; ahd wew' itbder 8ehtence„.of iApnaon* • 
mebtfor lifc> having been ooncetT^*,d in si seriona affray in wbieb soi^e li^^ had, been lost, 
lihese inen soon after their ’ rel^e ent^ed the Sutnbalporc Dietrictj w^ra' a ntffnber''*^t)f fol- 
lowers soon collected round them. They laid claim to. the Govern^^f of Supabulpsirc, and 
with the aid of a large number of retaiijieiVj amongst whom were S 07 pm|a.ffa^tial ^cmindars, 
they attacked Captain Leigh, the Senior. Assistant Coihmi^ionerj who Had inov^ out against 
them with a Petachment of the. 40th. Native infaptcy/ and under coytir of; the dense jungle 
they succeeded in killing arid wounding several of .his[ men. The Pftk road to lidmbay was 
obstructed, two of the D^k Stations^vere burnt down^ whilst large hoodies of rebels collected. ; . 
ill various, directions and committed every description of excess. . > 


Had it not hefeb for the timely arrival of military reinforcemenls from Madras, Nagpore, 
and other quarters, and for the Sebttndy LeVy which had been raised among the Goomseas, tho 
authority of Government over a Wide extent of territory would have been ' suspended. Active 
operations against , the rebels were at once undertaken, and, considering the unfavorable 
nature of the country, with some success ; n?any influential men being forced into surrendering 
themselves to the Authorities. 


The entire Civil and Military control was, for a short time, vested in Colonel Forster, 

Tmnsfor of the District to the ohargo of hoWever, Compelled him to resign the appoint- 

tiicCoinmisaioucr of (^ittdok. mont. The District was then transferred to tliQ charge 

the Commissioner of Cuttack, a measure which had been long before recommended b/ ’Mr. 
Ricketts, At the same time a strong Force of Military Police, under the Command .cf Major 
Rattray, the Iiispcofcor-Goncral, was sept into the District for the purpose pf carrying on any 
^Military operation wliioh might, in the opinion of the Commissioner, be necessary. 

On the arrival of Mr. Shoye^ tho Officiating Commissioner of Cuttack, at Sumbulpore, 
lio found that matters ha<1 greatly improved,— the District had already settled down into some 
order. Several rebels and insurgents had availed themselves of the terms of the Royal 
Amnesty and had returned to their allegiance. 

The ringleaders and inciters of the outbreak were however still at large, wandering about 
In tho jungles and seeking an opportunity of doing further mischief. The names of the chief 
of these fugitives were Sporunder Sahee and his brother Oodunt Sahee; Kanhoo N«aik and 

I 

Khuggo Naik, ol Kolaberca ; Kbuggessur Dao, of Banda ; Monohur Sing Mahapnitcr, Komul 
Sing, Koonjul Sing, and lluttce Sing of Pergunnah Ghais. 

The Deputy Commissioner, Major Impey, urged the adoption of a policy of cbncililtion, 

Offer of free pardon and; resWution of whioh wSs to be Carried out, not Only by bflbrs qf pardon to 
proiwrty to the rebels, and ite elfect. of tjjg rebels as bad hitherto hcen afraid to come in, 

but by promise of restitution of thdr Estate^ which had been confiscated by Government! 
The grounds of his recommendation were that those, who had- originally, surrendei-ed had. qipt< . 
received such fair treatment as would encoun^e others to follow their example, and that th^e 
still holding out bad been deprived by the confiscation of thrir Estates of all inducement te 
return, for their bdines and Estates being 'jha’;the possession of others they would have to live 
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for the rest of their lives as paupers. These circumstances, taken in o^nnoctioti with the. 
natural obstacles offered by the hilly aniJ jiingfly nature of the country/ to the successful eon- 
duct of Military operations, satisfied Government that the policy proposed by Captain. Impey 
was the only one likely to lead to a spe,edy and permanent settlement of the country ; indeed, 
there was too much reason to believe that the policy pursued by the local * Authorities from 
the very commencement of the disturbances in 1867, was such as to create mistrust and to 
foster rebellion, rather than to promote confidence and encourage loyalty. Two'Proclatbalibns 
were accordingly issued by Captain Tmpey, one on the 24jth September 1861, offering free par- 
don and restitution of confiscated property to all rebels with the exception of Soorunder Sahee, 
Oodunt Sahee, and Milter Bhan, son of Soorunder Sahee; and the other on the 4th of 
October following, offering a free pardon to Mitter Bhan, and a guarantee of life to the two 
excepted in the first Proclamation. These Proclamations bad the desired effect.* Within 
two months from the issue of the second Proclamation, Kanhob Naik and his father Khuggo 
Naik, with a large party of followers, surrendered themselves to Major Impey, and their 
confiscated Estate of. Jaiporc ^vas restored to them. 

From this Utne forward Mr. Shore, in concert with the Deputy Commissioner, was engaged 
in opening communication with the remaining rebels, and encouraging them to surrender. 
His instruments were principally village Gounteahs, or Serbufakurs of known influence with 
the rebels, but who had nevertheless been, throughout loyal servants of Government, These 
men went backwards and forwards between Suinbulpore and the rebel haunts, encountering 
some personal risk aud very great exposure and exertion. 

The surrender of Kanhoo Naik and Khuggo Naik was followed by that of Mitter Bhan, 
son of Soorunder Sahee. He was restored to the two lakheraj villages, wdiieli were onjoyod by 
him before the mutiny broke out. 

Next came in Oodunt Sahee, who was told by Mr. Shore that though Government would 
not call ondiim to act against either his brother, or the men who had sacrificed everything for 
his family, he was none the less bound to serve the Government which liad treated him with 
such leniency ; and that the best proof ho could give of his gratitude and loyalty was to obtain 
the submission of the remaining rebels. This mission he cheerfully accepted, and started a few 
days after he had come in for the south-west corner of the District, whore it was believed the 
rebel leaders had assembled. But Oodunt Sahee had incurred considerable odium among tlie 
southern rebels by surrendering without consulting them, and he only succeeded in bringing 
over Huttce Sing, who was however by far the most influential -">f Soorunder’s lew remaining 
adherents. The Estate of Ghais was restored to Huttee Sahee at an enhanced jumma. 

The pacification of the District having been thus secured, Mr. Shore left Siimbulporo 
on the 20 th ‘February, leaving instructions with Major Impey to dispense with the service.s of 
the 8th Police Battalion gradually as the country settled down, the rest of tlic Police Battalions 
with Major llattray having some time before teen sent back to their Stations. 

The ei\tire success of the operations of the last year Mr. Shore attributes to the policy 
of conciliation originally recommended by Major Impey, and which he was able to carry out 
not only by the offer of free pardon but by the restoration to the rebels, of their, confiscated

authority ai^ man^ement of the Governor General, an^ placed under the Chief Cojumissioner

DISTURBANCES IN BOAD. 




In the beginning of this year a disturbance broke out in Killah Bond, in the Tributary 
Mebale^of Cuttack. It apparently originated indirectly in some dispute between, the Bf^hs' 
of Sonepore and Boad, respeoting, the right to , a tract of country called the Bara Bhaya Des, 
which is divided into twelve Des or Moothas, and is principally inhabited by Kundhs. The 
country was formerly under the nominal sway of pBoad, but it was alleged by the people that 
it was twice made over to Sonepore by the Boad Rajah, once in return for some ■iiin^t.4n^.y Jien- 
dered by the Rajah of Sonepore,- and once as a marriage portion. In 1880, a snit was. 
Ijronght by the Sonepore Rajah, who was not in actual possession, for the whole dr a por- 
tion of this territory, consisting of the principal Mootha, Pachera, Which was decreed in bis 
favor by the Commissioner of Cuttack. Thus Pachera remained as before attached to SonC.; 
pore, and the rest of the country was declared to belong to Boad. The Kuudhs, however, 
were very anxious to get back Pachera, and applied to the Boad Rajah for his assistance,' but 
without success. 


The Boad Rajah has, by his arbitrary and oppressive conduct, for a series of years been 
Attack <m the lio»<l Batjali by the exasperating the Ruudhs, who ,8eemcdtobc of . opinion that 
KunUb icbeiB. . hc could not have carried matters with so high a hand if their 

strength had not been broken by the separation of Pachera from the Bara Bhap Des, and the 
loss of their head &mindar. The smouldering discontent at last broke out, and on on'e occa- 
sion, when the Rajah had proceeded to a place called Knmgliaut on the Tcl River, some ten or 
twelve miles south of Sonepore, for the purpose of enquiring into a case of plundering, he 
was surrounded and attacked by more than a -thousand Kundhs. Five of his Paiks were 
killed on the spot, and five others were wounded. A party of Scbundics, sent to his aid 
by the Kluijoorparra Tehrildar, were obliged to act on the defensive and w'ere fired at. By 
good maKagement the Havildar in command of the party succeeded in effecting the release 
of the Rajah. The Rajah suspected that the Kundhs had been instigated and protected by 
the Sonepore Rajah, with, whom he has a quarrel of long standing; but there is no ^roef 
of this, and there is sufficient reason, to believe that the tyrannical conduct of ’ the Boad 
Rajah and his own Amlah- was the principal cause of the outbreak. - . 


Certain terms were offered to the rebel Kundhs by the Superintendent of the Tributary 

Mcaww .token for .upprowing- tbe with a View to effect a setUemont of their grievance^ 

disturbwace. At first , they agreed to ^cept the terms, but subsequently 

retracted, aud asantned. a position which rendered it imperative to employ force to c^cC them. 
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. Measures were consequently adopted by tie Superintendent^ with the approval of Govern- 
ment, for snpprcssinff the disturbance. Several expeditions were formed and dispatched against 
the rebels, and in the engagements which took place some lives were -lost. ' The Superin- 
tendent was requested to use every endeavour to bring these wild and uncivilized then back to 
their allegiance, by promising them pardon and redress of any substantial grievance qf which 
they might have to complain, the chief ringlcadars only being reserved for punishment. 

The latest reports received from Mr. Shore were of a satisfactory nature, shewing that 

Sniromicr of the lender of the reiwis, as the rcbcls wcro aiixions to make tbcjr pcuce with Government, 
well ns of the rrincipni Sirdars. Miillick, the' Ostensible leader of the rebels, 

as well as the principal Sirdars, had surrendered. In the southern part of the disturbed Dis- 
trict, where some of the Kundlis still held out, a little affair occurred in which the Kundbs 
were defeated by a Detachment of the Police with some loss. Since this the country has 
settled down, the people have returned to their villages, cultivation is actively progressing, 
and nearly the whole of the remaining ringleaders had surrendered themselves to the Super- 
intendent. 


IIOOTEAII AGGRESSIONS. 


Our relations with the Government of Bootan have for some time been on a very unsatis- 
....1 factory footing. Constant raids have been made upon our 
ia Cooch iMmr and Sikhitn. territory, property has been plundered, the lifting of cattle 

and carrying off of elephants has been of frequent occurrenco, and our subjects have been 
f^oized in tlieir houses and carried away prisoners into Bootan. Simihar outrages have been 
perpetrated on the inhabitants of Cooch Behar and Sikhim. 


Our representations to the Bootan Authorities have been entirely ineffectual. "Wo have 
Our remonstrance inoiToctnni. made many demands for the Burronder of the delinquents, 

restoration of our subjects, and those of Cooch 
Mehai, AmUvreoPaliacotta, Bchar, wlio wcrc kept ill Confinement in Bootan, but these 

demands have been systematically evaded. At length, in the beginning of 18G0, it became 
necessary to adopt more stringent measures. As a first stop it was resolved to withhold pay- 
ment of the rents of the Bootan Mehal, Ambarrce Fallacotta, until full reparation was made. 
Ambarree Fallacotta is a tract of country on the west side of the Teesta, about twenty miles 
within our Frontier. ^ It was ceded by the British to the Bootan Government upwards of 
seventy years ago- The collection of the revenue by the Bootanese Officers from their farmers, 
however, gave rise to frequent disturbances, and — from the situation of the estate — to the vio- 
lation of British Territory, The British Government consequently in 1842 found it necessary 
to take upon itself the responsibility of farming out the Estate, undertaking to pay the rents 
that might be derived from it to Buotan. Since 1814 these rents have amounted to Rupees 
2,000 per annum. ’ ' 


Previous to adopting coercive measures Government once again addressed the Dob Rajah 

Ue.«a»d-.i, an.i th reiterating thcse demands and inforining him.

contrary, not only have our jiisfc demands on tho/Bootan . 
Government been disrejjarded, but frequent further a"gression>s by its subjects have been hfe^^ht ^ 
to notice, Kvents have alsp recently transpired which aflPorcl ground for suspecting that ■ 
most of the depredations on our territory are at least connived at, if they are not actually 
instigated, by the Provincial Commissioners on the Frontier, designated Soobahs and Katmaha. 


In March last one of these Soobahs, the Soobah of Mynagoorie, requested the Deputy 

Magistrate of Titalyah to meet him, that he might make 
over to him certain British subjects who had offended against 
the laws of Bootan, and whom he consequently had confined, 
The Deputy Magistrate granted the interview and went to the Frontier to meet the 
Soohali ; he asked for the delivery over of the British subject!^, promising to punish them in the 
event of the charges against them being duly ekablished. The Soobah agreed to do this on 
<‘onclition that a certain JBootanese refugee was delivered up by the .Magistrate. On search 
being made, it was found that tlic person demanded was not within our territory. The 
Soobah next demanded the punishment of a number of British subjects *who had committed 
aggressions in Bootan. The Deputy Sfagistrate asked for proof of their criminality, but was 
met with a demand that the men in question should be punished first, evidence of their guilt 
being furnished substKiuently. Eventually the Soobah declined to make over the British 
subjects whom he liad in confinement, and evaded compliance with all the representations 
made to him by the Deputy ^lagistrate regarding the plundering of villages, and the theft 
«»f cattle and tdephants; and the interview was thus attended with no satisfactory result. 

About the beginning of the current year the Superintendent of Darjeeling and the 

Hostiio „r.par«tioi. in B,K.tan, «ud dcs- Government Officers on the Frontier reported that the Boo- 
patch of British Troops to tho Fioutier. taneso Were, making hostile preparations for the purpose of 

entering our territory and occupying A^rabarrec Faliacotta, and that an .attack on Darjeeling 
was apprehended. Two Companies of Her Majosty^s 38th Foot and a Wing of the 10th 
Native Infantry were immediately despatched from Dinaporc to the neighborhood of Darjeel- 
ing, and a Wing of Irregular Cavalry from Oude to Julpigooree. The presence of these Troops 
has restored confidence on the Frontier. ij;

In March last the Agent to the Governor General, North-East Frontier, reported the 

result of an interview between himself and the Diirpun 
Rajah, who was deputed from tlie Court of Bootan with 
despatches for the Agent. No mention w^as made in these 
despatches of the outrages we had complained of. The 
Bajah had merely been sent for the purpose of re- 
ceiving. tlie annual allowance we make to Bootan for certain Dooars, cimounting to

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-about Rupees 10^000, and, if possible, to obtain an increase of Rupees .2 or 3,000 to the*^ 
allowance. Nothing transpired regarding stoppage of the rents of Ambarree Pallacotta. 
There is reason, therefore, for suspecting that they have been never remitted to the Deb 
Rajah, but appropriated by tlie Soobah of Dalimkote; and our failing to obtain redress from 
the Bootan Governmoiit by withholding them, is thus easily explained. During the confer- 
ence the Agent spoke of tho outrages of the Bootanesc on our Territory, and the evasive 
replies of llie Deb Rajah to our demands for redress. The Durpun Rajah replied that no 
complaints from the Agent had reached the Deb Rajah. He observed that there were a 
great many Soobahs or Dooars. and n great many kinds of people in them who made rais- 
rhief in them, and that the Deb Rajah really did not know what went on in the Dooars. 
What goes on in the Dooars is concealed from the Deb Rajah.” There is every reason to 
believe that this is a correct representation of the condition of the administration of Bootan. 
It is probable that the revenue of Ambarree FallaeoUa is annually appropriated by tho 
Dalimkote Soobah, and that the Deb Rajah is thus unaware of its attachment. The letters 
that purported to be replies from the Deb Rajah to our demands for redress were doubt- 
less t he spurious productions of some of the Soobahs or Katmahs, ^through whom all our 
oommumcation to the Bootan Government are transmitted. 

Viewing the past history of our relations this country, the Government have (^ome 

to the conclusion that all attempts at placing our relations

CIVIL JUSTTCL. 


It was noticed in last yearns Report that in 18 dl thorn was an extraordinary pressure on 

the (hvil Courts, owin^ to an unpreecdeiited influx of suits 
fded ill anticipation of the operation of Act XIV. of J8ofl, 
wliieh amended the Law of Limitation and curtailed the 
l>oriod allowed for tlie institution of several classes of suits.

The ordinary oonrsc of litigation was also similarly affected during the year 1802, 
liy the promulgation of Act YU. of 180i (11. C.), Avhieh, repealing Scetiou 30 of llc-gu- 
latioii II. of 1819, enacts tliat all rc,>umi)tion suits should he transferred by Collectors for 
tlio adjudication of the Civil Courts. A very large number of intricate suits were, by this 
change, suddenly thrown upon the Ci\'il Courts, which had hardly recovered from the effects 
of the excessive litigation of the previous year; and this necessitated the employment of 
Additional Judicial Agency in certain Districts, in order to prevent the accumulation of 
.invars.

A Statement (A)) in the Appendix shows the numbeu’ of suits of every deseriptifm 

instituted in every ZillaJi separately ; and it is interesting 
- to note the peculiar classes of litigation wliieh appear to be 

prevalent in dillercnt parts of the country. Suits for real 
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property in eouveyaiicc by Sale or Gift were most numerous in Tirhoot, eases of the former des- 
eription liavin;^ also been instituted in large numbers in Cuttack and Purncah. Jessore exhibits 
the largest number of suits for real property on conveyance by Gift, Mortgage, or by Will. 
Aliout onc-half of the suits regarding dowries were instituted in Chittagong ; and nearly as great 
a preponderanee is shown in tliat District in the number of suits regarding eases of inheritance 
under tlie ^r.'ihomedan Law, the District being almost entirely peopled by Mahomedans. The 
greatest numl)('r of cases connected with the cpicstion of inheritance by Hindoo Law were in 
]^]ast Ihirdwan, Tipperah, and Dacca. Cases regarding adoption were almost entirely confined 
to Tipperah. In Purneali, Midnaporc, and Niuhlca the suits for the resumption of invalid 
Lalvheraj tenures were numerous ; and a large number of such eases liad also been transferred 
to the Civil (Courts under Act Vlf. of 1802 {B. (h) by the Collectors of the 2 1-P(;rgunnahs, 
Last Burdwan, llooglily, Moorshedabad, and Jessore. In Backcrgimgc were instituted tlu; 
great(‘r number of suits regarding dopendent tenures. Boundary suits were instituted prin- 
cipally in Chittagong, 2 1- Perguunahs, and Dacca. Questions I’cgardiiig religion, the right, 
of priests, &c., were most numerous in Bhaugniporc, Tijipcrali, iJhittagong, and Sylhet. 
Suits to recover money embezzled were found principally in Midnaporc. Suits regarding 
dealings in the stajjlc products of the country abounded most in Backergungo, wlicre then^ 
arc very large marts for tiie exportation of rice and other articles of country produce.

Tlie Table on the margin exhibits the total number of cases instituted before and decided 

in the several Small Cause Courts during the year. 
Detailed Returns (A 2 and X 3) of the cost of tliesi* 
Courts and of the net income derived from institution fees arc given in the Appendix. The 

total cost amounted to Rupees 2,81,928-0-7; and the 
total amount realized from Stamp fees, after deduct- 
ing refunds under Section XXVI. of Act X. of 1862, 
was Rupees 1,20,208-4 ; so that the additional 
expense entailed on Government during the year was 
Rupees 1,01,720-5-7. Against this sum, however, is 
to be set off an annual saving of Rupees 28,770, 
cficetcd ])y the abolition of certain JSubordinate 
Judicial Offices, which, it was tlioiiglit, could be 
dispensed with, in consefiucnce of the establishment 
of Small Cause Courts. The arrangement has, however, caused much inconvenience to 
suitors, and will of necessity have to be modified. None of the Courts Avero scir-su])p()rting, 
with the sole exception of the Suburban Court, the cost of which was Rupees 15,08 1, 
while its earnings amounted to Rupees 18,075.

The experience of the past one year and a half has dso brought to light several imperfec- 
tions in the constitution and internal arrmigcmcnts of 

Tmporfeotiona in tin' ronstitutioii .Tiid intonnil ..1 i* n i-ii 1 

ananjrenientH of the Courts, and sugi?fstions fur tllCSC Courts, thC rcmCcllCS lor WlllCh have bcCU a 

impruung them. subjcct of carcful consideration to Government 

during the year. The defects complained of were chiefly (1) the want of any effectual power 
of supervision on the part of the principal Courts, the Law leaving ii entirely optional with the 
Subordinate Court to admit or refuse applications for a re-trial or to resen e points of Law’ 
for the decision of the Higher Courts; (2) the evil of divided superyisiou, introduced by investing 
hJmall Cjiuscs Court Judges with powxrs of a Princi])al Sudder Amcen, Magistrate, or Deputy 
Collector, and (3) the injury to suitors arising from the investiture of the Judges at o\it-Stations 
with the powers of a Principal Sndder Amcen, and the consequent scattering of important 
and intricate suits among many Courts at none of which was it possible to find thoroughly 
c!Oinpctcnt Pleaders for such eases. On the" other hand the Judges also have been reported 
by the High Court to have worked, in their capacity of Principal Sudder Ameens, under 
very serious disadvantages, so much so that it has been stated that less w'ork was performed 
by two or three of them than is, and can be, ordinarily p«3rformed by one Principal Sudder 
Amcen located at the Sudder Station. 
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To xemedy this state of things several suggestions have been made by the Principal 
Judges of Jessore and Kishnagur, and by the High Court for changing the constitution of 
the Mofussil Small Cause Courts. The most important of these suggestions are : — 

1^/. — That the number of the Small Cause Court Judges should bo reduced, and the 
circles of the remaining Judges extended ; and that the Judges should go on circuit within 
their respective jurisdictions. 

%nd , — ^That the Ju^es should be placed more effectually under the control of the 
rrincij)al Judge where there is one, and that where there is no Principal Judge they should be 
similarly subordinated to the Zillah Judge. 

ord , — That applications for new trials should be heard, and new trials held by the * 
Principal Small Cause Court Judge or the Zillah Judge, as the case might be, sitting with the 
Subordinate Small Cause Court Judge. 

Ath , — ^That the duty of Small Cause Court Judges should be confined to the adjudica- 
tion of Small Cause cases only, and that they should be relieved of all other duties. 

These proj)Ositions were before Govcnimcnt at the close of the year ; but it appeared 
to the Lieutenant-Governor that what was wanted was rather a thorough consolidation of 
the Judicial Evstablishments in every District, under the immediate control of the Zillah 
Judge, than a mere modification of tlic existing Small Cause Court arrangements, and a 
scheme with this object was under consideration at the close of the year. 

During the year the (picstlon was raised as to how far the Clause of Act XXX Vlf. of 

1 8o5, exempting the Sonthal Pergunnahs from the operation 
' which might bo subsequently passed, was a 

valid restriction. It w'as decided that the restriction could not 
])Ossii)ly be binding, in the very nature of things, and as a necessary conscciuenec it fol- 
lowed that all general Laws of a later date must bo treated as in force in the Sonthal 
Pergunnahs. The Rules for the guidance of the Otlicers employed in those tracts consc- 
qiieiitly came to rccjuirc modification ; and at the close of the year a new set of Rules, 
in conformity with the altered view of the Law, was under consideration.

By a Notification, dated the 7tli January 1802, the Licuteiiant-Ciovernor autliorizcd the 

ap])lication of tlie Jury system, in accordance >vith the pro* 
visions of Section 322 of the ("riminal Procedure Code, to 
tlic Districts named in tlic margin, in the trial of all offences 
defined in Cliapters 8, 11, 10, and 17 of the Penal Code. 
A Notification, dated 27th May 1862, afterwards extended 
the application of the system to offences^ falling under Cliapter 18 of the Penal Code ; and 
again by a Notification, dated 13th October 1802, it was ordered that abetments of attempts 
to commit any of the offences defined in Chapters 8, 11, 16, 17, and 18 were also to be tried 
by J ury. 

Materials for forming a judgment on the question of the working of the Jury system 
in the Districts to which it has been extended were being collected at the close of the year. 
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T1)g total number of oftcnders apprclicnded and brought to trial during the year, in the 

lixtra Regulation Provinces^ was 9,918, to 11,897 in the pre- 
tionTjv!\dncM^^^ Ceding year ; and of these, 6,272 were convicted and pun- 

ished, and 8,646 accpiittcd or discharged without being 
put on their trial. The number of persona tried for murder and culpable homicide was 219, 
for dacoity 252, for robbery seventy- seven, for theft 1,137, for rape twenty-seven, for oflenccs 
against the State one, and for offcncea against public tranquillity 183; the rest of the trials 
being for other miscellaneous oflenccs, for the most part* of a trivial character. 

A review of the scuiteneea passed on the persons who were punished sliows that twelve 
})crsons were sentenced to capital punishment, twenty-one to transportation, 618 to impri- 
sonment for terms varying from above six months to not exceeding sixteen years, 1 ,652 to 
imprisonment for terms not exceeding six months; while 8, 97‘t w'cre flogged, fined, or dis- 
charged on security. 


A Statement (11 2.) in tlic Appendix exhibits those results in detail. 




The most important of the oflenccs against jmldic tranquillity Avas a disturbance 

committed in the District of Nowgong, by a party of men 
intoxicated witli drugs, who cut down one person, burnt a 
mimhi'r of houses, and earri('d olT a Dome girl by force. The OiTend(*rs were followed nj) ])y 
tlie Deputy Commissioner in ])erson, and a j)arty of Sepoys, to a liousc in the out- 
skirts of the Town of Now'gong ; hut, having resolved to di(j rather than surrender, they 
ibiight so obstinately that tliroo of tlnun were killed. The iiflair had no i)olitieal significanci?, 
and was very generally <‘oiidenined by the p(‘Ople. Some of the persons eoncerned in aiding 
and abetting in the outrage w^'re tried, convicted, and iiunished. 


POLICE. 

Thk introduction of a new system of Police in Bengal was noticed in last year's Report.

It was at first intended to commence ojicrations primarily in the J^atna, Bliaugulporc, 
.Burdwan, and Rajshahyc Divisions; hut instructions wxre subsequently issiuid to begin witli 
the Patna and Bhaugulpore Divisions only in Bengal, and the Province of Assam. Purther 
instructions were afterwards issued to extend the measure to the Cliofa Nagpore Division, and 
to the Districts of Burdwan, Bancoorali, and Beerbhoom, in the Burdwan Division. 

Ilie operations in the Patna, Bhaugulpore, Chota Nagpore, and Burdwan Police Circles 
iiavii been conducted under the immediate superintendence of Air. Carnac, the luspector- 
(.ieneral of Police. But the operations in the Province of Assam Avere conducted under the 
superintendence of Alajor Raban, the Deputy Inspector-General of that Circle, who has been 
vested with the powers of Insiicctor-Gcncral. n 
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In the Patna, Bliaugnlpore, and Chota Nagporc Circles, and the Districts of Burtlwan, 
Bancoorah, and Bccrblioom, each District has been divided into Divisions, Sub-Divisions, 
Out- Posts, and Beats. A Division consists of one or more Thannahs, according to circum- 
stances and local requirements ; a Sub-Division corresponds generally with the old Thannahs 
when not of very great extent or importance ; a Section is an out-Post of a Sub-Division, and 
corresponds with the old .Pharces ; and a Beat is such a portion of a Town, high road, or 
important thorough-fare as has been allotted, where practicable, for the daily walk or super- 
vision of a Constable.

Tlic actual annual cost of 
the arrangements for the three 
entire Circles, and the thrive 
Districts of the fourth, is esti- 
tiinated at Rupees 18,88,70 1, 
in the jrroportion noted on 
the margin. 

The progress made in enlist- 
ment has been very satisfac- 
tory in all the Districts of the 
Pal ua Circle, with the excep- 
tion of Bchar and Sarun, num- 
bers of young men having 
eorne forward for service. But 
this has not been the case 


in the Districts of the Burdwan and Bhaugulpore Circles ; and, though nearly the full 
authorized strength has been completed in them, the greater portion of the Force cutertainal 
is composed of up-country men, the Bengalees having evinced a dislike for anything 
at all resembling Military organization. There is no doubt, however, that this feeling will wear 
off, and the up-countrj^ men will then be replaced by Natives of Bengal. Of the Bengal 
^itilitary Police Battalions the 2nd and 4th were broken up and distributed among the ^ 
Districts of the Patna and Bhaugulpore Circles ; the Dtli in those of the Chota Nagporc 
Circle; and the 8rd in the Districts of Burdwan, Bancoorah, and Beerbhoom, Of the old 
^ Police about 35 per cent, volunteered and joined the New Police ; but tlic regular drill 



and strict discipline under the new system did not suit thcln^ and at the close of the 
year in several Districts not more tin .a 10 per cent, remained in the Force. 

The distinctive feature of the new system consists in this that the detailed management 
of the Police is vested, in every Distrie’t where it has been introduced, in the District buper- 
intendent of Police, and not as lieretofote in the Magistrate, who has no authority now to 
interfere in the internal organization and discipline of the Police, tliongh he is still respon- 
sible for the general Police administration of his District. The Districjb»8u|>erintendcnts are 
of three grades, on salaries of llupccs 700, 000, and 500, respectively. Under these Officers 
there are three grades of Assistant District Superintendents, on salaries of Rupees 400, 300, 
and 200, respectively; four grades of Inspec'tors, on salaries of Rupees 150, 100, 75, and 50, 
respectively; four grades of Sub-1 iispcctors, on salaries of Rupees 40, 30, 20, and 10, 
respectively; four grades of II(jad Constables, on salaries of Rupees 11, 12, 10, and 9, 
respectively; two grades of Constables, on salaries of Rupees 7 and G respectively; and 
Probationers on an allowance of 2 annas a day as subsistence allowance. 

A set of Rules has been framed by Government, which defines the power of the Police 
Officers in tlicir scv(!ral grades, explains the manner in whieli communication is td be carried 
on between the Magistrate and Police, and recapitulates all necessary instructions in 
regard to grades, accounts, and general duties, &c. 

For the proper training of the Police Officers and men Schools have been established in 
each District that has come under the operation of the new system, in which men of all 
ranks arc taught to read, write, and learn their duty as Police Officers; and these are gene- 
rally presided over by intelligent Inspectors or Sub-Injectors, and arc said to be resorted 
to with eag(’riicss by the Recruits. 

44ie entire charge of the Patna and Bhaugulporc Divisions was taken by the new Police 
on tne 1st of July 1SG2; and of the Chota Nagporc Division and the Districts of Burdwan, 
Ihiiieoorah, and Bcerbhooin, in the Burdwan Division, from the 1st of October. 

In the Assam Circle operations were eomrncnccd first in the Cossyali Hills, where owing 
r.i to the rebellion — then onlv partially checked — a re-organi-

uew I’ulico ill As&aiii. zatiou of tlic PoHcc sccmcd most urgently called for. No 

difficulty was experienced here in obtaining good lleeruits; for though the old Police evinced 
a dislike to continue service under the stricter discipline prescribed by the now schcnio, the 
Cossy ah population were found eager to enlist; ajid signal services were rendered by the 
l^olicc thus raised in the final suppression of tlic disturbances. Several Cossyah gentlemen of 
good family have been admitted into the higher grades. 

The organization of the new Police has' also been steadily proceeded with in all the 
Districts of Assam Proper, with the exception of Sibsagur, to wliich no District Superin- 
tendent has yet been appointed. In Gowalparah there was no ^lilitary body or local force to 
form a nucleus for the new Police, but Recruits were easily obtainable, and the lower grades 
are reported to have been nearly filled. The same facilities did not exist in ICamroop, 

4 
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but two-tliirds of the sanctioned strength was completed by the absorption of the old Police. 
In Nowgong the operations proceeded at a somewhat slower rate, owin^ to the fact of three 
successive District Superintendents being compelled by fever to quit their post. Operations 
having been thus frequently interrupted, and the men composing the old Nowgong Militia 
being found utterly worn-out and useless, the Force enlisted in that District up to the close 
of flic year stood at less than two-thirds of the sanctioned strength. In Luckimporc nearly 
four-fifths of the authorizoi strength has been already enlisted ; but the progress in Durrung 
lias been slower, as {lecruits arc there obtained with difficulty.

Among the difficulties experienced in Assam in eulisUng Recruits, Major Rabaii states 
tliat the higher classes of the people havb a very strong objection to undergo the course of 
instruction in drill required under the new system, and that the lower classes arc lamentably 
ignorant, and at the same time sufficiently well off in life to be heedless of the iiiducenieiits 
held out in the grades of service open to them. 


In Oowalparrah and the Cossyah Hills full charge was assumed by the new Police from 
the Ist of October last ; in Durrung from the 1st of November ; in Kamroop and Luckimporc 
from the 1st of December, and in Nowgong from the 1st January 18G3. Charge has not yi t 
been taken of the Seebsagur District. 


In the Bhaugulporc and Patna Circles alone has it .been possible yet to obtain any

worked not inefficiently, in 
spite of numerous and grave 
obstacles. The diminution in 


the nimiber of offences against the person may be taken to indicate that as a repressive 
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agency the new Force can bear comparison with the old, while the increased percentage of 

stolen property recovered tends 
to show that as detectives they 
are already even more efficient 
that the Poli^je they replace. 
There are of course serious 
difficulties connected with re- 
organization of the Police in a 
Province so extensive as that of Pcngal, which nothing but time and patiftco can overcome. 
Great results must not be expected before the Police has really had time to learn its work.

On the whole, however, the results are far from discouraging, and it is hoped that next 
year will conclusively show that the change has been one for good.

It was mentioned in last year’s Report that tlie Government of India had permitted the 
The Military Police. ' retention of the Military Police in Bengal only as a torn- 

pofary arrangement, till the Civil Police was completely 
organized. Tliis Military Police consisted of one Cavalry Corps, ten Infantry Battalions, 
and seven Local Levies. Of these tlie first, or Behar Irregular Cavalry, was disbanded in 
October 1 SC2, and the men absorbed in tlie Civil Police of the Patna, Bhaugnlporc, Chota 
Nagporc, and Burdwan Circles. Out of the ten Battalions it has been found necessary to 
keep up for the present the 1st (known as Rattray’s Seikhs), and that Corps is now jpmploycd 
on the North-East Frontier; tlic 2n(l, 3rd, 4th, 6th, 9th, and 10th have already been broken 
up, and incorporated with the new Police in different Districts ; the 7th 'was disbanded in 
1S61 ; and the 5tli and 8th arc now undergoing the same process, those of the Officers and 
men, ^vho are fit and willing, being drafted into the new Police. Of the Levies three, v!z., 
tin; Kamroop, the Kookie, and the Scebsagur Levies are in course of disbandment, and incor- 
poration with the Assam Police ; the Khoond Mai Sebundics arc likewise under orders for 
disbandment and absorption in the Cuttack Police ; while the Sumbulpore Sebundics have 
been transferred to the Central Provinces, and tlio Daijfljjtig Sappers and Miners to the 
I’ublic Works Department ; but no final orders have yet been given in regard to the Bhaugul- 
pore Hill Rangers, the course to be taken in respect of them being still under the considera- 
tion of Ilis Excellency the Governor Gc^ieral. 


Besides the ordinary duties of ICscort, Treasure, Jail, and ^icr miscellaneous guards 
performed by all the Military Police Corps, the 1st Battaliou dia active scnicc during the 
year with the Jynteah Field Force, and is still employed on the North-East Frontier; the 
btli was employed in protecting the Chittagong FroiUier, against the inroads of the wild Hill 
Tribes in tliat neighbourhood ; the 8th supplied Detachments for Field service against the 
K hoonds ; and the 9th formed part of the Force which proceeded to Sumbulpore, under 
Major Rattray, for the capture of Soorunder Sahie and other Rebel leaders, who eventually 
surrendered themselves. A portion of the Kookie Levy also performed good Service as 
Guards on the Cossyah Frontier, and in acting as a chock on the Looshaics.

But various considerations, Wicfly arising from changes in the Law and the constitution 
of the Police, have led to the conclusion that the Dacoity Department, as at present consti- 
tuted, ought not any longer to be retained. Although at the outset it did undoubtedly check 
Dacoity in several Districts, yet its operations of late years do n 't show' that it has retained 
its repressive force. Its constitution was at best somewhat anomalous, involving an exercise 
• of Judicial and Police fictions by a Magisterial Officer having exceptional powders under 
little control or supcrvi™n ; and the introduction of tlie new Police seems to otter a fitting 
opportunity for attempting to bring the detection and prevention of crime of all kinds w'ithiii 
the scope of the duties of a real Police Department, leaving the Judicial enquiry in this, as in all 
other crimes, to the ordinary Tribunals. It is therefore in contemplation to abolish the office 
of Dacoity Commissioner for Bengal as a separate and independent Department, care being 
at thciiss^amc time taken to utilize the special knowledge of Dacoity possessed by the Officers 
hitherto employed in the Dacoity Department by transferring them to the Police, where they 
arc to form the nucleus of a detective "Force, 
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I Bengal, 


The original suwess of the Dacoity Commission in Bernal led to the establishment of a 
I Mroity in Abolition of rimilar Commission in Behar towards the close of the year 

iiimfeMiji. 18G0, but the general effect of its working has not realized 

No. of Dacoitics. the expectations which were formed at the outset. The figures 
isfio . 27 on the margin show the number of Dacoities committed in 

1802 21 ) Bchiir Districts from 185!) to 1802. Tlie Large number in 

1850 was mainly ascribed to the still unsettled state of the Districts conscipicnt on the con- 
vulsions of 1857-58. In the following year the number w^as only twenty- seven, while since 
then there has been an increase of one Dacoity per annum on the number in each preceding 
year. These results do not show that any great advantage has been derived from the Com- 
mission in dealing w^ith the crime j in fact it w'as shewn that during the past year, an expensive 
special cstalilishmcnt w’as employed in the sole duty of empiiring into nine eases of Dacoity, 
ill only two of which convictions have bei‘n obtained, and in one ot these only one person was 
convicted, and he was captured by the villagers at the time ot the Dacoity. As the new' 
Police lias been already introduced in all the Districts of the Patna Division, there exsists 
apparently no further necessity f<)» keeping up in them an expensive sjieeiiil establisli- 
niciit for the purpose of repressing the crime of Dacoity. The ottiec of Dacoity Commis- 
sioner ill Beliar has therefore been abolislicd. 


The office of Boundary Commissioner was ereati^l in I85d, for the pnrjiose of adjusting 

and defining tlu' boundaries of the various ('ivil and Criminal 
Uo-aiijnstinoiit of Tliaimuii and Sub- lurisdictions ill the Lowcr Proviuccs, in eonneetion with the

operations of tlic Rcjvenue Survey. The general jiriueijdes 
upon which this re-adjustmciit was lieiiig carried out were noticed in detail in the Report for 
18(i0-(il, in revic^wing the progress made up to that time in the Nuddea Division ; and it was 
then stated that the whole of the Nuddea Division, including tlie Districts of Nuddea, 
Jessore, and the 2 l-Pirgunnalis, had been sub-divided into tw(‘.nty-one Magisterial jurisdic- 
tions, inclusive of the Cantonment Joint Magistracies of Barrackpore and Diim-Uum, and 
the Suh-Divisioii at Sealdah, in tlic Suburbs of (hileutta. These separate jurisdictions liave 
now been in full working order for two years. By a recent rc-arrang(‘ment the boundaries 
of some of the Sub-Divisions liavo been revised, and one of the Sub-Divisions, namely that 
at Kotceliandporc, has been abolished, while another has been created at Bagirliaut. In the 
Distrierts of Nuddea and Jessore further facilities to suitors have been afforded by the 
establishment of Sub-Divisional Small Cause Courts, and by making tin', jnrisdletioiis * 
of MooiisifCs eouiiterminous with the Snb-Divisions. Lastly, tlic boundaries of tJic Thannahs 
have been re-adjustcd throughout the entire Division, to suit the necessities of the Sub- Divi- 
sional scheme ; and a Notilieation has been jmblislicd in the QahnUa Gazette giving fall 
information in regard to the boundaries which have been finally adopted both for Sub- 
Divisions and Thannahs. 


In respect to the other Divisions nothing definite has l)oen doiu' beyond the adoption of 
preliminary measures for carrying out tlie seliemo.* The o])eralions in the Patna Uivisioii arc 
nearly completed, instructions having been issued to sub-divide the entire Division into ninetcmi

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Magisterial jurisdictions. The boundaries of these Sub-Divisions have been determined, and 
the site s for their flcad-Quartcrs decided It only remains to ereerbuildings in the new 

Sub-Divisions, and to appoint Olliccrs. The boundaries of the Bhaugulpore Division have 
also been adjusted.

3'hc appointment of Honorary Magistrates in Calcutta was noticed in the Report for 

18iU)-0l. '.riie Honorary Magistrates sat regularly for tlic 
ifonoi.iiN Miu.i'.tiiitis. decision of Conservancy cases throughout the year. They 

also afforded much assistance in tluj administration of justice by taking the places of the 
Stipendiary Magistrates, when these latter were [U'cvcnfcd by sickness from attending their 
(Courts ; and on one occasiori, during the absence of a late Stipendiary Alagistrate, liis duties 
were most satisfactorily perlormed by the Honorary Magistrates for nearly two months.

Tliese Rul(*s had iio rctrosj^cetive tendency, and it was laid down that lands for the 
purchase of wliicli application had been made under the Resolution of 17th October 1801, 
should, if tlic application had 1)0011 duly registered, he dealt with iu accordanee with tlie 
terms of tlie said Resolution so far as the Law allows. And on this liberal prineiple several 
apjilications for grants in Darjeeling, which Jiad been somewh.'it irregularly admitted by the 
Local Oniecrs, wi'ro ii(*verth(d('ss lield to ho homt Jhh arrarigeniciits concluded before tlie 
pulilicatioTi of the D(’s[)atch of the Secr(*lary of State, and Jis sucli exempted from its oper- 
ation, and the sale, of such lauds was aIlow(*d to proceed under the terms of tlie Resolution of 
irth October jirovided all the formalities enjoined by tliat Resolution w(Te duly 

observed.

Tlie result of the sales iu Darjeeling was most satisfactory, tlu^ total area sold being 
^51,915 acres, and the price obtained Rupees r),0r),807-12-2. The highest price paid was 
Kupecs .‘ill ])er acre ; the average price Rujiees*!/. Jn Kaiiiroop the total area sold was 
10,5()f> acres, and the price obtained Uupees 27,n2o- j-7. 

Jiesidcs the sales noticed aliove eight lots were sold iu Darjeeling under tin* old Rules, 
at Rupees 10 an acre, for Rupees 00,1*)^^ i ‘i^id thirteen locations, witli om* farming Je{ts(», w(’n‘ 
sold for Rupees M, 100 under the local Rules in force. Two grants wen* also redemned at 
Rupees 2-8 an acre, under excejitional circumstances, for Rupees 9,000. 

The circumstances under which a suit was ji^stitutc'd by -AFr. Kundl(‘, for enforcing what 

lie considered a contract entered into by Governnumt to 
'IV caso of Mt‘ssrs. Runcll.‘ and Dean*. certain Waste Lands ill Darjeeling at Ru|)ei\s 2-8 p(‘r 

acre, may be briefly noticed in thisjilaee. On tlie 2>lst l)o- 
eember 1801 Mr. Dearc made an application to the Sujierintendeiit of Darjeeling ibr 1,000 acres 
of land, under tlie Resolution of the 17th October- ISOl. On the 3rd January following he 
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tcndcml and deposited in the Treasu^ Rupees 2,500, which he stated were for the 1,000 acres of 
land he Jiad appli(;d for; and ho took this occasion to request that the Title Deeds of SOO^eres 
be made in favor of Mr. Randle. The payment of the money was unsolicited, and the Super- 
intendent of Darjeeliiij' received it on account, and not in full payment for the land applied for, 
{^rantin^ a receipt worded accordingly. At this time the Superintendent of Darjeeling had 
no authority to assign Waste Lands to any person on any terms other than those contained in 
tlic KuJes of 1859; and no guarantee whatever W'as given that Messrs. Dcarc and ttundlc 
were to obtain the land at Rupees 2-8 per acre, the only communication made by the Super- 
intendent being the receipt granted for the money paid on account. From his rc])ly to otlier 
applicants, it was clear that tlie Superintendent knew well that he had no pow'cr to make 
grants under the Resolution of October 1801. Messrs. Rundle and Dearc, at tlicir own risk, then 
took possession of the land, and without any authority commenced operations thereon. As 
by this proceeding they had exposed thcmselv(\s to loss, the (jovernrnent, to obviate all appear- 
ance of dealing liardly with men who liad apparently a mistaken notion of the extent and scope 
of the Resolution of the (lovernmcnt of India of October 1801, oflercd to allow them to purchase 
the lands at the rate of Rupees 10 per acre, the minimum price at which Darjeeling lands eoulil 
l)e sold at the time when their applications Averc made ; but this offer was rejected by them, and 
thereupon the land was advertized for sale and sold for Rui)ees 20 per acre. A suit Avas noAv 
brought against (jIov('rnment by Mr. Rundle, for tlie specific performance of a certain agree- 
ment for the sale of Waste Lands, for the exeentiou of grant thor(‘of, and for an iiijunetion.” 
This lias been thrown out in tlie High Court, tliough probably it Avill be re-instituted in 
another form.

To nmiedy the inconvenieiiee, measures were adopted for jdaeing those Districts 
within tli»^ C’aleutta Circle of the new Taper Currenev. It was de< ided in the first instance 
to select (lowhatty as tlie only ])lace of issue, and to autliori.se Notes Ixiing easlicd at all the 
local TrcasTiries. These Treas\iries were further authorised to ilraw Bills on Calcutta at 
par, and to draw upon each otlier at i per eemt. premium, or in (certain cases without premium ; 
and Bills on those Treasuries will be drawn in Calcutta without liii it for the present at a 
premium of { ])er cent. 


Arraugements were at the same time made with the Bank of Bengal for keeping these 
Treasuries sup})lied with a sufficiency of specie both in silver and copper coins. 

i ntnxiuct ion of the Monoy Order systoia From tlic Ist November 1802 a new Money 

m UonK«i. Order system has been introduced througliout Bengal, 

for the purpose of affording to the public tlic means of safely aud economically 
transmitting small sums of money from one Station to another. The system is 
founded upon, and in many respects exactly similar to, that known in Great Britain 
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as the Post Office order system ; but it lias been found preferable in this country to carry 
it out through the Agency of the J'^istrict Treasuries instead of that of the Post Office. 
The details for working the scheme and the rules for the guidance of the Officers entrusted 
with it were prepared by the Civil Pay-Master, and modified by the Oovemment of India in 
the Financial department ; and the general direction of the Agency employed has also 
been entrusted to the Civil Pay-Blaster in subordination to this Govcriiincnt.

The Statement in tho Annual Education lleport, sub- 
se(iuen 11 y iiublished, sliowed tliat the iiiimlx'r of Schools under inspection amounted to 965, 
and that, they whtc attended liy 57,200 Seliolars.

Bnjfcssor. 'J’hc ra|)i(I growth of the (.’ollcgiato School is a satisliiclory proof tliat ()a' inliahi- 
rants of Patna are not backward to avail themselves of improved means of ediicatKai. At 
the commencement of the year the number of Students on ihe Jlolls was b’Jo. At llic 
expiration of twelve iiiontlis it had reached 307. A subscription list has been opened t(» 
provide funds for the erection of a suitable College? building, and Rupees 21,000 \va '. 
subscribed before tho close of the year. It is ex])ccLed that upwards of Kii])ees .■>(), (I0() will 
ev(*ntually be realized. *

public money under the grant-in-aid Rules was illO, and 
’ tlie amount distributed was Rupees 8,0 U per incnsom. At 

the same date in the present year the number of aided Schools had ris(?n to 430, and the 
aggn'gato amount of the grants to Rij])ees ll,4St ]u‘r mensem. This statement shows an 
increase within tlic year <»f 1 17 Schools, at an additional charge u[H>n tlie public Rev(‘mu‘s of 
Hn])e(‘s 3t,120 ])er annum. It is worthy of iu»te that sixl(‘cn of tlie.s(' Scliools are for Native 
females. 


Tlie grants given to additional Schools during tin* year amounted to Rupees 2,051-12, 
vy.'r., to fifty-tN\(» lOnglisli aTid A’ernacnlar Sidiools Rupees 1,818-12; to sixty-two Vernacular 
Schools Ku|)C(*s 702-S ; and to sixteim (lirls* Sch(>ols ]bipc(‘S J17()-S. Tlu' total amount of 
augmentation to ])revioiiM grants was Rii])ecs 2 I I -0-7, ?•/*;., to six AiigIo-\'ernaciilar Scliools 
Rupees 85-S ; to four \’eniaciilar Schools Hupees 5t5-l-7; and to one (ii>*ls’ School 
Ruj)e(‘s ItK). The amount of the monthly grants sanctioned within the year was, therefon*, 
Jlupecs '‘J] 03-5-7. Tlie total of grants cancelled amounted to Rupees 313-8, of two 
Anglo- Vernacular Schools Ru])t‘es 205, and of eleven \"ernacular Schools Rupees 138-S. 
3’he grants of two V(*riiacular Schools were filso r(‘duccd to t lie extent of Itupoes 0-8. 3'lK^ 

amount of reductions in the monthly grants dui*ing the year was, tluTefore, Rn])(*es 3)5(h 
Hence tlie ii(*t adilitional expenditure sanctioned during tlie year on account of grants-iii- 
aid was Rupees 2,843-5-7 per mensem, or Rupees 31-, 120-3 per annum. 


In addition to the sums assigned as monthly grants, hventy-two Schools have rect‘ivi‘d 
casual grants, lor special pur|)oses, amounting in tlic aggregate to Rupees 3,817-8, ? 7 C'., six- 
teen Aiiglo-V(*riiaeular Schools Rupees ‘ 3,2 1 2-S, iivo A ernacuiar Schools Rujices 525., 
and OIK* (Jirls^ Seluu*! Rupc(*s 50. Seven Schools Miuvc also riM*eived grants of hooks 
and maps from the Stock of the late (ioveriiment Bi»ok Agency, now in charge' of tlu'. 
School Rook Soci(‘ly, to tlie extent (>f Rupees 355, yv^., live Anglo-A’eniaculai* Schools 
Rupees 230, and two Vernacular Schools Rupees 1 25. 


Normal Schools have bc(*n established during the year at Bnrdwan, KisJinagl nr, and 

Jessore for the purpose of training Masters for eleiiKmtary 

Nrw hi-lu'inr of Y<Tmu'ul.ir KthiCtttion. ,ii i o \r 

v illagi* Schools, under the scheme ol \ iTiiacuIar education 
originally devised by Sir J. R. Grant. Tin’s scheme has rtccived several important modilica- 
tions, as fresh light has bei*ii gained from the Avorking of the expcriiiK'nta) measures adopted 
for bringing it into op(*ratiori. Its gcii(*ral object Avas the improveiiieut ol‘ the indigenous 
Schools of the country by the offer of monoy rewards to the Cuoroos. 
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The plan no^^ipnrsued may be briefly described as follows : — 

The villaprcs, where Patshalas are already in existence, are invited to send for a yearns 
training in a Normal School, eitlier tlioir present (looroo, or some other person whom they will 
undertake to receive as their future School Master. Their nominee, if accepted by the 
Inspector, is sent to a Normal School, with a stipend of Rupees five per mensem, and a written 
agreement is entered into on the one hand with the heads of the village that they will receive 
him back as their (joorot», when ho has completed his course of training and received a Certificate 
t)f qualification ; and on the other liaiid with the nominee himself, that he will return to the 
village which selected him, and tliere enter upon and discharge the duty of village School 
-Master to the best of his ability, on condition of being secured a monthly income r)rnot dess 
than Rupees 5 in the shape of stipend or reward, so long as ho continues to dosor\'c it. Each 
of the three training Schools at present established, ropeives seventy-five stipendiary Students. 
Th(»y have h(‘eri opened but a few months^ but fio diflicultyjias been experienced in filling them. 
lOach had its full complement at the i*nd of the year. The supervision of the entire scheme has 
l)e(‘n eutrustc'd to Ihiboo lilioodob Mookerjee, as an Additional Inspector, with three Deputy 
Inspectors as his subordinates. 

At the (‘11(1 of the yi'ar sanction was obtained for the Establishment of a Normal School at 

Dacca, for ti’aining a small number of Native women as 
School Mistresses. It is exp( 3 ctod that these women will 
n'adily find employment, not only as Mistresses in public Girls’ 
Schools, but also as private t eachers in the Z(‘uana.s of Native gentlemen. 

The Wards^ Institution in CalcMitta was establislmd in for tlio purpose of affording 

to all those minors under tlio control of the (/ourt of Wards,

whos(3 iru‘tins were sufhcicnt to ])ay for bettcT mstructiou 
than (‘an bi* jiroeuivd at tbeir own bouses, a liberal cdueation at the Presidtiiicy, removing 
tlic'in by tins means from the pernicious inlluence of family dependants. The eutin* 
nianagemeut of the Tnstitution was jilaced under a Native Director, subject to the control of the 
Ihwd of R('vcuue. I’he Rules of the Institution, and the expediency of retaining it at the 
PT esid(;ncy, came under review during the war, in connection with the case of a Ward in lieer- 
bliooiu, whoso relatives objected to his removal to Cal(*utta. It appeared to 1 1 is Honor that 
tlK‘ Rul(.\s contained no adc(juate ])rovisions for the supervision and pt'riodical inspection of the 
Institution. lie therefore appointed a Committee of Honorary V’^isitors, consisting of a member 
of the Hoard of Revenue and its Secretary, the Director of Public Instruction, and six Nativ(i 
gentlemen, two of them residents of the interior, with instructions that the resident Members 
should bo rc(|nestc(l to visit tho Institution n^gularly in rotation. It was also proposed, in 
cons(y|uenco of the objection of the Native Zemindars to sending tlnar children to Calcutta, 
to removes tho Institution to a Station in tlic interior; but owing to tlio difficulty of finding 
sufficient accommodation at any of those Stations where a College eduftation is procurable, no 
final decision on the point has as yet been arrived at, and the subject is still under 
consideration. 
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SECTION VI--PUBLIC WORKS # 


GENERAL. 

TifB total amount of Imperial Funds placed at disposal of this Govemment for public 
works durini^ tlic year ^vus 53^ lacs; the amount of Local Funds administered by this 
Lcpartiiient was 20 lacs, in addition to which the first and second instalments of the uiu^ 
per cent. Fund umounU‘d to Rupees 22 lacs, making a grand total of 05 i lacs of Rupees. 

The increasing amount of the Local Funds renders it expedient that the expenditure 
therefrom should be bn^iight under proper supervision, and accordingly a proposal has been 
submitted to the (jovornuient of India by which the whole exj^enditure, both Im])oriaI ami 
Local, would bo placed under one sy^kan and su!j)ervised by one Engineer Establishment. Hie 
chief feature of this scheme is the a])poiiitineut of a Superintending Engineer to each 
Revenue Division, who, in concert with the Commission(‘r, would have the chief supervision of 
all public works in the Division. TJie orders of the Gove nnimont of India have not yet beeii 
receivi'd on this proposal. 

The neet'ssity for a system of contracts for works and repairs, as tlio only means w hereby 
tlie incr(*asing demands for jinblic works can bo met, has been k(*j>t steadily in vii'w. In 
(Calcutta only, has tlio system of large Divisional Contraets been found to work ; but onh'rs 
Iiav(* b('0Ti given that as a general rule, jietty contracts should bo adojitcd in all easels, (\xc(*pt 
where the SujH'rintending Engineer may give a sja'cial exemption ; endeavors have bc'eri 
made to reduce tliese petty contracts to a system, and in time, (/Oiitractors wdiocau bo dcpcndeil 
on for larger works, will no doubt be fortlicoming ; a considerable reduction will, unrior tin’s 
system, bo cflected in the number of disbursing Oilicers and in llic numlx'r of lowca* 
tSubordinates. Th(» number of disbursing Agents has been reduced from 275 on tli(» 1st May 
1802 to 102 on the 30th April 1803. 

I'he want of an Establishment of ti'ained European Subordinates has been much felt. 
The number of admissions into the lTpp(*r Siiliordiiiato Establisliirumt during tlio year has 
been twenty-seven, and tlio number of removals has been twenty-iiim ; out of a total of one 
hundred and forty. 

A contract having been enkTcd into by the Ooveenment of India with the East India 
Irrigation and Canal Company, having for its object the construction of works for the control 
of flood \vat(*rs for irrigation, ami for navigation, in the Province of Orissa and adjoining 
(listnets, preliminary arrangements liavo been made for coaimencing these works. ‘This 
Government is not yet in possession of the scluane finally proposed ; but a preliminary approval 
has been accorded to a high level line of navigation from the Ilooglily to Midnapore, and from 
the Roopnarain River to Ralasore. In coiineetioii with this scheme the Oolabaria Canal has 
been made over to the Company on re-payment of its cost, about Rupees sixty. thousand. The 
Hanka Canal and the Spiu* works at‘ Naraj near Cuttack, have also been made over in 
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connection with other works to be carried out by this Company. This Company has also 
applied for a similar contract in respect to the Behar irrigation works, but in regard to this 
the orders of the (iovemment of India have not yet been received. 

Preliminary arrangements have been made for a contract witli tho Light Railway Com- 
pany, the object of which is to hand over to them the recently formed Jeagunge and Nulhatty 
Road, 27^ miles in length, with a view to a light railway being laid down thereon by tho 1st 
fJanuary ISd t ; the road is nearly complete, and the final settlement of tho contract merely 
awaits the approval of the Government of India. Tho Railway Company have in tho mcanwhilo 
commenced their permanent way. 

Tho abolition of the Iron Bridge Yard has been finally carried out during the past year, tho 
Stock and Afachincry of tlio Establishirient were made over to tho Ordnance and other 
(lovcminent Departments, and the premises to tho Electric Telegraph Department. 

The aiTangeracnt made for tho annual supply of 65,000 maimds of Lime by Messrs. 
I nglis and ('ompany as part payment for the ('heylah Quarries ceased on tlio 80th April.* 
Xi\gotiatioiis have beem opened with tlie Superintendent of Port Blair for the supply of 200 
tuns of coral lime per inensom at a rate of Rupees 70 per 100 iiiaunds ; this lime has been 
tested and found to be a rich lime of superior quality. 

11ie Photograpliic Esrablishment employed for four years in connection witli tho Chief 
Ihiginc(»r’s OlSce, has been dispensed witli, the results obtained not being considered to be 
coinniensiirat(‘ with the exjionse. Tlie results shewed that from tho eommencement in 1859, 
tfie total expenditure to date had been Rupees 11,615 and that tlio number of negatives 
laken bad been 816, and the number of prints 1,157. 

WORKS CARRIED OUT DURING THE YEAR. 

It will suflico to mention here, only a few of the principal works which have been in 
progress during the year. 

AIILITARY^ 

Army. — Tlio abolition of the Cantonment at Dehree having been decid(*d upon, the Banvicks 
and other linildiiigs en-eeted, luive been dismantled, and the land has been mad(.» over to 
Revenue Authorities. Tho Cantonment at Raneegungo has also been abolished and tho 
buildings, with cxce])tioii of a few required by the Civil Autliorities, aro being dismantl('d. 
At Dacca it was decided that the site known as Eoley^s Alii Is was tho most eligible for a 
Cantonment, and accordj^ly tliat projicrty has been purcliasod for one lac of Kiipces, 
the measures to bo taken to provide accommodation for Troops are still under cfin- 
sideration. The intention to build Barracks at Debrooghiir for European Troops has been 
abandoned. A Committee having been appointed to report on the Station of Dum-Dum, it 


* On that date there siill remained in the Government Store at Chuttuck, 81,5&o maunds. 
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was determined to remove most of the semi-permanent buildings erected in 1857-50, and 
make certain other improvements which it is expected will have the effect of rendering this 
Station as liealthy as in former years. Accordingly the semi-permanent buildings have been 
removed, tlu* inurricMl men’s Ihirrack has been dismantled and re-built on another site, the 
ventilation of the pcjnnancnt Harracks has been improved, and a better system of conservancy 
providt'd for. 1'lie ("antonment has been enlarged by taking in a piece of swampy land which 
is to he raised and formed into Soldier’s gardens, and a system of drainage for the whole Can- 
tonment has been carried out. These works arc nearly completed. 


Ill other Stations such minor works and improvements have boon earned out as were 
lu'ccssary to inet't the refpiirements of the "I'roops. These (‘inbrace tin? lighting of Fort William 
by (ras, and the erection of Stables and (lun-sheds for an additirmiil Battery at i^arrackpore. 

The small sanatarium on Parisnath providing accommodation for thirty-two men, and 
the Bungalow for Officers, with subordinate buildings, is nearly completed and will be fit for 
occujiation after the rains.

— Tlu* large Collector’s (^ourt house at M oziifl[er|)oro is nearly com pi (ded, and a 
similar buiUliiig at (^hu])rali is about lialf finished, a new Record room on the staiuJard ])hin at 
(lya is about ten feet above ground. The continued cn(.Toachnu*nts of the (langes at Ramport* 
Beauleah rendered the dismantlement of thc'(.\)urt houses necessary. Aft(*r full consideration 
it was detennined not to remove the Head-Quarters of the Rajshahye Division to any eonsi- 
derable distanci*, and a new site w’as selected for the new Public Officf‘sin the highest marginal 
ground above the old Station 30t)() fi*ct from the present bunk of the river, and opposite* a part 
of the river bed where the ( I angi*s has ceased encroaching. 

A jetty w'ith tramways to facilitate the loading and unloading of Salt at Sulkcah has beiui 
completed. Alterations and additions to the Opium Factory at Patna, including the erection 
of new chcst-slieds ju*c still in progress.

(rENERAL. — Ordcrs from the Government of India wrere received for tlie commencement of 
the new Genenil Post Office at Calcutta in January last, .but under subsequent orders a 
revision of the Plan was again necessary. The Plan has ' now been finally decided on, and 
orders have issued for tlio commencement of the w^ork ; the foundations cannot, how'ever, bo 
laid until after the rains of 1803. 
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Tlio now Copper Mint is nearly completed, some work in connection with the fixing of 
Macliineiy, to l)o carried out under the superintendence of the Mint Master, still romama to bo 

A design and project for the Presidency College was submitted to the Govemmont of 
J ndia, but lias loccn returned for further consideration. Additional land in the vicinity of tlio 
Medical Colli*go Hospital has been purchased, which, wdth the Medical Collego premises, will 
form the site of the new Collego. 

'Die additional land requin'd for the site of the new High Court has been purchased, it 
incl lidos the site of three large houses in Esplanade 11 ow and Post Offico Street. 

E(:<’LEsiAsTirAL. — The large Church for St. James’ District, Calcutta, has made good 
progress, tlie work is now ii]) about twenty feet above the ground, and there is a largo fpiantity 
of timber and other materials ready on tlie ground. The new Tower of Saint Luk(‘s’ (!hurcb 
at Dinn])ori* has been completed. ImpiYwernents and thorough repairs to the Rhaugulpori* 
(^liurcli, which was taken over by (loverriinent last year, have been carried out. The Cuttack 
diurch is \v(‘ll advniiccjd tow^ards completion, and the Church at ('achar is in progi*ess. 

JruiciAL CovuT lIorSEs. — The Judge’s Court house at CImpmh is nearly completed, and 
that at Arozutferpore is half finished. A Court Jiouse at Sileliar is in progress. Sub-Divisioiial 
buildings liave been comjileted during the' year at Jenidah, Satkliira, Bongong, llaiiagliaiit, 
and Chooadangah ; and are in progress at Culiia, Koteeh^idpore, Narail, Bnssc'crhaut, Meher- 
]jore, Koosht(»ah, ami Ijiiekinqiore. Court houses have been eoinpleted at Jenidali, Satkliira, 
jlongong, Jlanaghaut, and Chooadangah ; and are in progress at (hdna, Kutecliaiidpore, 
Ihisseei'haul, Narail, and !M(']i(‘rj)or(‘. C^)urt liouses have also been comnienced at 
K(M)shtejjli, (^aiming, and DiauKuid IlarlKuir. 

Jails. — 'flie dwelling for the (iovemorof the Great Jail at Calcutta Las lieeii completed, 
:iml extensive additions have been in progress iu this Jail during the year. Ilajut AVards or 
vSiili-Divisioual Jails liiivo iieen corapl(‘ted at Jhirhoc, Diamond Harbour, Commercolly, and 
L:dlb;Liigh; and are in progress at Barrack] lore, Nuss(»eragungo, Kotocliandpore, Ibinagliaut, 
Bongoiig, Jenidali, Narail, Jhisseerhaut, Satkliira^ Kooslitcah, Meherfiore, Scnijguiige, Jaje- 
j)ore, Hhmlruek, Kcndraparrali, Barh, ShcrgJiotty, Julpiguree, and Nowgong. 

A Design and Estimate have been received, and sanction lias been accorded to the enaction 
of a .biil at Hazareeliaugh, for Europeans seiiteiieed to penal servitude. 

PU BLIC J M PR( )V I:M ENTS. 

Mvnicipai,. — A large and liandsome covered marketplace 500 x 00 feet is in progress at 
Sealdnh and is about lialf completed. A tank 40» feet scpiare and 30 feet deep adjoining the 
market is completed, and now road.s, railings, footpath, &c., in connection with the above two 
works, are in progress. Preliminary arrangements have been made for the erection of a market 
iu the Station of llowrali.

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A(;Rrri'LTi;HAL — tlio flidgelloo Sea Dyke bas progressed well during the past year, the rcstric- 
\ ion ill tlio rnaiiiifactnro of Salt on account of Governincni having set free a large supply of local 
labor. Tli(^ total (jiiaiitity of work done up to date is COO lacs of cubic feet out of 181- 1 lacs of 
<11 Inc /ter, of wliicli lo’ii lacs Iiav<5 been completed during the past year. In consc(|uence of 
the abainlonnient of the inamdiiclure of Salt, Estimates are being prepared for cnclosinrr and 
rc-elainiing the large tracts of Julpyo lands which can thus bo brought into cultivation, when 
1h(' lands shall have liecoine sweetened by two or three seasons rains. 

A final Report on tlie effects of the removal of tlie embankments on tlu‘ right bank of (he 
llMinoodah has been receivcjd; tlio Lieiitoiient-doveriior tlius records his opinion on tin’s 
Md»jeet. 


‘'On a careful eonsid(*ratioii of the subject, tlio Lieutenant-Clovornor is of (^pinion that the 
removal of tin; embaiikmeiits on the right bank of the Damoodali has bec'ii a judicious measure 
lu* work has been carried out witli skill and jiidgiuent, and the results accord closely witli the; 
t'\|)(‘etations formed when it was fii'st authorized in ISofh Wliattiver partial damage may have 
lieeri sustained by the natural action of the river, now tliat it is no longcT attempted to confine 
i I k? flood waters witliin artificial limits, is not to bo compareil with the injury and devasta- 
tK»n fornuM'ly imxliiced by tlio sudden and violent irruptions of tlie rivtT bursting its embank- 
ments, while the general fertility of tlie area subject to inundation has been greatly increased. 

" Hut while arriving at this conclusion, the Lieutenant-Governor is not unmindful of the 
(;u*t that a certain extent of country in tlio iminodiafco vicinity of tlie broaches that have* 
• M’cured has been injured, and that a sense of msocurity still prevails among the ryots from the 
uuei'rtainty of the action of the river on its bank. His Honor is, tlierelbro, of opinion that some 
practii-al measure should be dtjvisod to utilize the flood waters of the Damoodali, to give coiifi- 
ih'iice to the ryols, and if possible t<) reclaim the land which is now uncultivated.”

The progress on 
this Road has been satisfactory. In the iippt'r Section ‘from Darjeeling to the Satldhi, four miles 
thii road is nearly roTiipleted, from the Saddle to Kuraoong, fifteen miles the road is open 
for traffic and the mail is now conveyed over it by Horse Dak though there is still iiiucli to 
do in removing o})stac!os and repairing slips, and from Km*scong to Silligoreo, twenty-two 
inih‘s, the road is in pn)gress and about ono-sevontli of the total work in this Section is com- 
pletes is

I)a(’(:a and CiHTTAdoNG UoAD. — ^letalliug of the road from Dieca to Naraingungc', eight 
miles, is in ])rogT'e^s, and half completed. Bridging of the road between Fenuy and Chittag(»ng 
is in progress. Of forty-oiu* briilges to be eonstructex], two arc. coi.jpleted, twelve others are 
re/idy for arching, materials are ready for the greater iiumher, and the work a ill be pushed 
forward. , 

Assam IhirxK Road. — F rom Doben'c to Debrooghur — 355 miles. — A eornplcte Estimate 
for this road has been ^ecei^'(Jd, the (piaiitity of work reciuirod in uiakiiig the road twenty-four 
teet Avide, is 3,(>H) lacs of cubic feet of earth-Avork, 2,048 miming feet of small drains andculv(Tts 
nnd(‘r tAventy feet span, and 5, t95 running %ct of bridges from tAventy to sixty feet sjian. 
AVork oil separate estimates for dctatched portions of the road and bridges has been in jiro- 
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gress, but owing to want of labor, but little lias been done. A commencement has been made 
to import Coolies into tho provint j for carrying on public works, but the result has not as yet 
been satisfactory. 

Syliikt and Cachar Road. — G4 miles. — The re-modelling and forming of this road 
twenty-four feet wide has been taken up, and work is progressing fairly ; about ono-tifth of tho 
earth-work is completed. 

Ik'RiiEK AND Beuau Road. — This road is intended to be made from near Rurhoo on tho 
Grand Trunk Road, rid Nowadah to Bchar with a branch iHDad from Giriuck to Luckcesorai on 
the Railway. Tho Section of road from Rajowlco to Behai*, forty miles, is in progress, and also 
the Section from Giriack to tho Railway, thirty-eight miles, wliich is to be formed as a Hush 
metalled road at a cost of about Rupees 3,000 per mile. 

Cui TTRA AND CiiowrARUN RoAD — 32 milcs. — Has progressed well, the earth-work and 
small bridges anj nearly completed; a stone bridge of three arches of thirty feet s])an ovei- 
the; Auieeii River, is in progress, and about half the (juaiitity of metal required has been 
collected. 

The other roads on which work luis been in progress are, Rancegunge to I'loobrajpore a 
metalled road, twenty-four miles, long, which will complete the route from Itanec'gunge to 
Sor(‘e. ^fhe earth- work on this road has been completed, and tlie bridges aud m(*tal are about 
lialf coin])lete(l. A bridge over tho Singanin River on this road, consisting of fivo bays of 
twenty-live feet, was completed \vithin thrcjo montlis at a cost of Ruj)oeH S,*1.73, in a most 
satisfactory manner. A new road from tho Burrakur Jerminus of tho Jtailway to Ruggoruilli- 
poro, tw(*iity inilc's, and a road from Nat I ore to Kooslitoah, thirty-four iuil(‘.s, have just been 
coinnieneed. Tho progress of the Cuttack aud Taldunda Road, forty-three^ milcs, and of tho 
road from Cuttack towards Sone])oro rid tho Burmool Pass have been good; tho difficulties 
met with, on tlu* latter road have been great, especially in tho Sub-Division from Bunnool to 
Karhaiigah, tvvi*iity-two miles, in wliich tho rock cutting at the Sonakaria cliff has boon a 
very lieavy work. Tho rock is of gniess, the cutting nearly 1000 feet in length and about 
tliirty feet in breadth, the perpendicular drop from tho road to the MaJiaiiuddy River below is 
about ITA) feet. 

The improvement of the Dunw'ah Pass on the Grand Trunk Road, is nearly comjilotcd. 
The improvement of the Tumlook Road sixteen miles is in progress, aud material is being 
i-ollected for irietalling tliis road at a cost of Rupees (>2,57^1. 

Bkidgks — Burrakur Bkidoe. — Tlie actual progi*ess on the Burrakur Bridge during tlio 
s(‘ason of 1802-63 includes only tho completion of two additional foundations Nos. 4 and 5. 
Two arches on tho eastern side, also the fixing of the eastern-most span of Girder, are in pro- 
gi-oss. There still remain four foundations in jjrogress, but incomplete. 

Licelajan Bridge. — The difficulties met with in this work have necessitated a reconsidera- 
tion of the project which is now in abeyance, it appears probable that the idea of making use 
nf any portion of tho old bridge must be abandongd.

Moiiiit'ii AND UoBRYAH Bkidoks. — T he foundations and'piers of these bridges (oxcepf 
one foundation in tho Morhur) are now completed, little has been done to the Bonyah 
during the year, but the areJiing of tho centre bay of six spans of the Morhur Bridge is in 
progress.* It is cxj)ected that tho arches of both these bridges will bo completed by the rains 
of J8(t t. 

TJio Iron Brid^o over Tolly^s Nullah at Aliporc has been nearly completed by the Coii- 
Iractor Mr. Hoiifry of the I'^inn of Brassoy Wythes and Company. A now bridge has bL*en 
corriiriciKXjd at Konnabad on tho Craiid Trank Road, to replace an old Mahomedan stnicture. 

SoANK ('auseway. — This important work has biMui completed during the past year in a 
very satisfactory maimer. This work designed and commenced in lSo3-54 by the late 
('olonol Knyvett, has stood without any injury the succcssm^ flood seasons of the several 
y(*ars during which it was under construction. It is ll^IoO running feet in hmgth and Jr> 
feet wide. Tho surface is of largo blocks of dressed granite laid over a bed of ('oncrctc, 
boxed ill with piles. 

NAVKJAfiLK ('anals. — Tho stop-gato on the new (yalcuita Canal mentioned in tlie last 
Rc]K>rt has been complc'ied. Its elfoct in scouring out the bed is not yet known. The cut off' 
of the Booskhally Khali on tho Eastern Canals has been nearly completed, and an examina- 
tion of the ChaniH.'ls lietwceii tho Mutlah and Koolnah has been made with a view to tlu‘ im- 
provomeiifc, and shortoiiing of tho route between those places. 

Tho Oolabariah Cjiiial was, on completion, made over to tho lilust India Iirigatioii Company 
as a [)ortion of their higli level Canal between tlio Ilooghly and Midnapore, tlie Company 
paying to Ihe Local Euuds the amount expoiided on tlie work. 

Tho usual works have beim carried out on tJio Nuddc'a Rivers, mid tho Bliagiruttecj lias 
been kept ojieii with a depth of two feet throughout tho y(*ar. 

A proposal was received from Mr. Prostago for converting the Matabangah into a high 
ievc'l Canal, but on consideration it was not deemed advisable to hold out any prospect of 
assistance from Government to tho project. 

Impkovemknt or Rivkiw. — An experiment is being canned out under instructions of tho 
Government of India with a view to test tho practicability of removing shoals in tlie liiver 
Ilooghly by a Steamer fitted with a revolving harrow. 

It was found impossible to effect any penuunent good in removing rocks in ihe Maha- 
nuddy River between Cuttack and Soueporo with tho limited amount of Funds contemplated, 
tho work has, therefore, boon sot aside. 11io Removal of obstructions in the River Ihirruck 
nofu* Cachai’, and tho distribution of the waters of this River in tho two Channels of tho 
Soormah and Kooshccaraii is being examined into.

Th(* number of trips made between Sahibgunge and Caragolah, was one hundred and forty, 
and one trial trip between Colgong and Kodalcutta. The Steamer Ritjahahi/i' was employed 
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from May to the 9th July, but she was replaced by the Jumna on the 7th of August, the 
former vessel not having suflicier power to stem the current. 


Calcutta Drainage. — During the past year the small remaining portion of the main 
Dhumimtollah sewer, has been completed, and the entire length from the River Hooghly to the 
temporary pumping Station at Entally, is now complete. The extension of the main sewer to the 
permanent pumping Station has been proceeded with, and that portion between the temporary 
pumping Station and the Mutlah Railway Station, which has been laid in the old Entally canal, 
is complete with exception of arching. In accordance with the recommendation of the 
Municipal Commissioner's, permission has been given to complete the Drainage of the 
portions of the Town noted below : — 


Flrat , — The area bounded by Chowringhee Road on the West, Free School Street on tho 
East, Dhumimtollah on the North, Kyd Street on the South. 


SvcoyuL — ^The area on the South side of Dhumimtollah l 3 ring between that street and 

Jaun Bazar, and in length extended from Chowringhee Road to near the Circular Road.

jT/r/z-d.— Tho area on tho North side of Dhumimtollah extending from Chandney Choke 
Street to the Union Chapel, and bounded on tho North by Emombang lane and Sakanytollah 
Lane.

The estimated outlay for these works, in addition to the sum of about 7\ Lacs 
of Rupees already expended, is seventeen lacs, and authority has been given to the Commis- 
sioners to raise this amount by loan. Captain Hyde, R, e., has been requested to examine and 
report on the work already carried out, especially with reference to tho quality of the work and 
tho probable efficiency of the system, and the expediency of completing tho scheme for 
the whole of Calcutta. Captain Hyde's Report had not been received at the close of the 
year, but it is understood that the Report will be favorable as regards the work executed. 

Water Supply. — No progress has as yet been made in obtaining j|f supply of water for 
C alcutta, but a sum of six lacs of Rupees lias been set apart for this work from tho 1 per 
cent. Income Tax. 


Strand Bank.— Measures for tho improvement of tho Strand Bank have been under con- 
sideration. Several projects for Wharves, Jetties, and other works have been considered, but 
action in the matter of canyingoutany of these projects is in abeyance pending the formation of 
a Trust to which will be committed the charge of the Strand Bank, and tho works for 
its improvement on the passing of a bill, wliich will be introduced into the Council for tho 
purpose at its next meeting.

EAST INDIA ILVILWAY. 

At tho close of tlic previous year the Railway was open from Howrah 4;o

On the 17th of November the Section from Jumalpore to Dinapore, 110 miles in length, 
was mode available to the jiublie, and on the 22nd of December the Ijine thence to Uajghaut, 
opposite the city of Benares, having been re])orted in a sufficiently advanced condition, was 
handed over for running. In ord(^r to enable His Excellency the Viceroy to be present on the 
occasion, the official opening was deferred till the 5th February 1863, on which date it was 
celebrated at Benares. 

At the close of the year 1862-63 the total length open, inclusive of the portion from the 
Kurumnassa to Ilajghaut, the administration of the affairs of which also devolves <»n the 
Bengal fiovernment, was 607 J miles, the only un-opened portion being the Burnikur extension 
22 n^cs.

The accidents wliich attended the working of the Railway during this period are enume- 
rated in the Report appended. Forty-four persons in all 
were killed, and sixteen injured. Of these only tw'o were 
])iissenger.s, forty-three were servants of the Company, and fifteen trespassers. The most 
serious case of all, though happily unattended with loss of life, took place on the 24th 
October, on which date a five-arch masonry bridge in the Beerbhoom District gave way, 
])reoipitating a Goods' Train, consisting of an Engine Tender and thirteen Waggons, into 
Ihe stream below'. It appeared that the foundations of the bridge had been completely 
undermined by the action of a violent Hood. This accident brought to light the imperative 
necessity for adopting general protective measures throughout the Line, by securing .the 
foundations of all bridges liable to scour ; and measures have been taken for averting such a 
••jitasirophe in future, by maintaining a system of flood registry and watch. 
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The principal fact to be recop4ed in the administration of the affairs of the East India 

Railway? is the limit fixed to the construction expenditure, 
ditur™'*^ ^ construction expen- In January a Special Finance Committee, presided over by the 

Consulting Engineer to Government, proceeded up the Line, 
personally investigated the indispensable requir^ents of the trafiic for the two ensuing year^ 
and decided what work should be prosecuted, the result being an immediate reduction of tlie 
current expenditure to a minimum. This was the first practical step towards closing the Capital 
Account of the Railway, and was at once followed by an order for compilation of the total 
expenditure in each Department, iii view to a comprehensive scrutiny being instituted into 
the inefficient payments of the Company. This work is now being proceeded with. 

Another important event was the abolition of the River Transport Department of the 

AtK>iition of th« River Tnmsport Do- Railway. An extensive fleet of Steamers, Flats, and country 
paitmont. Boats had been built and employed by the Company 

for the conveyance of their materials to the upper Sections of the Line under con- 
struction ; but the advanced state of the works generally, and the completion of the 
greater part of the Bengal Division in particular, having rendered it no longer necessary to retain 
such a Department with its special and costly organization, it was resolved to put the entire 
licet out of commission from the Jst January 1803, and to dispose of the block of the Company. ^ 
The arrangements for carrying this resolution into effect were matured before the close of 
the official year. • 

The stoppage of operations at the Kur-hur-balie Colliery is also deserving of notice. 

of operation, at the Kur-lun- Opened aiid tvorketl to provide fuel 

h:iiiu coiiiwy. fof brick-malcing during the constniction of the numerous 

x'iaducts and bri<lgos in the Keeul and Ilullohar Division, and the Railway Officers subse- 
quently advocated the ])ennanent retention of the field on the ground of the superiority and 
cheapness of its yield over the Rancegunge product for Locomotive purposes; but, as on 
investigiitioii, it appeared absolutely certain that the new field could not comj)ete with the old, 
unless connected with the East Iiuliaiv Railway by a branch Line, Government has declined 
to jiermit the continuance of these \vorkings as a portion of the guaranteed •undertaking, 
pending a determination by the Railway Boai'd as to the disposal of the property, or the 
exact eoiiditions of its tenure. 


Proposed direct Line to Luckeobcrai. 


The investigation of this matter revived the consideration of the question of a direct Line 

from Raneegunge to Luckeeserai, for tlie puri)ose of opening 
up the rich mineral region lying between, and o£ shortening 
the distance for the through traffic from the North-West. The advisability of doubling the 
Ijine from Teen])ahar to Colgong had been urgjd by the Traffic Manager of the Railway, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor recorded that, in his opinion, additional accommodation of the 
kind would, before long^ be found an unavoidable necessity in parts w’herc a large loij^l 
traffic existed ; but the superior advantages of a direct Line to Luckeeserai appeared so obvious, 
that it was suggested to the Government of India that, before incurring or entertaining any 
proposition for incurring expense on doubling, tlie cost of the sliort cut should be closely 
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iiivcstiffatcd. The Supreme Government fully concurred in this, but did not encoura^ the 
idea of cxteiuliiiff the |,niarantce to the work as a part of the East Indian Railway.

The introduction of the contract system for maintenance of way and works on a con- 

siderabJe length of Line was effected in the course of the 
year. Hitherto the repairs of the Eailway had been per- 
formed directly by tlie Company's Engineers, and the cost was found to be steadily increasing 
in a liir Jiigher ratio than the train mileage. A proi)osition by the Chief Engineer for letting 
out the maintenance of the entire Line to contract has been carefully considered, and the saving 
under the new system, which has been adopted experimentally, wdll probably be very great. 


The (luestion of the re-arrangement of the Howrah Terminus continues to engage serious 

attention. It has been deemed advisable to consider the 
^ JIV ro.ma,««tncnt of the Howrah Tor- Ei>Kineer and Traffic Manager 

l}eing of opinion that the arrangement of the various 
buildings as placed before (jovernment, and sanctioned in 1^61, might be entirely altered with 
decided advantage. The su'hject is now in a fair way towards satisfactory settlement. 

The system of audit to be adopted in future both by the Railway Company and by the 
System <.f Audit. (lovcrnment has been under anxious consideration. The 

Hoard of Directors proposed a radical change in the constitution of their A\idit Office in 
this country. Their proposal \fras referred to tlie Government for rej)ort, and the case is now in 
the hands of Her Majesty^s Secretary of State for disposal.

setpicncc of the large reduction of expenditure, to undertake 
a thorough re-organization of the Establishments in all 
Departments of the Railway, and in general to investigate the 
subject of the General JIanagenient and Control of the allairs of the Line ; and a Special 
Commissioner, Mr. G. N. Taylor, Knain Commissioner, under the Madras Government, lias 
been dcjiuted to collate the various opinions of the Chief Railway Officers, with a view to report 
on the subject.

The general result of the season's 
working was a loss of Rupees 7,888. No Goods were carried. 

The opening to Canning Town was unfortunately throAvn back by an accident at the 
Pialec Bridge on the 28th June, which delayed the completion of work by several months. 
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One of the temporary piers which were erected to aid in fastening the iron-work of the super- 
structure^ suddenly failed, killing several persons in its descent^ and some months were lost in 
restoriiig the damage done.

Trial of Pilot-«. 
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River Survey. 


The state of tbo river during the year was very unsatisfactory. The James and Mary\s 

Channels have been worse than usual; and the llungafulla 
Channels have caused much difficulty. The changes in the 
Auckland and Lloyd's Channels have been very serious. Up to February 1862, all ships passed 
the Auckland into Cowcolly, and thence to sea, either through the Western, or thiough Lloyd's 
Channel. These Channels afterwards became so dilhcult as to bo abandoned, and all ships wont 
through Bedford's Cliaimel ; but the northern entrance to Bedford's also showed symptoms of 
closing, and it was feared at one time that a total stoppage of navigation of tho river would 
(?nsue. But a »iew Auckland's Channel has been fortunately discovenal, and tho crisis it is 
hoped is over for the present. From Saugor to the sea tho Channels continue in a satisfactory 
state ; but the state of the river from Mud to Saugor has been a sourccj of great anxiety. 

Attempts are being made to impTOVO these Channels by artilicial moans. Mr. Leonard's roller 
has been j)artially successful, but it is capable of improvement. 


IMot and V«"^sobj. 


The Pilot Brigs in commission were finir in mimber, three of them being new ones. Tho 

Light V^essels were also four in number, and all in good 
order. Tho Steamer Celerittj lias l)con most nsofully em-

The Betanu of the Calcotta Medical College Hospital affind ample proof of the 

increasing confidence felt in the Institofion hy both the 
Calcutta Medical College Hoqpitai. European and Native inhabitants of Calcatta. During the 

year 1862, as^ compared with 1861, thiore was (ecMnaive 
of the Eye Infirmary) an increase in the number of iu>patients of 462, vie., 4,665 over 4,428 ; 
of women confined in the Midwifery Ward 38, from 131 to 169 ; Sorgibal operatiim 68, va., 
from 130 to 198 ; women and children treated as oat>patients 3,533, viz.^m 6,604 to 10,187. 

* 

The deaths in the European Wards were 184, or 9'69 per cent, on admission. In the Native 
Wards thdapwcentage was much larger, amountmg to 28‘83, showing, especially in cases of 
Surgical operations, a less fovorable result than last year. 

The number of applicants for relief at the male out<door Dispensary was 25,815 to 
18,424 in 1861; and the number at the out-door Dispensary for women and children 10,137 
to 6,604 in the previous year.

The number of Surgical operations performed in the Hospital was 198^ to 130 in the 
preceding year : the minor operations performed in the Surgical out-door Dispensaries were 
944 in number* 

Much inconvenience was experienced at the Hospital during the year from a deficient 
supply of water. It has been attempted to meet this by temporary expedients^ pending 
the completion of the water- works of the Town which are about to be constructed. 

During the year the duty of checking the Hospital expenditure has been entrusted to 
the Examiner of Medical Accounts. 

A radical reform has been directed to bo introduced in the business of compounding 
or dispensing Medicines at the Hospital. This work had hitherto devolved on the Students 
of the College^ which made it both unsafe as regards the patients, and extravagantly 
expensive in regard to waste, See., of valuable drugs. It has, therefore, been determined to 
entrust the Compounding Shop to an Apothecary with a subordinate staff; and an additional 
expenditure of 213 Rupees per month has been sanctioned on this account* 

The College Authorities further propose to establish two now Wards, one for accidents and 
one for Cholera cases. The necessity for theso Wards in suitable parts of the ^Hospital is 
obvious, and on Estimate for their construction has been ordered to be submitted without delay. 

The number of in-door patients admitted into the Eye Infirmary during the year was 

CiUcattenr« Infirmary 499, and the number of out-door patients treated 8,089. 

Of the former 301 wore perfectly cured, while 141 were 
partially li" 'ed ; of the latter 2,179 were perfectly and 620 partially cured.

The number of operations during the year was 159; and the results were ninety-eight 
cures, twcnty-nine partial cures, and twenty-one failures. Of the remaining patients one died, 
and ton remained under treatment at the close of the year. 

There were eighty-five operations for the extraction of Cataract, out of which fourteen only 
were unsuccessful, and those were chiefly performed during the cold season which is nq| favorable 
to this difficult and delicate operation, the marked success of which is a new feature in the 
liistory of Opthalmic Surgery in this country.

Of the house-patients 760 were 
discharged cured, seventy-five were relieved, 232 died, and sixty-one remainod under cure at 
tho close of tho year. Tlio total number of Surgical operations performed during the year 
was 791. Out of 110 of those, which were recorded in detail as being either more important 
or attended with greater risks than others, six'ty-four were entirely successful, and nine partially 
BO, while thirty-throe terminated fatally. Besides the number of persons who obtainod relief 
from the parent Institution, 78,654 persons wore treated in the Branch Dispensary in Park 
Street, 72,435 in the Gurranhutta Dispensary, and 80,941 in the Chitpore Dispensary. The 
daily average of sick in these Branch Establishments were 215, 198, and 221 respectively.

The comparative Statement given in the margin, shows that there was a largo falling off 

in the number of admissions in all the Asylums during the 
year. This decrease was attributed in the first place to the 
caution given to Magisterial Officers against sending to the 
Asylums persons of whoso insanity they were not satisfied 
Total 351 223 po^sonal examination, and secondly to the introduction 

— of the system of requiring payment for the maintenance in 

the Asylum of those Insanes whose relatives are in a condition to afford it. Dr. Payne, 
Superintendent of the Dullunda Asylum, also mentioned as a third cause the introduction of 
labor among the Insanes.

As it was represented, in respect to the first cause, that the tendency of the 9 rders of 
Government had been to leave to the treatment of their friends all Insanes in the incipient 
and easily-cured stages of the malady, and to forward to the Asylums the most confirmed 
Lunatics only, and as it appeared from the seriohs diminution in the number of admissions 
that the objects of the establishment of Asylums had been insufficiently understood, instructions 
were issued, after the close of the y^> for the purpose of explaining to the local OfBccrs that 
the object of the orders of Gt^vemment was simply to enforce care and circumspection on their 
part in carrying out the provisions of the Law, and not^^at all to discourage the admission of 
Lunatics to the Asylums. 
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With reference to the second caosej it wm not considered neoessaiy to modify or alt^ the 
instructions previously issued ;.and in regaid to the third, it appeared from the reports on all 
the Asylums that the introduction of lat>or among the Insanes had been attended with the 
most satisfactory results, both as to its influence on the health and mind of the sufferers, and 
to the numerous comforts which the profits of their labor allowed them to enjoy. In the 
Dacca Asylum Dr. Simpson had succeeded in introducing several interesting occupations such 
as those of carpenter, tin-smith, gardener, 4c. 

In the Appendix will be found a Statement (M 1) exhibiting the number of patients 

treated in the Charitable Hospitals and Dispensaries through-

The prevalence of a very fatal epidemic in some of the villages of the Nuddea and 

Burdwan Divisions, and the steps which were taken to afibrd 

NSSwand Bard^^nn*w^ relief, VIZ., the appointment of Native Doctors and the 

gratuitous distribution of Medicine, were noticed in last yearns 
report. The measures adopted were, however, found to be insufficient to check the progress of 
the disease ; and towards the close of the year 1862, it became necessary to depute a compe- 
tent Medical Officer to visit the Districts affected by the epidemic, to inquire personally into 
the causes and the extent of its ravages, and to suggest, if possible, means for effectually 
checking its progress. ITie Officer selected for this duty was Dr. J. Elliot, Civil Surgeon of 
Hooghly, who, in a very fall and able report, has traced the progress of the disease, beginning 
in the Nuddea District and extending thence to Burdwan, Hooghly, and Baraset, and has 
explained the various p re-disposing causes which enabled an ordinary epidemic Fever to pass 
into a scourge, less virulent, but in its effects not less desolating than Cholera itself. 

The disease is described as differing only in its intensity from the ordinary form of mala- 
rious Fever, being of a more congestive character than the ordinary intermittent, but 
presenting all the grades ^f severity between the remittent and intermittent types,^^ and its 
excessive virulence in these Districts is to be attributed solely to villages being undrained, 
houses unventilated, tanks uncleaned and overgrown with noxious weeds, and to the tangled 
growth of jungle aud rank vegetation with which the Bengalee loves to surround and to 
obscure his dwelling. 

The mortality from the epidemic Fever arising from this sanitary neglect had in some 
villages amounted to 60 percent, of the population ; and in the presence of this constantly 
recurring visitation, the remnant who had escaped immediate death, lingered on in a state of 
apathy and despair, unable to help themselves, and destined, unless vigorous external aid was 
afforded them, to fall certain victims to the Fever which had already nearly depopulated the 
neighbourhood. The Government at once proceeded to carry out the remedial measures 
proposed by Dr. Elliot, which may bo briefly enumerated as follows ; the removal of super- 
abundant and useless trees, shrubs, bamboo clumps, and plantain groves, from the immediate 
vicinity of houses ; the pruning and thinning of treeii^ the removal of trees and bamboos 
from the sides of tanks ; the uprooting and burning of low bushy jungle, vegetation, and rank 
giVkSs ; the deepening and clearing of the larger, tanks, and the filling in of all useless tanks, 
water-courses, and other excavations in the neighbourhood of houses; the appropriation of 
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particular tanks exclusively tor the supply of drinking water; the construction of a few drains 
and paths in each village ; and the p. ;per ordering of JJurial (irounds and burning Ghflts. 

It would have been obviously unfair that tho general revenues of the state should be 
applied to remedy tho neglect of ])artieular villages. The necessity, however, of (lovorninent 
assistance in some sliape was no less obvious ; and tho GovernnKMit at oneo devoted a sum of 
Hu])ces 12,000 from tlie Hoad Funds of tho atlbeted Districts^ and agreed to supplement any 
subscriptions that might be raiwsc<l from pi’ivato sonrees with an equal sum up to tho limit of 
Ru])ees 10,000 ; and siibs<‘riptious are being rapidly r:ns<‘d for this purpose. Tho ]\ra.gistrat(^s 
of llooghly, Xiuhh'a, and 2 l-lVrginninhs were directed to earry out t lu* necessary work in 
their respi'ctive l)istri(‘ts ; a Spec’ial Assistant Magistrate, l\tr. J. F). ^^a(•leau, was appointed 
(o siiperinleiid o])ei*at.ions in tho village's on tin' <'ast bank of the llooglily ; an Ofiicer of the 
Public Works l)ej):n*tm(‘ut, with a statf of eight Siil)()rdiuat(‘s, was appoiiih'd to aid in tho 
opc'ratious n'(|uii*ing profc'ssioual knowledge ; Dr. l^lliot's Ib'port lias been translated into Ben- 
galee and very wiilely distributed ; tlie Magistrates liave been directed strictly to euforce tho 
provisions of tla^ Penal (^ode, as to the remi'val of nuisance's, wli('rcver tlie iiidoleiK'c or recu- 
>^ancy of the lions('-hold('rs may I’cndcr it lU'ce.ssary ; and should further legislation bo 
reejmivd, steps will be taken to siip[)ly the want. 

I'Ik'H' is evi'ry reason to believe that rlu'se measures, which are being ar'tivc'ly and siiccoss- 
fnlly carried on, will succeed in urresling the ih'vastations of rlie (‘pidemh; where it lias already 
olitained a hold, and will eHeclnally check its jirogress t(» llu' southw'ard, which sc'caned at ono 
time iiumincnt, and whieli Ihrealeni'd the Caiitonnu'iits of Dinii-Dum and Barrackpore.

The District e)f Nenvgong contains twenty Estates de voted to Tea Planting, tlie wliolc of them 
cove'riug about 15,000 aeTcs, of which 2,000 acres arc uiielcr cultivat ion. The activity in 
cle*aring and planting was great during the ye*ar under review, no less than 1,500 acres having 
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been newly planted within that period. The number of imported laborers in the District is 
2,915, which is within sixty-four -^f the number of local laborers employed. The season^s crop 
amounted to 151,410 lbs., which is 58,100 lbs. over the results, of the preceding year. 

No accurate Returns have been obtained from the District of Durrung, but the Com- 
missioner of Assam writes that there are fifteen Estates in it, of 5,328 acres in all, devoted to 
Tea Planting, and that out of this area 1,3G9 acres are actually uiidor cultivation. The num- 
ber of laborers employed is 1,100, of whom twenty-three only arc imported, which is owing 
to local labor being readily obtainable. The out-turn of the year is calculated at 100,000 lbs. in 
round numbers, which is 18,100 lbs. in excess of the results of tho previous year. 


In tho District of Kamroop there are thirty plantations containing 19,221 acres ; but tho 
proportion of cultivation is still excessively small. Planting is, however, now being carried on 
w'itli considerable vigour ; and during the year under review 568 acres were brought under cul- 
tivation. Sixteen imported, and 1,21 1 local laborers are employed in tho plantations; and tho 
yield for the year was 46, 152 lbs., which is 15,697 lbs. in excess of tho yield in tho previous 
year. 


In Gowalporah there is only one plantation/ which had made no great progi*e.ss during 
<ho year. 


Tho results show that there are 216 Tea Estates in tho ontiro Province, of which ninety- 

six were ac(|uired during iho year under review. 
Seven ty-six of tlioso Estates bohuig to public 
(.Vunpanies* ; and 170 to individuals. Tho 
aggregate area of the grants is 122,770 acres, of 
which 20,114 appear to bo under cultivation, 
which shows an increase of cultivation over tlio 
preceding year to tho extent of 4,144 acres. 
Aboi^: 6,000 acres were cleared and planted 
during tho year. Tho yearis out-turn amounted to 
2,150,068 lbs., which gives an increase over last 
yearis crop of 358,979 lbs.,t and taking tho value 
of the Tea at Is. 9J. per lb. all round, tho value of 
tho total manufacture for tho season may be taken 
at little less than nineteen lacs of Rupees.

In Cachar the Cultivation of Tea continues to fhako very great progress. 177 grants of land 

with an aggregate area of 558,078 acres had been 
settled or applied for in tho District. Of 
these cultivation had been commenced on seventy-eight grants, tho aggregate area of which 
is 146,218 acres; and 17,591 acres, of which 9,426 acres were cleared during the year, have 
been cultivated, and contain Tea Plants varying from one to six years old.

The Table ou the margin shows^ in the land 
brouglvt under cultivation^ an increase of 9,4U() 
acres over last yearns Statement. The increased 
out-turn of Tea is estimated at 327^670 lbs. (or 
nearly 100 per cent.) beyond the produce of 
last year. The total value of the Tea manufac- 
16,317 turod, and of seed together, is estimated at Ru* 
pees 4,70,142. The estimated value of the cost for 
3 , 30,442 is Rupees 8,77,312, and the Superintendent 

1,46, 7(X> calculates that this is the Return on a sum of about 
twenty lacs of Rupees spent altogether on Tea 
Planting in Cachar during the last six years, thougli 
nine-tenths of the gardens are but just commenced, 
8,77,312 and have not been in full bearing. The sums ac- 
tually drawn by Planters from tho local Treasury 
are specified in tho margin. Tho Superintendent 
points out with regret that many of those who are 
now engaged in preparing Tea gardens are doing 
so with the object of at otice disposing of them at 
a profit, and he points out that as mucli as 700 or 
800 per cent, on the co.sts of the land and the 
])roduction of tlio garden will be obtained by these means. 

There are upwards of 150 English Planters now engaged at Cachar. The complaints of 
want of labor aro somewhat less urgent than formerly. Out of 15,317 coolies einjiloycd in tho 
cultivation in Cachar during the year, upwards of 9,000 have been brought into the District 
from Bengal at a considerable expcii.se. The abuse.s noticed last year in connection with tlii.s 
subject have already been greatly diminished, and the importation of coolies from Bengal is re- 
ported to be conducted on a much improved system. Tho Act for regulating this importation 
was passed during the year, but came into force only on 1st May 18(53. Tt is hoped that tho 
abiwes complained of wliich were not less ruinous to tho interests of the trade than to the 
coolies themselves, will, under this Act, finally cease.

The number of coolies employed had increased by 2,628. The mass of laborers are 
Nepalese and Bhooteas, who come and ^jo between Daijeeliii^ and the neighbouringf Territories. 
The proportion of men from the Plains is very omall, probably owin^ to a large number 
brought to Daijeeling some years ago, having suffered frightfully from sickncs8.if» 

* 

The coolies being almost entirely hill-men, and working in a climate either their own or 
similar to their own, suffer fi*om none of the diseases incidental to imported laborers. Small- 
pox, which was reported last year to have made fearful ravages amongst them, was much 
loss prevalent among them during the year under review. This may have been partly acci- 
dental, but was attributable in a great degree also .to the circumstance of the practice of 
inocculation having been discouraged by the Superintendent, in which he received the cordial 
oo-o]>eration of tlie Officers and gentlemen in charge of the Public Works and Plantations of 
the District. The Public Works Department luis a Native Doctor who vaticinates all the coolies 
who will submit to the operation. The Station Vaccinator also operates on the Plantation 
foolies whenever called upon by the Managers. 

The labor market was at one time considerably unsettled in consequence of the rise in 
wages caused by the demand for labor for the Department of Public Works, but it is now 
settling down. 


CALCUTTA BOTANIC GARDENS. 

The planting out of the living plants of different orders according to their Botanical affini- 
ties, which was referred to in last yearns Report, was com- 

'I’lu* Ourdeii. . , * 

monced during the rainy season of 1862. Tlie specimens of 
all the species ol’ a considerable number of orders of which good specimens could be obtained 
were placed in their proper sites. In the ease of many species there were no young plants pro- 
curable, but the sites were nevertheless prepared in hopes of specimens being obtained. In all 
thirty-two species were planted out during the y ear > and the Botanical name and native country 
of each plant, painted on a large zinc la))el was placed near the best developed specimen of each 
species. 

A large number of seeds, cuttings, and layers were raised for the extensive planting intend- 
ed to be undertake during the rains of 1866. 2,500 Seedlings 

i'l ursprios. 

of Mahogoiiy were also reared for planting along the portion 
of the Ganges and Darjeeling Road between Titalyah and the foot of the Himalayas ; »300 
Seedlings of Polyalfhia Lonififolia were prepared for forming an avenue along the Circular 
Road in Calcutta ; and 680 plants of Diospyros ^mbryopteris were supplied for planting the 
banks of the Circular Canal. 15 Wardian cases, each containing about an average of 150 
Cinchona plants, obtained from the Government Cinchona Nursery at Ootacamund, remained, 
with great benefit to their condition, in the garden Nursery for dilferent periods of time, on their 
route to Daijeeling, Cackar, and the North-Western a\^d Punjab Himalayas. 
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The experiment of keeping plants of Cinchona Stcenrubra and Cinchona Pahudiana, which 
was tried in the Botanic Gardens last year, has partially succeeded. There were two plants of 
Cinc/uma- PahuJiana, ol* which only one remains barely alive, but the Cinchona Suedrubra 
has succeeded admirably. These plants suffered somewhat from the dry heats of March, and 
like all large foliaged plants their leaves were much torn by the violent gales of wind of the 
hot season ; but their condition in the end of March was such that *there was every prospect 
of the plants preserving a healthy condition to the commencement of the rains, after which 
they would be quite safe, and would grow rapidly. 

A new road, fiflecn feet wide, leading towards the Western boundary of the garden, has 

been commenced, and it is expected will be finished in three 

Oarden roiMla and buildings. .1 r 1 1 v i 1 1 

months ; another line ot road also has l)een marked out ; a 
handsome foot-bridge was also about to be placed across the Canal in the garden ; and a cast-iron 
ghaut was to be put up at the termination of the new road from Howrah to the gardens, on 
the river-bank at the EasteriL boundary. 

During the year 12 1 packets of seeds w'cre distributed, the more valuable kinds of seed 

being sent to the Royal Gardens at Kew, the Jardin 

Wstrilmtioii of Plants and M(V'dH. ht , • . in., . . . 

Planter in Pans, and to several of the principal Botanical 
Gardens in Europe, India, and other places. In return for these and former contributions 
thirty-four valuable packets of seeds were received during the year, the most valuable being 
a collection of above 3,000 species of seeds from the Jardin des Plantes at Paris. 

The usual supply of English and Native Vegetable seeds were sent to European Regiments, 
indenting for them within the fixed time. 

The number of W ardian cases and boxes, which were given away during the year, was 
thirty-two; besides which 1,577 ])Iants were distributed to !i])})licants near Calcutta, llie 
number of eases of plants received was fifteen. 


ITie work of arranging the Herbarium hiwl made great progress, but was still a long way 

from completion ; and it is difficult to form an estimate ol* 
the quantity of work remaining to be done. Probably about 
half of the specimens have now been pro])erly mounk'd and placed in their places in the cabi- 
nets. Large additions, however, are being made yearly t<> the collections, and it is estimated 
that it will probably require not less than four yeai-s to complete the arrangements of all the 
specimens in store. The work will, however, now advance more rapidly than hitherto, as two 
European Botanists have been added to the garden Establishment, and one of them will, from 
the commencement of the year 1863-Gt, take up his appointment as Assistant Curator of the 
Museum. 


Among the additions of dried plants made to the Herbarium during the year, were further 
instalments of Doctors Hooker and Thomson's Indian Herbarium ; plants from British Guiana, 
collected by llichard Schomburgh ; a collection from Columbia ; a large number of plants from 
Mexico, collected by Botteir; plants from Hong-Kong collected by Colonel Urquhart ; a small 
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number collected in Lysia by Bomgew; a very valuable set of Doctor S^man^s IWjee plants^ col- 
lected in 1861 ; some packets of Spei^^s Emador plants ; a set of Jameson^s collections from the 
neif^^hbourhood of Quito; some valuable parcels of plants from Western Australia, New South 
Wales, and New Zealand, sent by Dr. Mueller; some contributions from the Herbarium of Mr. 
Thwaites, Director of the Peradenia Botanic Gardens at Ceylon ; a valuable set of plants from the 
Shantung Province of North China, from Shanghai, and from the neighbourhood of Nagasaki 
and Kanagawa in Japan, presented by Doctor A. C. Maingy, Assistant Surgeon of the 22n(l 
Regiment Native Infantry ; and an extensive collection of Sikhim plants secured by the Super- 
intendent during his visit to Darjeeling last year, to superintend the cultivation of Cinchona in 
that place. 

• • 

A sum of Rupees 3,000 has been sanctioned in the Budget for 1863-61 for the purchase of 

Doctor Thomson's Botanical Library, which was left in the 
The Libraij. Library of the Botanic Gardens on his departure for England, 

in March 1861. This grant, together with a monthly allowance of Rupees 60, has enabled 
the Superintendent to make many valuable additions to the books in the Library, which now 
also receives regularly all Scientific Periodicals and proceedings of Scientific Societies. The 
Principal Artist of the Botanic Gardens accompanied the Superintendent during his late tour in 
Sikhim, and under his superintendence made a large collection of interesting drawings, espe- 
cially oi AcanthaceiXy Cyrtandraceccy and OrchidiacegB, These comprise 115 drawings of distinct 
species. The Artist remained with the plant collectors in the nearest inhabited spot in the 
neighbourhood of Kinchinjunga, and made a number of valuable drawings of the Alpine Floni 
of Sikhim, and in addition to these, drawings of more than 100 species of plants that flowered 
in the Botanic Gardens were taken. 


CULTIVATION OF CINCHONA IN DARJEELING. 

The experimental Cultivation of Cinchona at Darjeeling was not actually commenced 

till the 1st of June 1862, having been unavoidably delayed 

rommrncGTiw'nt of operations. i " 

on account of djfficulttcs experienced in procuring carriage 
of all kinds in the District, and owing to skilled labor being scarce and expensive, and 
even the ordinary processes of gardening unknown. 

The total number of plants with which the experiment was commenced was, as stated 

Suec.*K of the experiment up to i«h year's Report, 211. On tlie 1st August 18G2 this 

Noveiiibcr last. number had increased to 1611 of all kinds ; and on the 12th 

November to 2286, of which 1921 belonged to the doubtfully quiniferous species, so largely 
cultivated by the Dutch in Java, Cinchona PahudianOy leaving only 365 2 )lants as th*c stock o\ 
the undoubtedly valuable species of Cinchona. 

• 

In January last the cultivation was inspected by the Superintendent of the Botanical 

RemovHi of the N»«ery ftom Sinch.1 G“dcn8, and he found tliat, tliough few of the plants had 
to Lebon*. died, — ^not more than fifty of all species — the situation of the 

Nursery on the Sinchal Hill had operated so unfavorably that scarcely any cuttings had been 

* 22 
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miuh silica iVovenibcr. This and other reasons led to the removal of the Nurseiy from 
tSinchal to Lcbong, a warm well-sheltered spur below Darjeeling, at an elevation of 6000 
feet above the level of the sen, to which the plants were removed in the first week of April, 
HO carefully that only one plant of Cinchona Succirubra was slightly damaged.

TIk^ number of i)lants brought from Sinchal to Lebong was 2484. To this were added 

in April 327 plants received from Madras^ tlie return of 
plants after this addition exhibiting a total of 2811 ^ in the 
proi)ortion noted in the margin. After the close of the 
year the number was reported to have increased to 4620^ 
plants of all species. All the plants were stiid to be in 
excellent condition, so much so tliat one plant of Cinchona 
Succiruhra had grown nine inches in thirty days ; and they 
were all so covered wdth vigorous shoots that the Super- 
intendent of the Botanical Gardens calculated that, by the 
15tli of August, fiOOO plants would be added to the number 
of all species, exclusive of Cinchona Pakvdlana, The most 
marked increase has been in the number of plants of Cin- 
cho7ia OJtcinafh, of wliicli there WTreonly ninety-three plants 

rceeiv(j(l from Cevlou and Ootacamnnd on the 1st of Miiv

18015, which had increased to 573 outlie 15th June. 700 of the large plants of Cinchofia Pa- 
/uuliana liave been planted in the 0 |)en air, at an elevation of 6000 feet; and though they have 
been fully ex[)osed to all weathers, from bright suii-shinc to heavy rain, they arc growing 
jiuieli more luxuriantly than when tliey were under shelter.

three jiatients suftering from well-marked iutcrinittent fever, were cured by thc administration 
of. thc preparation. 

J3y a rough Chemical Examination of 1 11). of the leaves of Cinchona Snccirubra the 

of Crystal, by cben.kul Kxa- prcsciicc of long aud nccdlcshapcd Crystals was defected 
iiniiatioii. under the Microscope; and these were so abundant that 

they were visible to tlie naked eye as a whitisli spot on thc glass. This discovery with thc 
means available for the examination was quit<5 unexpected, and thc result is worthy of record. 
Intclligeiiee has since been received from England of the discovery of Quinine in small 
(piantities in the leaves of Cinchona .sent i»rom this country, and thc Quinine thus obtained 
Avas exhibited by Mr. Howard at the meeting of the Linnean Society in London on tlie 18tli 
June last. This result confirms thc opinion previously entertained that the Crystals detected 
ill Darjeeling were those of the Sulphate of Quinine, a discovery which necessarily increases 
thc value of thc Cinchona grown in this couiitiy. 
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It was expected that the Cultivation of Cinchona would in a short time, be commenced

Darjeeling for the year 18C2-63. The actual expenditure 
up to the 30th April last amounted to Rupees 11,639-2-C.

INTENDED AGRICULTURAL EXHIBITIONS OF 18G4. 


Oliject uf the Kvhihition* 


With a view to promote an improved system of Agrieultiire throughout the country, 

and more especially in order to draw the attention of the 
Zemindars to the subject and to enlist their interests in it, 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal proposed and matured during the year a scheme for holding, 
in the neighbourhood of Calcutta, a public Agricultural Exliibitioru It is to be conducted 
under tlic general direction of (lovernment, with the assistance and co-operation of the 
Agricultural and Horticultural Society of India. The immediate object of the intended 
Exhibition is to bring together, from all parts of the country, for the purposes of show, 
competition, and eventual sale, Cattle and other Live Stock, Agricultural Implements and 
aiaehinery, and all kinds of jiroduce* It is anticipated that tlic show will he sclf-supj)orting, 
and that the expenses of it will be covered by the sale of Admission Tickets to the public. 
Tlie funds wliieh may be required at the outset will be advanced by Government. 


For carrying out the details of the Exliibition, arranging preliminaries, and communi- 
cating with intciuliag Exhibitors, a Provisional Committee 
uiittre ^ Pro\isioual Com- aj)poii>tcd, composed partly of the Meml)crs of 

the Agricultural and Horticultural Society of India, and 
partly of Government OflTiccrs and others interested in the undertaking. In correspondence 
w ith this Committee the Commissioners of Divisions have been directed to appoint Local 
(’onimittces in each District, who will explain the objects of and the benefits which may be 
expected to result from sucli an Exhibition to the landholders, and endeavour to obtain 
tbeir co-operation and assistance. 


1 'iiiie and site fixed fat the Exhibition. 


To give ample time to Exhibitors to prepare f«r the occasion, it has been determined 

that the Exhibitiou will be held in January next, com- 
mencing on Monday the 18th, and terminating on Saturday 
the 2.3rd of that month. The site selected for it is the ground adjoining the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s house at Belvedere. Should the Exhibition realize the expectations of the 
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Lieutenant-Governor^ it is intended to repeat it annually, cithei' at Calcntta, or elsewhere 
within the Provinces subject to this Government. 

SANATARIUM, &c., AT SHILLONG. 

The {mssibility of locating a Station in the Cossyah Hills at some higher elevation than 
that of Cherra, was first eonsidcred in connection with the scheme brought forwanl by the 
Military Department of encouraging tlic settlement of Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers 
of good character in India. The site of Shillong speedily drew attention, not only as suited 
for such a settlement, but also as a Sanatarium, as a Cantonment for Troops quartered in the 
Hills, and as the projicr spot for the Head Quarters of the Civil Officer of the District. 

In October 1861, the superiority of Shillong over Cherra Poonjee as the Chief Civil 
Station of tltc Cossyali and Jyntcah Hills was recognized by Government, and the transfer 
directed to be made. The unha})py disturbances which shortly afterwards broke out among 
the Jyutecahs, interrupted the completion of the change at the time; but in May 1862, 
Brigadier-General Showers again brought forward the subject, and wrote so favorably of the 
locality, both in a Military and Sanitary point of view, that a Committee was appointed to 
examine its capabilities. The Committee consisted of the following gentlemen : Lieutenant- 
Colonel Richardson, Surgeon Major J'erdon, Major Raban, Major Briggs, and Captain 
Morton. Treating the alo])cs of Shillong and the less elevated Plateau of Yeodo as one 
locality, the Committee wrote a most eulogistic report of the fitness of the place in point, 
climate, position, and resources for all the objects contemplated. Accordingly the immediate 
transfer of the Office of the Deputy Commissioner of tlic Cossyah and Jyntecali Hills fi-oni 
Cherra to Shillong has been authorized. The question, however, of the adoption of Shillong 
as a Sanatarium and Military Station, awaits the final decision of His Excellency the 
Governor General in Council. 

MEASURES TAKEN POR THE DESTRUCTION OF WOLVES. 

The great destruction of human life by Wolves in some of the Districts of the Patna 
Division, had engaged the attention of Government for several years, and, with a view to 
check the evil, a reward of Rupees two for every wolf killed was at first sanctioned. In 1859 
the reward was raised to Rupees five for each grown animal, and one Rupee for each whelp ; 
but even these increased rates did not answer their object, owing principally, it was said to a 
popular superstition among the Natives of Behar that the death of a Wolf would bring sickness 
upon the Village in which it was killed. The consequence was that, in 1861, the number of 
deaths frbm Wolves was found to have vciy much increased, while the number of Wolves 
destroyed was trifling. As this state of things could not be permitted to continue, a scheme 
was devised during the year under review for securing the wholesale destruction of Wolves 
by the employment of trained hunters and trappers ; and an expenditure of Rupees 4,750 
per annum has been sanctioned for the purpose. The Police Authorities have been directed 
to co-operatQ as far as possible in the scheme, which, it is now hoped, will diminiah' the 
lamentable mortality which before prevailed.

THE COSSYAH REBELLION. 

Ik ^ , 

Boring the greater part of May 186Sj active operations against the CocOTah Bebds 

hontinoed to be carried on. Columns traversed every 
District, and the result of this Military 
demonstration was ^hdieved to be that the "»«»■■ of 
the people were desirous of coming to terms. The inhabitants of several villages did 
come in, and Brigadier-Gieneral Showers believed that the necessity for offensive operations 
had ceased. The non*submission of those who still held aloof was attributed to two causes, 
a doubt in the minds of many as to the manner in which they would be received, and 
the threats held out by the Rebel Leaders against the persons and property of those who 
should make terms with Government. To remove these obstacles to the settlement of the 
country the plan pursued was to post Military Guards at proper Stations for the protection of 
the peaceably disposed, but to refrain from offensive movements of Troops, leaving the Civil 
Authorities to make every endeavour, both to capture the ringleaders of revolt by the instru- 
mentality of the Police, and by direct means, or, through the agency of friendly Chiefr and 
other mediators, to convince the misguided people of the merciful intentions of Government, 
and induce them to give up their resistance to authority. Still more clearly to demon- 
strate the meaning' of Government, a free pardon was offered to all Rebels who should make 
submission, with the exception of such of the prominent ringleaders as had been guilty of 
deliberate murder ; and the Commission issued for the trial of offences under Act XI. of 1857 
was withdrawn. 

But the Rebels apparently did not comprehend the policy adopted towards them ; and 

thougli some few scattered individuals continued to come in 
Government tnisuoderstood make submission, the general attitude, especially in the 
South and South-Eastern Districts, was one of dogged resis- 
tance. This did not show itself indeed in any bold acts of aggression, but every opportunity 
was taken of harrassing small bodies of our Troops when they could be taken at a disadvantage. 
Government, however, persisted for a time longer in the attempt to persuade the Cossyahs 
into submission, suggestions of some of the Local Authorities to starve the people into 
surrender were decisively negatived, and all measures which would indiscriminately harass 
the whole people and confound the innocent with the guilty were absolutely. forbidden. 
The hope entertained that the mass o^the Rebels would accept the offer of pardon and 
return to their allegiance was not, however, destined to be at once fulfilled. They failed to 
understand the intentions of Government towards them, and encouraged by our forbearance 
they proceeded to adopt an aggressive attitude. The Magistrate of Sylhet reported an 
attack on the Guard at Jaflong, and the deliberate murder of two Police Officers at a 
place named Rustampore, while, on the Northern side, the Commissioner of Assam reported 
two natives to have been killed by the Rebels at the foot of the Hills.

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It became, therefore, necessary again to assume the offensive, and by one decisive and 
^ , vell-oriranized exhibition of overwhelming Military Force to

crush the Rebellion. With this view the 28th Native 
Infantry, then at Oowhatty, was directed to return to Jynteah ; the Detachments of the 44th 
Native Infantry, were recalled from Cachar; the Eurasian Artillery from Dacca were sent up 
with Mortars to Cherra, and the line Regiments were further re-inff>rced by two Battalions of 
Military Police, Uz., the Ist Battalion known as Rattray's Seikhs, and the Kamroop Regiment. 
The entire Force in the Hills, consisting of the Troops above enumerated, in addition to the 
2l8t Native In&ntry, was placed under the Command of Colonel Dunsford of the 28th 
Native Infantry. The Corps of Dhangur Coles in process of being raised for emplojrment in 
the Public Works Department was to bb placed, if necessary, for a time at the disposal of the 
Military Authorities, and steps were taken to organize a pony Corps for baggage and Com- 
missariat purposes. Major Haughton, the Officiating Commissioner of Assam, who was at 
the timp in the disturbed District, was ordered to assume .the direct Civil management of 
the Jynteali and Cossyah Country, and of all affairs connected with the rebellion, or the rela- 
tions of Government with the Cossyah Chiefs, the ordinary duties of the Commissionership 
being made over to Major Agnew, the Judicial Commissioner. Rewards were offered for the 
apprehension of Ookiang Nongba, the Rebel Dolloye of Jowai, and other leaders of revolt, and 
a new Commission under Act XI. of 1857 was issued in the names of Major Haughton and 
Captain Morton. At the same time .the Local Authorities were distinctly reminded that the 
object of Government was simply to chastise those actually in rebellion, and that the destruc- 
tion of villages and other property should therefore be avoided as far as might be consistent 
with the offansivc Military operations about to be undertaken. 


In December active measures commenced. The general plan adopted may thus be briefly 

described. Two Companies of the Kamroop Regiment occupied 
Plan o operation. Sylhct, and a party of the same strength was posted at Cachar 

to secure the van of operations. Another Regiment was stationed at Cherra, which was to 
be available also for furnishing patrols and moveable Columns, and for occupying such impor- 
tant posts to the west of the theatre of the rebellion, as Nungklow, Yeodo, Shillong, &c. The 
rest of the Forces it was proposed to employ jn following up the Rebels in every direction, and 
in occupying all the important posts in the Jynteah Hills. Instructions were also issued directing 
all who came and surrendered unconditionally should be pardoned, unless the crime 
of murder should be proved against them, but that all who should be caught in arms and in 
opposition to Government should be dealt with by the Compiissioners appointed under Act 
XL of 1859. 


The Rebels were altogether unable to make hca^ against the Force now brought to bear 

^d^n them, and on the 25th December, Lieutenant Sadlier, of 
Native Infantry, cleverly captured Ookiang Nongba, 
the chief leader and instigator of the rebellion. In January 
operations were commenced against the stockaded villages of the Insurgents. One after 
another they* either fell before the gallantry of our Troops, or were deserted by the Rebels 
without an attempt at defence. In these .operations the Mountain Train of Artillery 'was 
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lirand Ae greatest use.'« Little loss resulted on our side, thougli' imfortQaatel 7 , in 
the attadc on Nongbari, Colonei^ Bichardson, Commanding 44th Native Infkntiy, 'was 
severely woxinded, and Government thus for a time deprived of the services of that able 
Officer. Our operations in the South met with undeviatfhg success, culnunating in the 
capture of the strong stockade of Surtiang. From the moment of the . fall of that place 
the villages about b^n rapidly to submit; and' Major TheMhdl, who was sent north'wurd ^ 
by Colonel Dunsford, soon by his activity crushed the rebellion in that%iarter likewise. 
Before the end of March Colonel Haughton reported the rebellion at an end. The 28th 
Native Infantry were withdrawn, and the Kamroop Regiment is in course of absorp- 
tion into the new Police of Assam. At the close of the year under review all active oppo- 
sition had ceased ; the settlement of the disturbed villages was rapidly progressing ; the 
P)eoplc‘were re-building their houses and returning to the cultivation of their fields; the * 
arrears of Income Tax and House Tax were being gradually collected in money or in kind, or 
were being commuted to labor on the roads nowin course of construction; the new Civil 
Police was bqjing organized in the District ; and Captain Morton was making every effort to 
capture the two or three leaders, who with a few followers, still lurk in the jungles and 
refuse to submit. 


Causes of tbe rebellion. 


No causes for the rebclb'on, beside those noticed in last year’s Report, have as yet been 

traced. But tho statements of captured or submitted 
Rebels, and especially of Ookiang Nongba, who was seized 
by Lieutenant Sadlicr, condemned, and executed for rebellion, lead to the conclusion that 
the interference of the Police with the Pooja at Jallong was what struck the spark of revolt, 
though other causes, such as discontent at taxation, a natural longing for independence, the 
machinations of evil disposed persons, superstitious fears of interference with the national reli- 
gion, or the misconduct of our Native Officials, may have previously acted with varying inten- 
sity over the different classes of the community, to produce a restless and inflammable state 
of feeling. 


Colonel Haughton has been called on for a report after thorough investigation of the 

M«umre» taken for the introduction of out-break, and he is now engaged in col- 

civilization and order amoug the Cossyah lecting materials for that report.' Tho Commissioner has 

pcopiCi 

also been requested to submit a scheme of local administra- 
tion of which the main scope shall be, while adopting a simple plan of Government, suitable 
to the present condition and circumstances of the people, and interfering as little as possible 
with the existing institutions, to extend our intercourse with them, and endeavour to introduce 
among them civilization and order. As means to this end the Lieutenant- Goyemor has 
intimated that he considers education qnd roads of the highest importance, and the Deputy 
Commissioner has been, therefore, directed to submit an cd^^tional scheme for the Jyiiteah 
Hills, while application has been made to* the ^Government of India for the allotment of a 
special sum for the purpose of opening up roads in and through the District. 

It is hoped that the severe though self-entailed suffering, which the Jynteahs have 
undergone in the warfare which they forced upon us, will teach them the folly of revolt.

OUR RELATIONS WITH BHOOTAN: 

In the lasjgj^dministration Report the very unsettled and irritating nature of our 
. . relations with Bhootan was explained at length, and it was 

state of thing* on the Bhootan Fiontiar. ^ ' 

stated that a Mission to the Deb and Dhurm R^ahs of that 
country was in contemplation. The necessity for some such measure as a means of opening 
direct communication with the rulers of Bhootan, and coming to some clear understanding 
> with them, has received stiU farther proof during the past year. Fortunately the 
officers of Glovemment have been able to prevent any serious outrages by the Bhootanese 
within our Territories, but the state of anarchy which prevails on the other side of the Frontier 
is such as to give rise to continual uneasiness in the villages in the neighbourhood. In the outlying 
soubahships which march with our North-Eastern Provinces, the authority of the rantral govern- 
ing power seems to be little more than nominal. It is true that power delegates the Soobahs, 
but might is right in those districts, and the newly appointed representative of the Deb Rajah 
has generally to contest his j>ost with some rival. The defeated competitor, as a general rule, 
takes refuge within our Territory, and endeavours to embroil our subjects in his quarrel. Two 
instances of this occurred within the year under review. In one the refugee was a Soobah, by 
name Garrow Katma, who had to be removed from the Frontier to Gowalparah, to prevent him 
from enlisting British subjects in his cause. In the other case the Soobah of Mynagoorie, 
Sara Wong, compelled to yield to a successor appointed to supersede him, retired, after a struggle, 
to Gowhatty, where he was allowed to remain. After a time, however, he left, that place, 
and managed to muster a small body of followers, at whose head he encountered and defeated 
the forces of his rival, in an engagement fought at Choorabunder, just beyond our Frontier, and 
within view of the Deputy Magistrate of Titalyah and the Officer Commanding the Troops 
at Julpigoree, who had proceeded thither to prevent any aggression upon our confines. 

V 

But though the reasons for despatching a Mission to Tassisudan remain^ in the Lieutenant- 
Governor^s opinion^ as cogent as ever^ it h^ been found impossible to carry out the measure 
during the past year. Before sending an envoy it was necessary to ascertain the intentions of the 

Deb Bajah as to his reception^ and the messenger despatched 
^ despatehing a object by the Agent^ to the Governor-General on the 

North-East Frontier, did not return till November. Even 
then the reply he brought from the Deb Rajah was unsatisfactory and evasive. He complains 
of the stoppage of the payment of the Revenues of Ambarri Falacotta, and of the vagueness of 
the accusations of Bhootiah outrages in British Territory ; but treats the question of the 
Mission in a hurried and indefimie way, and endeavours to put the matter off by a promise to 
send Zinkaffs (Messengers) him^lf to Gowhatty. 

The Lieutenant-Governor, upon receipt of this intelligence, pressed for the despatch of a 
Mission at onee from Daijeeling as a starting point ; but the Government of India deemed it 
better to wait fof the arrival of the promised Zinkaff. No messengers, however, have yet 
arrived, end there is strong reason to beliefVe that, the promise to send them a mere excuse 
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for delay. The Government; of Bldia^^, therefore, been again addiesaed db the subject, and 
the despatch of a Mission is sti%im^ oonsideration. 


ESTABLISHMENT OP PBIENDLY BELATIONSJWriTH THE ABORS, 

The Abors, a wild people inhabiting the I^ills to the North of the yaHey had, 

from time to time, committed various raids mi the British 
our pM^audvflf^ **** ** villages situated in their neighbourhood. In December 1861, 

however, they began to extend the sphere of their operations ; 
and a party of men supposed to belong to the Meyong section of the tribe, actually 
crossed the Berhampooter, and plundered a Beheeah village within fifteen miles of Dibrooghur, 
killing twelve of our subjects. It was evident that some decisive measures were necessary to 
prevent a recurrence of such outrages. The previous flying expeditions into the Hills seemed 
rather to have'incited these wild people to further attacks upon our subjects. It was, therefore, 
proposed to take advantage of the cold weather of 1862-03, in order to occupy, for one season 
at least, a portion of the Abor territory, and, at the same time, to strengthen our defences 
by additional out-posts and lines of communication. 

Before this plan, however, could be carried out, the Meyong Abors expressed, of their 
* ^ .... , , „ own accord, a desire to be allowed to renew firiendly relations 

Overtures of reconciliation made by the ^ ' *' 

Meyong Abors, and terms of the engage- with OUT Government, and sent a message to the eflbct that, 
ineiit entered into with them. , , ^ 

, if their past oifences were overlooked, they would make their 

Bubmission, and behave peaceably for the fiiture. Without, therefore, abandoning the measures 
of defence already decided upon, Gx)vemment thought it right to take advantage of the better 
disposition of the Abors to avoid, if possible, the necessity for offensive operations. Accordingly, 
a friendly meeting having been arranged between th& Chiefs and the Deputy Commissioner of 
Luckimpore, an agreement was entered into, by which the Abors engaged to recognise the 
sovereignty of the British Government as extending up to the foot of their Hills ; to take no 
umbrage at the establishment of Military posts and the construction of roads, &c., on the 
Frontier ; to abstain from molesting our subjects, or making any hostile attacks on our villages ; 
and, in the event of a disagreement with our people, to refrain from taking the law into their 
own hands, and to appeal to the Deputy Commissioner for redress. We, on our part, agreed to 
permit the Meyong Abors to have free intercourse with the plains for trade or other friendly 
purposes, and also to pay to the Chiefs small allowances in kind, in order to enable them to keep 
up among their own people a small Police upon the Frontier, so as to prevent the passage of 
any one into our territory, with an unlawful object. 


The above agreement was concluded with the Meyong Abor Chiefs of the Monkoo, 

Bomkang, Bokoong, PadamaiH, Kemi, Lekang, Galong, and 

Similar engagementii entered into with - _ i j .v 

^^Dihang Debang Abors, and tho Meyong Ledoom Communities on the 5th November last. On the 

Abors of ebong. idem, a similar engagement was entered into with the 

Dihang Debang Abors of the Meybo, Padoo, Boomjeon, Silook, Bor, Bor Silook, and Toomkoo 

Padoo tribes; and again, on the SQth January last, the same terms were subscribed to by. the 

Kebong community of the Meyong Abors. 
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Friendly treaties having thus been expressly entered into vrith the several Abor tribes 

above named, there are good grounds for hoping that, the 
PMspect* of future pewe. tranquillity of the British Frontier in .that direction will, for 

the future, be less liable to disturbance. 


OUR REL#riONS WITH THE Al^GAMI NAGAS. 

Our rclii^s 'iFith the Acgami Nagas have been, for about ten jean past, of a 
Oiitrftfres committed by tho A ngamies on Diost Unsatisfactory Ghaxacter* lu the District of Nowgong 
oar Bubjectg. aloue, HO less than 120 residents have been killed, thirty- 

one wounded, and sixty-two taken captive by these savages. The atrocities last perpe- 
trated consisted of three distinct attacks made on our subjects in March 1862, within 
the short space of twenty-four days ; and marked, in two instances at least, with features of 
unusual and ominous boldness. The first outrage was committed on a Sepoy, who was deli- 
berately attacked and slain in broad day light, within 500 feet of a Guard House filled with 
his comrades ; his assailants getting^ off unharmed. In the next instance, the sufierers con- 
sisted of a party of seven elephant hunters, six of whom were slaughtered, and the seventh 
badly wounded. In the third case a village, within three quarters of a mile of the Guard 
House before alluded to, was attacked and plundered in open day, eight persons being killed 
and two children carried off. 


The annual recurrence of such atrocities, with almost unvarying certainty, ^rendered it 

imperative on the part of Government to adopt immediate 
for^pro^^Sng\?eir^ ^ measures for remedying the evil. Thq expedient of inter- 

dicting the Angamics from trading with the people of the 
plains had been tried, but had not succeeded, at least in the Nowgong District, to any 
extent. In fact, it had not even been found practicable to carry it out effectually ; and it 
appeared to the Lieutenant-Governor that the practice of punishing uncivilized tribes, by 
prohibiting them from intercourse with the plains, was one which was altogether unsound in 
policy, and that the contrary course of encouraging these wild people in every way to trade 
with our subjects, was likely to render them more amenable to reason and order, by convinc- 
ing them of the advantage of such intercourse. The orders previously given for shutting up 
the Doars have therefore been withdrawn* It is further intended to locate an Officer on the 
border to be in immediate communication with the Nagas, and for this purpose the Commis- 
sioner of Assam has been requested to select a suitable place for the establishment of an 
out-post. When a convenient position is fixed upon, and an Officer is appointed for the duty 
alluded to, the Chiefs of the Angamies will be invited to a friendly conference with him, with 
a view to induce them to agree to some scheme of administration, whereby it may become 
their direct interest to prevent their people from making raids into our territories, and to 
refer their disputes and^ievauces to him for decision and redress. 

T#E PACIFICATION OP BOAD. 


The outbreak in Boad tod the progress made in suj^pressing it were noticed in last year’s 
R^rt ; tod it was then stated that the country was rapidly settling down. Since the.evmts 
therein narrated lib subsequent disturbances have taken place.

t.he oppression exercised on the |^ui!^8wj|»}r the JKiyah of Boad, laid.partly to the turbulOTt 
ambition of some of the erebel leaders, having been completely suppressed, it remsined only 
to determine the sentences that should be inflicted on the ringleaders, to settle the. points 
in dispute between the Bajah and the Kundhs, and to distribute rewards to those whose aid 
or good service had merited distinction All this has been done. The ^wgleaders have 

been sentenced to impiisonnAt for tenns^ 
varying fix>m fourteen years^ transportation to 
one years^ simple imprisonment ^ rewards to the 
extent of about Bupees 1,200, have b^n distri* 
buted ; and the Boad Rajah has been mulcted in a fine of Rupees 1,000 towards the 
expense of suppressing the disturbance, and has, moreover, been distinctly warned that, in the 
event of fresh disturbances arising from similar causes, he vvoold not receive the support of 
Oovernment, but that other arrangements would then have to be made for the efficient adminis* 
tration of the country.

The probability, however, of any fresh disturbances breaking out in the same country may 
now be looked upon as extremely remote. The entire cost to Government of suppressing the 
outbreak amounted to Rupees 2,771. 

DISTURBANCES IN MUNIPORE. 


In June last an attempt was made by six Munipoorie Princes, who had hitherto resided in 

Attempt to aepo« the present* mjJ., ^achar District, to depose the present Rajah of Mumpore, 
and failure of the scheme. and sct up ono of thcmselves, named Meipak,in his stead. For 

this purpose they left Cachar with from 120 to 150 armed folloivers, and two small howitzers; 
but the Superintendent of the District, having received information of tiieir proceedings, 
despatched fifty men of the 44th Native Infantry after them, who overtook an^ attacked them. 
The rebels, however, made a detour at night, and without the knowledge of their pursuers, 
proceeded on to Munipore, and actually forced themselves inside the R^ah^s fortification, 
notwithstanding that it Was manned by 3,000 ,men. But the R^ah^s family being more 
bold than his army, the attacking party were repulsed, and three of their number killed^ 
one of whom turned out to be a mutineer of the 34th Native In&ntry. Subsequently 
three of the principal ringleaders of the rebellion surrendered themselves ; and these, under the 
orders of the Governor General in Council, have been made over to the Bajah of Munipore, 
to be tried according to the law and custom of the country^ 

THE HILL TRACTS OP CHITTAGONG. 

The establishment of a separate Superinten^ency in the Hill Tracts of Chittagong was 
^ noticed in the Administration Report for 1869-60, and the 

AtSSgJhe objects to be gwned by the arrangement were stated 

to be the repr^pn of the border raids so frequently com- 
mitted by the Kookiee on our subjects in their neighbourhood, and the adoption of measures 
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for civilizing both the Kooldei and our Hill-inen. The results of the endeavoow made hy the 
Superintendent during the year under review, were extremely &vorable. No. outrages, of any 
in’nW were perpetrated by the Kooldes, and a considerable traffioswas carried on by Ratton 
Fooea, the Chief of one of the KooMe Tribes, and his people, with the Bengalee traders at 
Kaesalong. Button Fooea had further assisted in carrying on negociations with the Howlong 
and Sylhoo tribes of Kookies, but the chie& of those tribes still held aloof from all overtures 
towards establiJ^ng friendly relations with them, and looked on the presents offered by the 
Superintendent as magic gifts intended to bewitch them, and requiring to be mred in the 
wind before they could be safdy accepted. 

Attempts, however, are being made to come to some such understanding with these tribes 
as has been arrived at by the ‘Assam Authorities with the Abors upon the North-East Frontier, 
by means of written agreements* , At present there is every prospect of success, and it is confi- 
dently hoped that the stability of the present tranquil condition of the Chittagong Hill Tracts 

will be insured by the measures now in progress. 

¥ 

The precautionary measures taken against incursion have consisted in the establishment of 

p™c«atioii.iy measan. tek«i i«<uB8t Kassalong, Bangamattefe, Comillah, and 

inroads. Manickchurree ; and the quietness of the Kookies has combined 

with a good harvest to improve the condition of the Hill-men^ who, but a short time ago, were 
sufiering severely from dearth of provisions. 

SUCCESSION TO THE RAJ OP TIPPERAH. 

Eshan Chunder Manick, Maharajah of Tipperah, died on the 1st of August 1862. Two 
claimants to the succession appeared, one Beer Chunder Thakoor, the uterine brother of the 
deceased, who also alleged that he had been nominated Joobraj, or heir apparent, by the Rajah, 
on the day befoj^ his death, and who was actually in possession of the Raj ; the other Neel 
iCissen Thakoor, half-brother of the late Rajah, who claimed to succeed on the ground of 
seniority, and of a decision of the Sudder Court, dated 14th March 1809, which, however, 
related, and could only relate, to the succession to the Tipperah Zemindaree. After a carefiil 
.consideration of all the circumstances represented by the claimants, the Lieutenant-Oovemor 
recognised Beer. Chunder Thakoor, as the defacto Rajah of Tipperah, leaving all other claimants to 
•establish their right, by a suit , in the Civil Court of Tipperali, for the Zemindaree of Roshunabad, 
which belongs to the Raj of Tipperah. 

TITLE OP RAJAH BEHADUR CONFERRED ON THE CHIEF OP NUSTBNG. 

The Rajahs of Nungklow, Moleem, and Khyrim, in the Cossyah Hills, having been 
acknowledged as dependent to the Britii^ Government, and each received the title of 
Rajah Behadur, as was noticed in previous Reports, Moot Sing, Rajal^ of Nusteng, whose 
Territory is.^tuated in the South-West portion of theiNCossyah Hills, and who is believed 
to be the most powerful of the senli-independent Chiefs in them, applied to Government for a 
similar re-cognition of' his authority, on condition of executing an agreement to the same 
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«ffise6 M Hiat «aiet«4 iato other C3se&.' l!lio LfebiMBtai-GoTenter at oaoe agreed to 
eompty with his leqaaat, it bang onuddaed deshable for several reasons to bind mcne 
closely to tiie intoests of the BrituAWovomment, espeoiaUy with a view to seimre » fmage 
through hit oonntty to that the QserOyn, which is contiguoas to it, in the event Of its 
becomingatanytimeneoefoaiyto tahfeoflhnsivemeasures againstthatlVibe. 'Hie C o nd i tions prOf 
posed to be subscribed to, had however, to be modified to some extent, to adapt them to the 
poeition and circumstaaoes of the Chief of Nusteng ; and by the time that this was done Moot 
Sing had died, and was succeeded by Been Sing, who had been didy elected by the Sirdars and 
eldera of Nusteng in his stead. The titie which it had been intended to coi^ on Moot Smg, 
was accordingly bestowed on his saocesscsr, on his subscribing to- the terms agreed to by the 
former.

SECTION XI.-TOUR IN 1862; 


Thb Lientenant'Govemor left Calcutta on tour on the 29th June. After spending some 
days at Bhaugulpore, daring which he inspected the unopened portion of the East India 
Bailway, as far as the Soane Bridge, he embarked on board the State Yacht Rotas, an the 9th 
July, and proceeded towards Assam by the Ganges and Jamoona Hirers, visiting by the way 
the Stations of Bauleah, (Bajshahye), Koosteah, Fubna, and Serajgunge. In Assam rile 
Stations of Gowalpara, Gowhatty, Nowgong, Tezpore, Bibrognrh, and Sibsaugnr were sneces- 
sively visited : the Assam Tea Company’s Plantations and Establishments at Nazirah idso, 
and some other plantations within reach of the Hirer at that season, were inspected. The 
practicability of the Hirer Kullung throughout its length, and of the Bikho from its mouth to 
Nazirah, for Steam Navigation during the rains was established. Hetuming down the Berham- 
pooter the Lieutenant>6oremor stopped at the Stariena of Jumalpore and Mymensingh, and 
proceeded thence, by the Hirer Luckia, to Bacca. After coaling at Bacca, the Koladyne, with 
the Rotas in tow, steamed up the Megna, Eossiara, and Barah Hirers, wit% the Lieutenant- 
Governor on board, to Cachar, and thence by the Soorma to Sylhet and Chuttack. At Chnt- 
tack the Lieutenant-Governor left the Rotas, and ascending the Cossyah Hills remained a short 
time at Cherra Pbonjee, and then, after visiting Bacca, returned to Bhaugulpore about the 
middle of September. In October the Lieutenant-Governor travelled along the new Imperial 
Hoad from Caragola Gbdt to the foot of the Sub-Himalaya% and thence up riie old Hill Hoad 
to Baijeeling, returning after a few days by the new Cart Hoad and the Settlement of Hope Town, 
to Kursiong, and thence to the Plains. Later in the season, in the month of Febmaiy, the 
Lieutenant-Govemor visited the Stations of Patna, Mozufferpore, (Tirhoot,) Mootehaiee, 
(Chumparun,) Chopra, (Samn,) and Arrah, (Shahabad,): and theiH after attending the Gkwemor 
General at the opening of the East Lidia Railway from Bengal to the North-Western Pro- 
vinces, returned to the Presidency. 

At all riie Stations visited during the year the laeutenant-Govemor met and converaed 
with the Offieers of the Bistrict, aiM many of the prhtdpal residents both Elfi s h and Narive» 
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* 

The infonnftfion obtained hy personal enquiries and pbs^tion Iteds to s eonwfe 

aoquamtanoe tritb JocaJ circamstaaceB, and a greater appremtion local u^ts than is other- 
wise possible, and thus tends materially to facilitate ptAlio business; vrbSe the oceasimal 
* presence of the head of the Local Gforemment gires confidence to the people, and encooragea 
District Ofllcers in the dischaige of tiieir duty.

Report by Captain E. Davidson, r. e.. Deputy Consulting Engineer to Government of Bengal, 
Railway Department^ on the accidents which have occur ed on Railways m Bengal 
durhig the year 1862. 

From the Returns sent in during the year, it appears that forty-five persons have been 
killed and sixteen injured during the past year. Of this number one killed and one injured 
were passengers, twenty-nine killed and fifteen injured were persons connected with Railways, 
and fifteen killed were persons unconnected with Railways. There have been forty-seven 
accidents during the year, forty. one with injury to life or limb, and six without. 

2. The information received has been thrown, for the sake of convenience, into a 
tabular shape. 

Table I shows the number of persons killed or injured from all causes during 1862. 

Ta])lc II shows the number of accidents that have taken place during 1862, and the 
causes of them. 

Table III gives the ratio of passangers who have been killed and injured from causes 
beyond their own control during 1862, to the number carried during that period. 

A Register (No. IV) shows the details of the accidents involving injury to life or limb 
during 1862, classified under the following headings : — 

A. Accidents to Passengers. 

B. Accidents to persons connected with Railways. 

^ C. Accidents to persons unconnected with Railways. 

A Register (No. V) gives the accidents to trains or portion of trains not attended with 
injury to persons, classified as follows;— 

D. Accidents appertaining to Rolling-stock and Road. 

E. Accidents appertaining to management of Railways. 

REMARKS. 

Accidents to Passengers. 

During 1862, one passenger trying to leave a train in motion was killed, and one passenger 
trying to enter a carriage after the train had started was injured. 

No Passenger Trains met with accidents during the year. 

Accidents to persons connected with Railways. 

There have been thirty ^cidents to these classes of persons, of which all but three proved 
fatal, and all but two were caused by the negligence or imprudence of the sufferers. Twenty- 
nine persons were killed and fifteen injured daring the year.

There were nine accidents of this kind during 1862, all occurring to trespassers, all 
fatal, and resulting in the death of fifteen persons. 

Accidents to Trains not attended with injury to persons. 

There have been six accidents of this character, two attributable to defects in the road and 
works, three to neglect of Pointsmen, and one to the efieot of a most violent storm at 
Raneegunge, which blew seventeen Goods^ Waggons off the rails, damaging three. 

On the 21th October a bridge of five arches of fifteen feet each failed during the night, 
from the action of a sudden flood undermining the foundations, and a Goods^ Train, consisting 
of Engine, Tender, and thirteen Waggons fell into the'^stream. No lives were lost, but the 
Rolling-stock was much injured, and the estimated cost of* repairing it was Rupees 20,500. 
Tliis accident has already been made the subject of a full report. 

Causes op Accidents. 

Every accident is detailed in the Registers. Of the total number of forty-seven, thirteen 
were purely acH^ideutaJ, two from defects in road, five ft*om negligence of Pointsmen, one from 
Government Policemen i)lacing a Trolly on the Line and using it, and twenty-six from inade- 
<|uately enforced regulations. 

Of this latter number twenty-six, thirteen accidents arose from men being allowed to 
attempt to cross the Line in front of Trains, one from Trollies being j)ermitted to be on the Rails 
without proper precautions, seven from meu being allowed to trespass, and five from miscella- 
neous causes. * 

These Returns do not seem to call for any special remark, but it will be observed that the 
hccdlessncss and apathy of Natives are the reasons for accidents in the great majority of cases. 

A Table (No. VI) will be interesting as a summary of the information regarding 
accidents that have taken place since the commencement of the Railway era in Bengal. It 
might be maintained year by year. 

4. The time has now come w^hen it would be judicious to introduce uniformity in all 
Statistical Returns regarding Railways, including those of accidents. At present no system 
is observed, lint each Presidency u.ses its own forms, some being unnecessarily difluse and others 
hardly complete. Tlie attention of the Government of India might be called to this want, 
which might be supplied on the Report of a Committee assembled to select and settle the 
forms in )vhich all Statistical Returns regarding Railways in India should henceforth be 
submitted.

The ordinary course of litigation was also similarly affeeted during the year 1862, 
by the promulgation of Act VII. of 1862 (B. C.), which, repealing Section 80 of Regu- 
lation TI. of 1819, enacts that all resumption suits should be transferred by Collectors for 
the adjudication of the Civil Courts. A very large number of intricate suits were, by this 
change, suddenly thrown upon the Civil Courts, which had hardly recovered firom the effects 
of the excessive litigation of the previous year^ and this necessitated the employment of 
Additional Judicial Agency in certain Districts, in order to prevent the accumulation of 
arrears. 

The numbers of suits pending before the ordinary Civil Courts at the close of tho 

years 1861 and 1862 were 1,06,735 and 42,568

Jessore exhibits 
the largest number of suits for real property on conveyance by Oift, Mortgage, or by Will. 
About'onc-half of the suits regarding dovries were instituted in Chittagong ; and nearly as great 
W a preponderance is shown in that District in the number of suits regarding cases of inheritance 
under the Mahomedan Law, the District being almost entirely peopled by Mahomedans. The 
greatest number of cases connected with the question of inheritance by Hindoo Law were in 
East Burdwan, Tipperah, and Dacca. Cases regarding adoption were almost entirely confined 
to Tipperah. In Fumeah, Midnapore, and Nuddea the suits for the resumption of invalid 
Lakheraj tenures were numerous ; and a large number of such oases had also been transferred 
to the Civil Courts under Act YU. of 1862 (B. C.) by the Collectors’of the 24>Fergunnah8, 
East Burdwan, Hooghly, Moorshedabad, and Jessore. In Backei^nge were instituted the 
greater number of suits regarding dependent tenures. Boundary suits were instituted prin- 
cipally in Chittagong, 24-Fergunnah3, and Dacca. Questions reg|ading religion, the right 
of priests, &c., were moat numerous in Bhaugulpore, Tipperah, Chittagong, and Sylhet. 
Suits to recover money embezzled were found principally in Midnapore. Suits regarding 
dealings in the staple products of the country abounded most in Backergunge, where there 
are very large marts for the exportation of rice and other articles of country produce.

The number of Appeals from decisions of Judicial 
Officers in the Extra Begulation Provinces decided on their 
merits in the Lower Courts was 2685 ;♦ and the TTi gh Court 
decided seven cases of Begular Appeal, and eighty*eight 
cases of Special Appeal during the year. 


The results of the^ litigation in. which Government 
was concerned during the year may be here briefly no- 
ticed. 

The total number of cases pending on the Ist of May 1862 was 884, of which 546 were 
Original cases and 838 were Appeals. During the year under review 438 cases were instituted 
in the Courts of first instance, and 249 in the Appellate (Jourts, making a total of 682 cases, 
which, with the cases previously pending, made an aggregate of 979 Original Suits and 587 
Appeals, or altogether a total of 1,566 cases. 

Of the Original cases 566 were decided in favor of Government, and 166 against it ; the 
total number decided being 732, which left 247 pending. Of the 166 cases shown as decided 
against Government nineteen were compromised, and in twenty-six cases the decisions against 
Government have been reversed in appeal; the actual number lost in litigation being, therefore, 
121. Of the Appeals 263 cases were decided in favor of, and fifty-four against. Government, 
making a total of 317 eases decided, which left 270 pending at the close of the year. Th|» 
total number of favorable decisions was 829, and the total number of unfavorable decisions 
220. The number of cases pending on the 80th April last was 517. In thirt|^three cases 
the Government were cast both in the Lower and Appellate Courts. 

The disbursements made on account of the law' charges of the Government during the 
year amounted to Rupees 19,657-4-1 in the Land Revenue Department, and Rupees 3,038-14-1 
in the Salt and Opium Departments, making a total of Rupees 22,696-2-2 

The realizations under decrees of Court have amounted to Rupees 13,602-1-11^ in the 
Land Revenue Department, and Rupees 4,337>0-6 in the Salt and Opium Deponents, 
making a total of Rupees 17,989-2-5^.

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The question of re^orgaailitig the Subordinate Judicial Service was taken into consi> 

deration during the The e;q)ediency of revising the 

"‘Varies of the Native Judges, and of readjusting them on a 
scale more in accordance with the importance and responsi- 
bility of their duties^ and of the position which they ought to hold in society, had been fully 
admitted on several previous occasions, but the state of the Finances had prevented an}rtfaing 
))eing done iii the matter, as every scheme of improvement necessarily involved a consider- 
able increase of expenditure. 

While nothing, however, had been done to improve the position and status of the 
Native Bench, the qualifications both of the Native Judges and the Native Bar had been 
subjected to much severer tests than had previously been insisted on. The clanns of the 
Subordinate Judicial Service were thus still further strengthened, and it became imperative 
on Government to bring the question to a final issue. 

The Lieutenant-Governor considered that, fully to meet the requirements of the case, 
no mere slight increase in the scale of salaries was necessary. He believed that what was 
wanted was a reform which would raise the character and standard of the Judicial Service 
generally, by enabling Government to recruit its ranks from a higher stratum of Native 
Society, and which would at the same time have the effect of qualifying the Native Judges 
for a seat on the bench of the highest Court in the country for which they are now eligible. 
To effect such a reform His Honor proposed a scheme the object of which briefly was to- 
amalgamate the whole Native Judicial Service and re-divide it into three classes, with distinct 
powers and salaries graduated in each class and from class to class, from Rupees 200 up ta 
Rupees 1,500 monthly, abolishing the Native designations and substituting the more intelli- 
gible nomenclature of Subordinate Judges of the Ist, 2nd, and 3rd class. The cost of the 
Service, as now constituted, amounts to Rupees 7,18,200 ; the cost of it, as it is proposed to 
be constituted, will amount ta Rupees 11,28,000 per annum. The proposal is now pending 
the consideration of the Government of India. As there was likely to be some delay in 
disposing the general question, the Lieutenant-Governor subsequently requested that that 
portion of it which provided that no Judicial pfficer should receive a lower salary than Rupees 
200, should at once be sanctioned. Since the close of the year the Government of India has 
given a partial effect to this recommendation by raising the salaries of the Moonsiffs ta 
Rupees 150 and 200 in the 1st and 2nd classes respectively. 

In consequence of the heavy accumulation of Rent Appeals upon the file of the Judge 

the 24-Fergunnahs, and the imperative need of sending that 
tkmffjudgw**^ Unoovenanted Addi- OflScer assistance in coping with these arrears, the Lieute- 
nant-Governor, in June 1862, decided, in the absence of 
any Covenanted Officer at once qualified and readily available for the duty, ta appoint Baboa 
Tarucknath Sen, Principal Sudder Ameen of the District, to officiate as Additional JudgOj^ 
under the provisions of the Statute XXIY. and XXV., Vic. Cap. LIV. The appointment 
was made provisionally, subject to the approval of the Secretary of State Ipr. India; and was 
cancelled again within a few months,, when the necessity in which it had originated no longer* 
continued to exist.. / 
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Under precisely similar circnmstoces<ifr.^H. S. .Tli 9 iiqMon, Jndga of th9 Small Cause 
Court; at Bongong, was appointed tAlilt prons^nally as Additional Judge of Backergttnge^. 
and this tippointment was subsequently confirmed by the Secretary of State. 


Calcutta Court of SiobU Causes. 


Tlie number of suits instituted in the Calcutta Small Cause Court during the' year tras 

88,581, and the amount of property under litigation ■uras 
Eupees 10,54,228. In the previous year the results were 
38,224 suits, for property amounting to Eupees 11,19,418. The decrease in the value of 
- property under litigation during the year under review was partly attributable to the 
adoption of a simpler procedtire in the Original jurisdiction branch of the High Court, which 
has left less inducement to litigants to adopt, oh groxmds of cheapness and despatch, the plan 
of foregoing a portion of their claim to bring it within the jurisdiction of the Small Cause 
Court. 


The financial results of the year show that the receipts of the Court from fees, &c., 
amounted to Eupees 1,54,599, while the expenses on account of Establishment and House- 
Eent were Eupees 1,08,060, leaving a balance in favor of Qovemment of Eupees 46,539. 


Throughout the past year Courts of Small Causes under Act XLII. of 1860 were held 

in Kishnaghur, Santipore, Chooadangah, Meherpore, and 
Small Cause Court* in tho Mofussa. Koostcah in the District of Nuddea j in Jessore, Magoorah, •’ 

Jenidah, and Narail in the District of Jessore ; in Kote- 
chandpore, which is partly in Jessore and partly in Nuddea ; in the Cities of Moorshedabad, 
Patna, and Dacca ; and in the Suburbs of Calcutta and Howrah. A Court was also held at 
Bongong up to the month of November 1862, when, in consequence of the small amount of 
business done in this Court, the Judge was transferred elrewhere, and the jurisdiction of 
the Court attached to that of Kishnaghur.

in the several Small Cause Courts during the year. 
Detailed Returns (A 2 and A 8) of the cost of these 
Courts and of the net income derived from institution fees are given in the Appendix. The 

totpl cost amounted to Rupees 2,81,928-9-7 ; and the 
total amount realized &om Stamp fees, after deduct- 
ing refunds under Section XXVI. of Act X. of 1862, 
was Rupees 1,20,208-4; so that the additional 
expense entailed on (Government during the year was 
Rupees 1,61,720-5-7. Against this sum, however, is 
to be set off an annual saving of Rupees 28,776, 
effected by the abolition of certain Subordinate 
Judicial Offices, which, it was thought, could be 
dispensed with, in consequence of the establishment 
of Small Cause Courts. The arrangement has, however, caused much inconvenience to 
suitors, and will of necessity have to be modified. None of the Courts were self-supporting, 
with the sole exception of the Suburban Court, the cost of which was Rupees 15,681, 
while its earnings amounted to Rupees 18,075.

The experience of the past one year and a half has also brought to light several imperfec- 
tions in the constitution and internal arrangements of 

Imperfections in the constitution and internal 

airangements of the Courts, and suggestions for thcsc Courts^ tnc remeoies tor Wiiicn nave been a 
iniproving th«D. Subject of Careful consideration to Government 

during the year. The defects complained of were chiefiy (1) the want of any effectual power 
of supervision on the part of the principal Courts, the Law leaving it entirely optional with the 
Subordinate Court to admit or refuse applications for a re-trial or to reserve points df Law 
for the decision of the Higher Courts; (2) the evil of divided supervision, introduced by investing 
Small Causes Court Judges with powers of a Principal Sudder Ameen, Magistrate, or Deputy 
Collector, and (3) the iigury to suitors arising firom the investiture of the Judges at out-Stations 
with the powers' of a Principal Sudder Ameen, and the consequent scattering of important 
and intricate suits among many Courts at nono of which was it possible to find thoroughly 
competent Pleaders for such cases. On the other hand the Judges also have been repoked 
by the High pourt to have worked, in their capacity of Principal Sudder Ameens, under < 
very serious disadvantages, so much so that it has been stated that less work was performed 
by two or three of them than is, and can be, ordinarily performed by one Principal Sudder 


Ameen located at the Sudder Station.

2nd . — ^That the Judges should be placed more effectually under the control of the 
Principal Judge where there is one, and that where there is no Principal Judge they shoidd be 
similarly subordinated to the Zillah Judge. 

3rd. — ^That applications for new trials should be heard, and new trials held by the 
Principal Small Cause Court Ju^e or the Zillah Judge, as the case might be, sitting with the 
Subordinate Small Cause Court Judge. 

4th . — ^That the du^ of Small Cause Court Judges should be confined to the adjudica* 
tion of Small Cause cases only, and that they should be relieved of all other duties. ' 


These propositions were before Government at the close of the year ; but it appeared 
to the Lieutenant-Governor that what was wanted was rather a thorough consolidation of 
the Judicial Establishments in every District, under the immediate control of the Zillah 
Judge, than a mere modification of the existing Smal] Cause Court arrangements, and a 
scheme with this object was under consideration close of the year. 

During the year the question Was raised as to how far the Clause of Act XXXVII. of * 

1855, exempting the Sonthal Pergunnahs firom the operation 
whidi mi^t be subsequently passed, was a 
valid restriction. It was decided that the restriction could not 
possibly be binding, in the very nature of things, and as a necessary consequence it fol- 
lowed that all general Laws of a later date must be treated as in force in the Sonthal 
Pergunnahs. The Rules for the guidance of the Officers employed in those tracts conse- 
quently came to require modification ; and at the close of the year a new set of Rules, 
in conformity with the altered view of the Law, was under consideration.

^^nnohs, ^ Chapters 8, 11, 16, and 17 of the Penal Code. 

Uuidwoa, I Patna. ^ Notification, dated 27th May 1862, afterwards extended 

the application of the system to offences falling under Chapter 18 of the Penal Code ; and 
again by a Notification, dated 13th October 1862, it was ordered that abetments of attempts 
to eommit any of the offences defined in Chapters 8, 11, 16, 17, and 18 were also to be tried 
by Jury. ' •< 

Materials for forming a judgment on the question of the working of the Jury system 
in the Districts to which it has been extended were being collected at the dose of the year. 
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The tot»l number of offenders 4>pi|g[iaided ond bvo)ight to trial dorii^ the yeaar, in the 

£AN» Begiriatu)n Provinoea, vaa 9,918, tO'21,897 iii the pre* 
ceding year; end of these, 6,87* were oonrioted and pun- 
ished, and 8,646 acquitted or dudiaxgod trithont being 
put on their trial. The number of persons tried for murder and culpable homicide was *19, 
for dacoity 2S*, for rribbery seventy-seven, for theft 1,437, for rape twenty-seven, for (^fences 
against the State one, and for offences against public tranquillity 183; the rest of the trials 
being for other miscellaneous offences, for the most part of a trivial character. 

A review of the sentences passed on the persons who were punished shows that twelve 
persons were sentenced to capital punishment, twenty-one to transportation, 613 to impri- 
somnent for terms varying from above six months to not exceeding sixteen years, f,658 to 
imprisonment for terms not exceeding six months ; while 3,974 were flogged, fined, or dis- 
charged on security. 

A Statement (B *.) in the Appendix exhibits these results in detail. 


The ihost important of the offences against public tranquillity was a disturbance 

committed in the District of Nowgong, by a party of men 
Disturbance in Nowgong. intoxicated witli drugs, who cut down one person, burnt a 

number of houses, and carried off a Dome girl by force. The offenders were followed up by 
the Deputy Commissioner in person, and a party of Sepoys, to a house in the out- 
skirts of the Town of Nowgong ; but, having resolved to die rather than surrender, they 
fought so obstinately that three of them were killed. The affaimhad no political significance, 
and was very generally condemned by the people. Some of the persons concerned in aiding 
and abetting in the outrage were tried, convicted, and punished.

Progress made in the onganization of the new 
Police in the Patna, Bhaugulpore, Chota NagporOi and 
Biii^wan Divisions. 


of Police in Bengal was noticed in last year’s Report. 
It is therefore only necessary to mention this year 
the progress that has been made in carrying out 
that system and organising the new Police. 


It was at first intended to commence operations primarily in the Patna, Bhaugulpore, 
Buidwan, and Bajshah^ Divisions ; but instructions were subsequently issued to begin with 
the Patna and Bhaugulpore Divisions only in Bengal, and the^Province of Assam. Further 
instructions were afterwards issued to extend the measure to the Chota Nagpore Division, and 
to the Districts of Buidwan, Bancoorah, and Beerbhoom, in the Burdwan Division. 


The operations in die Patna, Bhaugulpore, Chota Nagpore, and Burdwan Police Circles 
have been conducted under the immediate superintendence of Mr. Camac, the Inspector- 
General of Police. But the operations in the Province of Assam were conducted under the 
superintendence of Mgjor Baban, the Deputy Inspector-General of that Circle, who has |>een 
vested with the powers of Inspector-General» | 
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In the Patna, Bhangulpore, and Chota Nagpore Circles, and the Diatricta of Burdwan, 
Bancoorah, and Beerbhoom, each District has been divided into DWisions, Sub-Divisions, 
Out.Post8,"and Beats. A Division consists of one or more Thannahs, according to circum- 
Btances and local requirements; a Sub-Division conwponds generally with the pld Thannahs 
’ when not of very great extent or importance ; a Section is an out-Poat of a Sub-Divisipn, and 
edrresponds with the old Pharees ; and a Beat is such a portion of a Town, high road, or 
important thorough-fare aa has been allotted, where practicable, for the daily walk or super- 
vision of a Constable. 

A Statement (0 1.) in the 
Appendix exhibits the allot- 
ment of Officers and men to 
the several Districts of the 
Circles alluded to; and the 
Table on the margin shows the 
aggregate number of Inspec- 
tors, Sub-Inspectors, and Con- 
stables authorized- for each 
Division, and the proportion 
already enlisted. 

The actual annual cost of 
the arrangements for the three 
entire Circles, and the three 
Districts of the fourth, is esti- 
timated at Rupees 18,88,704, 
in the proportion noted on 
the margin. 

The progress made in^.enlist- 
ment has been very satisfac- 
tory in all the Districts of the 
Patna Circle, with the excep- 
tion of Behar and Sarun, num- 
bers of young men having 
come forwardfffir service. But 
this fiw not been tlie case 

in the Districts of the Burdwan and Bhaugulpore Circles ; and, though nearly the full 
authorized strength has been completed in them, the greater portion of the Force entertained 
is composed of up-country men, the Bengalees having evinced a dislike for anything 
at all resembling Military organization. There is no doubt, however, that this feeling will wear 
off, and the up-country men will then bo replaced by Natives of Bengal. Of the Bengal 
Military Police' Battalions the 2nd and 4th were broken up and distributed among the 
Districts of the Patna and Bhaugulpore Circles; the 9th in those of the Chota Nagpore 
Cirde ; and the 3rd in the Districts of Burdwan, Bancoorah, and Beerbhoom. Of the old 
Police about 35 per cent, volunteered an^. joined the New Police; but the regular drill 
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and strict disdplme under the new ip^stem ^ not suit thenij and at the dose of the 
year in several Districts not more than lOfer omit, remained in By»oei 

The distinctive feature of the new system consiehi in this tiiat ‘ tlw detailed mai|M|iflunitnt 
of the Police is vested, in every District where it has been introduced, in Ae 'Distriet.hu^> 
intebdent of -Police, and not as heretofore in the MagiatnAe, who has no authority now to 
interfere in the internal organizarion and disc^line of the Police, though he is stiU renfioa- 
sible for the general Police administration of his District. The ZMstrict Superintendenhi are 
of three grades, on salaries of Rupees 700, 600, and 600, respectively. Under these Officers 
there are three grades of Assistant District Superintendents, on salaries of Rupees 400, 800, 
and 200, respectively; four grades of Inspectors, on salaries of Rupees 160, 100, 76, and 50, 
respectively; four grades of Sub-Inspectors, on salaries of Rupees 40, 80, 20, and 16, 
respectively ft four grades of Head Constables, on salaries of Rupees 14, 12, 10, and 9, 
respectively ; two grades of Constables, on salaries of Rupees 7 and 6 respectively ; and 
Probationers on an allowance of 2 annas a day as subsistence allowance. 

A set of Rules has been framed by Government, which defines the power of the Police 
Officers in their several grades, explains the manner in which communication is to be carried 
on between the Magistrate and Police, and recapitulates all necessary instructions in 
regard to grades, accounts, and general duties, &c. 

For the proper training of the Police Officers and men Schools have been established in 
each District that has come under the operation of the new system, in which men o( all 
ranks are taught to read, write, and Icom their duty as Police Officers ; and these are gene- 
rally presided over by intelligent Inspectors or Sub-Inspectors, aiffi are said to be resorted 
to with eagerness by the Recruits. 

The entire charge of the Patna and Bhaugulpore Divisions was taken by the new Police 
on the Ist of July 1862 ; and of the Chota Nagpore Division and the Districts of Burdwan, 
Bancoorah, and Beesbhoom, in the Burdwan Division, from the 1st of October. 

In the Assam Circle operations were comm^ced first in the Cossyah Hills, where owing 

rebelUou-then only partially checked-a re-organi- 
a«w Poiiot in Aaaam. zatiou of the Police seemed most urgently called for. No 

difficulty was experienced here in obtaining good Recruits-; for. though the old Police evinced 
a dislike to continue service under the stricter discipline prescribed by the new scheme, the 
Cossyai^population were l!>und, eager to enlist; and signal services were rendered by the 
Police thus raised in the final suppression of the disturbances. Several Cossyah gentlemen of 
good family have been admitted into the higher grades. 

The organization of the new Police has also been steadily proceeded with in all the 
Districts of Assam Proper, with, the exception of Sibsagur, to which no District Superin- 
tendent has yet been appointed.. In Gowalparah there was no Military body or local Force to^ 
form a nucleus, for the new Police, bpt Recruits were easily obtainable, and, the lower grades 
are reported to have been nearly filled. The same facilities did not exist in Ramxoop, 
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but tvo>tliiida of the sanctioned strength was oomideted ^ iibspi]^^ old Police. 
In Nowgong the operations proceeded at a somewhat slower fate, owing to the &ct of three 
BUCcessiTe District Superintendents being compelled fev^ to 'qmt' 3ic$r post. Operations 
having been thus frequently interrupted, and the men composing the dd Nowgong Militia 
found utterly worn-out and uaeleas, the Force aDliatejdjn that Diatckt ap to the dose 
of the year stood at less than two-thirds of the sanctioned etrength. In Imckimpore < nearly 
four-fifths of the authorized strength has been already enlisted ; but the progress in Dnming 
has been slower, as Becruits are there obtained with difficulty. 

Among the difficulties experienced in Assam in enlisting Becndts, Miq<»r Babsn states 
that the higher classes of the people have a very strong objection to undergo the course of 
instruction in drill required under the new system, and' that the lower classes are lamentably 
ignorant, and at the same time suffidently well off in life to be heedless of the^ducements 
held out in the grades of service open to them. 

In Gkmalparrah and the Cossyah Hills full charge was assumed by the new Police from 
the let of October last ; in Dumii^from the Ist of November ; in Kamroop and Luckimpore 
from the 1st of December, and in Nowgong from the 1st January 1868. Charge has not yet 
been taken of the Seebsagur District.

In the Bhaugulpore and Patna Circles alone has it been possible yet to obtain any 
ConpftrfttiTe working ^ thn now lyotem in iiho statistics in respect to the comparative efficiency 

of the new Force as a preventive and repres- 
sive of crime. The annexed 
Table shews the comparative 
working of the new system in 
those two Circles, as far as the 
number o^ convictions obtained 
is a test. But such a test is 
not conclusive by any means. 
The comparative results as 
to recovery of stolen pro- 
perty in the same two 
Circles are also given in the 
mar^. Thece figor^l as .fiur 
as the very inipet&ct. data 
sjbw of a .ofmduaiQn being 
reached, show that the new 
Police have . on the whole 
worked not inefihdently, in

On the whole, however, the results are fiir from discouraging, and it is hoped that wgrt 
year will conclusively show that the change has been one for good. 


it was mentioned in last year's Keport that the Govonment of India had pennitted the 
The Police. retention of the Military Police in Bengal only as a tens- 

porary arrangement, till the Civil Police was completely 
organized. This Military Police consisted of one Cavalry Corps, ten In&ntry Battalions, 
and seven Local Levies. Of these the first, or Behar Irregular Cavalry, was disbanded in 
October 1862, and the men absorbed in the Civil Police of the Patna, fihaugulpore, Chota 
Nagpore, and Burdwan Circles, Out of the ten Battalionf it has been found necessary to 
keep up for the present the 1st (known as Battray's Seikhs), and that Corps is now employed 
on the North'East Frontier; the 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 6th, 9th, and 10th have already been broken 
up, and incorporated with the new Police in different Districts ; the 7th was disbanded in 
1861 ; and the 6th and 8th are now undergoing the same process, those of 'the Ofiicers and 
men, who are fit and willing, being drafted into the new Police. Of the Levies three, vis., 
the Kamroop, the Kookie, and the Seebsagur Levies are in course of disbandment, and incor- 
poration with the Assam Police ; the Khoond Mai Sebundies are likewise under orders for 
disbandment and absorption in the Cuttack Police; while the Sumbulpore Sebundies have 
been transferred to the Central Provinces, and the Dmjeeling Sappers and Miners to the 
Public Works Department ; but no final orders have yet been giv«i in regard to the Bhaugul- 
poreHill Bangers, the course to be taken in respect of them being still under the considera- 
tion of His Excellency the Governor General. 

Besiks the ordinary duties of Escort, Treasury Jail, and other miscellaneous guards 
performed by all the Military Pc|h!0 Corps, the Ist Battalion did active service during the 
ye4r with the Jynteah Fidd Force, and is still employed on the North-East Frontier; the 
6th was employed in protecting the Chittagong Frmttier, against the inroads of the wild HHl 
Tribet in that neighbourhood; the 8th supplied Detachments for Field service agamst the 
,Khoonds ; and the 9th foteaed part of the Force which proceeded to Sumbulpore, under 
MiQor Battray, fbr tiie capture of Soomnder Sahie and other Bebel leaders, who eventually 
surrendered themselves. A pCrtion of the Kookie Levy also performed good service m . 
Guuds on the'Cossyah Frontier, and in acting as a check on the Looshaies, 
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Dtooity in ' The Statement on the

But various considerations, chiefly arising from dianges in the Law and the constitution 
of the Police, have led to the conclusion that the Dacoity Department, as at present consti- 
tuted, ought not any longer to be retained. Although at the outset it did undoubtedly check 
Dacoity in several Districts, yet its operations of late years do not show that it has retained 
its repressive force. Its constitution was at best somewhat anomalous, involving an exercise 
of Judicial and Police functions by a Magisterial Officer having exceptional powers under 
little control or supervision ; and the introduction of #e new Police seems to offer a fitting 
opportunity for attempting to bring the detection and prevention of crime of att kinds within 
the scope of the duties of a real Police Department, leaving the Judicial enquiry in this, as in all 
other crimes, to the ordinary Tribunals. It is therefore in contemplation to abolish the office 
of Dacoity Commissioner for Bengal as a separate and independent Department, care being^ 
at the same time taken to ntiliae the special knowledge of Dacoity possessed by the Officers 
hitherto employed in the Dacoity Department by transferring them to the Police, where they 
are to' form the nnclens of a detective Force.

1869 waa mainly aacribed to the atiU unaettled state of the Diatricta conaequent on thb e(m- 
volaiona of 1867-58. In the following year the number waa only twenty-aeren, while since 
then there haa been an increase of one Dacoity per annum on the number in each preceding 
year. These results do not show that any great advantage haa been derived from the Com- 
mission in dealing with the crime ; in fact it was shewn that during the past year, an expenMve 
special establishment was employed in the sole duty of enquiring into nine cases of Dacoity, 
in only two of which convictions have been obtained, and in one of these only one person was, * 

convicted, aud he was captured by the villagers at the time of the Dacoity. As the new 
Police has been already introduced in all the Districts of the Patna Division, there exsists 
apparently no further necessity for keeping up in them an expensive special establish- 
ment for the purpose of repressing the crime of Dacoity. The office of Dacoity Commis- 
sioner in Behar has therefore been abolished. 


The office of Boundary Commissioner was created in 1863, for the purpose of adjusting 

and defining the boundaries of the various Civil and Criminal 
B«44jiirtment tt Th»nii«li »nd Sub- jurisdictions in the Lower Provinces, in connection with the 

operations of the Revenue Survey. The general principles 
upon which this re-adjustment was being carried out were noticed in detail in the Report for 
1860-61, in reviewing the progress made up to that time in the Nuddea Division ; and it was 
then stated that the whole of the Nuddea Division, including the Districts of Nuddea, 
Jessore, and the 24-Pergunnahs, had been sub-divided into twenty-one Magisterial jurisdic- 
tions, inclusive of the Cantonment Joint Magistracies of Barrackpore and Dum-Dum, and 
the Sub-Division at Sealdah, in the Suburbs of Calcutta. These separate jurisdictions have 
ftw been in foil working order for two years. , By a recedt re-arrangement the boundaries 
of some of the Sub-Divisions have been revised, and one of the Sub-Divisions, namely that 
at Kotechandpore, has been abolished, while another has been created at Bagirhaut. In the 
Districts of Nuddea and Jessore further facilities to suitors have been afforded by the 
establishment of Sub-Divisional Small Cause Courts, and by making the jurisdictions 
of Moonsiff’s counterminous with the Sub-Divisions. Lastly, the boundaries of the Thannahs . 
have b ee n re-adjusted througho^the entire Division, to suit the necessities of the Sub- Divi- 
sional .ehem^ ; and a Notificatim has been published in the Calcutta Gazette •giving full 
information in regard to the boundaries which have been finally adopted both for Sub- 
Divisimu and Thannahs. 


In respect to the other Divisions nothing definite has been done beyond the adoption of 
jtfelifDinary measures jfer carrying out the scheme. The operations in the Patna Division are 
nearly completed, instructionB having been issued to sub-divide the entire Division into nineteen 


'#■ 
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Magiftterial jurisdictions. The boundaries of these Sub'Divisioas have beat detmnined^ and 
the sites for their Head-Quartets decided upon. It only remains to erect boildinga in the new 
Sub-Divisions, and to appoint Officers. The boundaries of the fihaugulpore Division haigp 
also been adjusted. 


The Statements (C 2. and C 3.) in the Appendix exhibit the nature and number of heinous 

crimes ascertained to have been committed in Calcutta and its 
CaicaUB and Subarbaa Police. Suburbs, during the year. The number of persons who passed 

through the hands of the Police was 25,691, of whom 16,953 were convicted, 7,678 acquitted, 
and 1,060 released without being brought to trial. Property was robbed and stolen to the 
amount of Rupees 1,73,094, of which property to the value of Rupees 60,599 was recovered. 


The appointment of Honorary Magistrates in Calcutta was noticed in the Report for 

1860-61. The Honorary Magistrates sat regularly for the 
Uonotaty Uagiitratei. decision of Conservaucy cases throughout the year. They 

also afforded much assistance in the administration of justice by taking the places of the 
Stipendiary Magistrates, when these latter were prevented by sickness firom attending their 
Courts ; and on one occasion, during the absence of a late Stipendiary Magistrate, his duties 
were most satisfactorily performed by the Honorary Magistrates for nearly two months. 


Thefts in the Fort having become very numerous owing to the want of any efficient 

EataUichment of . Civil Polio, in tbe investigations into the cases which occurred. 

Port. being for the same reason usually futile, the following ar- 

rangements were made in communication with the Military Authorities to remedy the evil. 
One European and one Native Police Officer, with fourteen Chowkeydars, were quartered in the 
Fort, forming a Sub-Section of the Coolie Bazar Police Section, wd remaining imder the 
control of the Police Inspector of that Section, the Superintendent of the Division, and the other 
superior Officers of Police. The European Police Officer was, however, directed to submit 
a daily report to the Fort Adjutant, or any other Officer who might be named for the purpose 
by the General Commanding the Presidency Division, and also to obey his instructions as 
far as practicable ; but it was provided that the Police were not to be interfered with by tl^ 
Military Authorities in the performance of their proper duties. 


PRISON DISCIPLINE. 

Thirteen Jails and four Lock-ups were visited by the Inspector-General of Jails 
’ . during the year, two of the Jails, viz., those of Patna and 

Inspection oi Jails. Bhaugulpore, having been visited twice. 


The total number of prisoners in custody was 74,338, of whom 68,135 were admitted 

during the year. In the preceding year the total number

The Council of the Lieutenant-Covemor of Bengal for making Latra and Begnlations, 
having been summoned by proclamation, met on the 8tii November 1862, and continued to 
meet from that date, at intervals, till the 16th May 1863, when the Council was adjourned 
sine die.

Persons contracting to supply laborers, and those who act as Recruiters for engaging them, are 
required to be licensed by Superintendents of labor transport, who, as well as Medical Inspec- 
tors of laborers, are to be appointed by the Government. Contractors are directed to maintain, 
under the inspection of these Officers, dep&ts for the reception of laborers, who, on making 
their engagements with Recruiters, are required to appear with them before a Magistrate, or, if 
in Calcutta, before a Superintendent. The terms of the engagement are to be explained, and 
the names of the laborers are to be registered, by one of these Officers ; and they are to be 
forwarded to a depot, where they are to be examined by a Medical Inspector. The Act 
requires that a contract shall be signed by each laborer, and by some one on behalf of his 
employer, in the presence of the Superintendent, by whom it is to be explained ; and directs 
that an abstract of it shall be registered, and a copy be sent to the Magistrate of the District 
where the service is to be performed. Contracts for a longer period of service than five years, 
are prohibited. Provision is made for the licensing and victualling of Steamers and Boats 
carrying parties of laborers, and that each party shall be accompanied by a certain proportion 
of females. The laborers are to be landed under the supervision of the locAi Magistrate, assisted, 
if necessary, by the Medical Officer of the nearest Station. The Magistrate is required 
to report their arrival, and* to make arrangements, if necessary, for forwarding them to the 
place of their destination.

X^SVIII of 1866 (for appointing Municipal Commis- 
sioners and for levying rates and taxes in the Town of 
Calcutta) a Corporation consisting of all Justices of the 
Peace for Bengal^ Behar, and Orissa^ resident in the 
Town of Calcutta/ and all Justices of the Peace for the 
Town^ with a paid Chairman to be appointed by the Go- 
vernment. The provisions of Act XXV of 1866 (to comprise in one Act the provisions necessary 
for the assessment and collection of Municipal rates and taxes in the Town of Calcutta^ &c. J 
are adopted^ with some amendments^ by this Act^ and the taxes^ before leviable under Act 
XXyill of 1866^ upon houses and buildings, and upon horses and vehicles, are increased in 
amount. A license tax upon professions and trades, carried on in Calcutta, is added. The funds 
to be raised by the Corporation are to be administered under a system of Account and Audit, 
and Budget estimates of income and expenditure are to be submitted to the Justices every year 
by the Cliairman. The Corporation, with the sanction of the Government, are empowered to 
carry out a system of drainage and of works for the supply of water, and to construct wharves 
upon the banks of any river or canal, within the Town, on any such property becoming vested 
in them. For works of permanent utility the Corporation, with the sanction of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, are authorised to raise money by debenture on the security of the rates and taxes 
leviable by them. The provisions, so far as they relate td Calcutta, of Act XIV of 1866 (for 
the conservancjr and improvement of the Towns of Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay) are 
re-enacted with amendments, and the Act directs the registration of births and deaths, and the 
taking of a census.

On the 8th of November 18C2 a Committee was appointed to consider all proposals which 

might be made for altering or adding to the Rules for 
the conduct of business at meetings of the Council, 
with reference to a Despatch from the Secretary of 
State for India of which a copy had been transmitted 
for the information of the Lieutenent-Govemor. The Committee made a report on the 8th of 
January, proposing certain amendments in accordance with the suggestions of the Despatch, 
which were adopted by the Council on the 14th February. It was then proposed, and carried 
on a division, that a Rule should be inserted to enable any person, whostf private interests 
might be affected by any pending Bill, to be heard by himself, or his Counsel, on the subject 
of that Bill. This became Rule XVII of the revised Rules, which received the Lieutenant- 
Goverifor^s assent on the 18th of the same month. His Excellency the Governor General, 
under Section 48 of the Statute 24 and 26 Victoria Chapter 67, disallowed Rule XVII. 


The Bill for regulating Public Conveyances in the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta, read in 
Council on the 12th April 1862, was reported on by the Select Committee, to which it had been 
referred, on the 27th November of the same year. The Report was subsequently taken into 
consideration, and the Clauses of the Bill, as amended by the Select Committee, were settled by 
the Council on the 14th February 1863. No further proceedings have been taken with regard 
to this Bill.

The^sale of one Mehal in Backei^nge included in the above Return has since, in 
consequence of an informality in the advei^isemcnt pf sale, been cancelled, which will reduce 
the price realized by Rupees 3,81,000. The above figures include 228 whole Estates and 
107 sbarcaof Estates in Behar and Shahabad confiscated in consequence of the late dis- 
tui;bances of 1857-58. The jumma of these, at the time of confiscation, was Rupees 66,164, 
and th^t of the npw settlement, jpade prior to sale, was Rupees 1,99,297 ; the price realized 
was Rupees 13,83,006. There remain to be sold altogether about 3172 Estates.

materially modifying the Resolution necessitated a* corresponding modification of the Rules. 
Accordingly a set of Rules was published in AugU8t’1862. These, as afterwards supple- 
mented in points of detail, regulate the mode of application for sale, the survey, and de- 
marcation, the sale and conveyance, and the manner of payment of the purchase money, of 
all future grants of Waste Lands ; and provide for the redemption of the revenue assessed on 
grants already made for a term of years under previously existing . Rules. A list of lands 
%) be reserved fix)m sale^ is in the course of publication. 

These Buies had no retrospective tendency^ and it was laid down that lands for the 
purchase of which application had been made under the Resolution of 17th October 1861^ 
should^ if the application had been duly registered^ be dealt with in accordance with the 
terms of the said Resolution so far as the Law allows. And on this liberal principle several 
applications for grants in Darjeeling, which had been somewhat irregularly admitted by the 
Local Officers, were nevertheless held to be bond fide arrangements concluded before the 
publication of the Despatch of the Secretary of State, and as such exempted from its oper- 
ation, and the sale of such lands was allowed to proceed 'under the terms of the Resolution of 
17th October 1^?61, provided all the formalities enjoined by that Resolution were duly 
observed. ♦ 

A Statement (D 2) in the Appendix exhibits the grants of Waste Lands made under the 

Rules prevailing prior to the issue of the Rules above alluded 
the^oiT^d ifew^Kuies ^"*^”^** another Statement (D 3) shows the sales which have 

taken place under the new Rules in Darjeeling and Assam. 

In Cachar there have been no sales under these Rules, 

The result of the sales in Darjeelfhg was most satisfactory, the total area sold being 
31,915 acres, and the price obtained Rupees 5,65,897-12-2. The highest price paid was 
Rupees 30 per acre ; the average price RupeefS 17. In Kamroop the total area sold was 
10,566 acres, and the price obtained Rupees 27,025-4-7. 

Besides the sales noticed above eight lots wore sold in Darjeeling under the old Rules, 
at Rupees 10 an acre, for Rupees 69,130 ; and thirteen locations, with one farming lease, were 
sold for Rupees 14,400 under the local Rules in force. Two grants were also redeemed at 
Rupees 2-8 an acre, under exceptional circumstances, for Rupees 9,660. 

The circumstances under which a suit was instituted by Mr, Rundle, for enforcing what 

he considered a contract entered into by Government to 
The caie of Messn. Riudlo and Deaio. 50)1 certain Waste Lands in Daijceling at Rupees 2-8 per 

acre, may be briefly noticed in this place. On the 31st De- 
cember 1861 Mr. Deiijre made an application to the Superintendent of Daijeeling for 1,000 acres 
of land, under the Resolution of the 17th October 1861. On the 3rd January following he 
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tendered and deposited in the Treasury Supees 2,50p, which he stated were for the 1^000 acres of 
he had applied for ; and be took this occasioh to request that the Title Deeds of 500 acres 
be in favor of Mr. Bundle. The payment i>f the money was unsolicited, and the Super« 
intendcnt of Daijeeling received it <m account, and not in full payment for the land ap]diedfor, 
granting a receipt worded accordingly, .^t this time the Superintendent of Daijeeling had 
no authority to assign Waste Lands to any person on any terms other than those contained in 
the Rules of 1859; and no guarantee whatever was given that Messrs. Deare and Bimdle 
were to obtain the land at Rupees per acre, the only communication made by the Super* 
inteudent being the receipt granted for the money paid on account. From his reply to other 
applicants, it was clear that the Superintendent knew well that he had no power to make 
grants under the Resolution of October 1861. Messrs. Bundle and Deare, at their own risk, thei^ 
took possession of the land, and without any authority commenced operations thereon. As 
by this proceeding they had exposed themselves to loss, the Government, to obviate all appear- 
ance of dealing hardly with men who had apparently a mistaken notion of the extent and scope 
of the Resolution of the Government of India of October 1861, offered to allow them to purchase 
the lands at the rate of Rupees 10 per acre, the minimum price at which Darjeeling lands could 
be sold at the time when their applications were made ; but this offer was rejected by them, and 
thereupon the land was advertized for sale and sold for Rupees 20 per acre. A suit was now 
brought against Government by Mr. Bundle, "for the specific performance of a certain agree- 
ment for the sale of Waste Lands, for the execution of grant thereof, and for an itjuuction." 
This has been thrown out in the High Court, though probably it will be re-instituted in 
another form.

is not available, all forest lands, or lands on which valuable timber is growing, have been 
ordered to be reserved for the present, till the list of the lands to be reserved is completed. 

The results of the resumption and settlement of Fisheries are exhibited in detail in 
R«un.ption »d of FUherie.. » Statement (D 8) in the Appendix. Sixty-one blocks were 

settled during the year for Rupees 7,919. Of twelve suits 
instituted under Regulation II. of 1819, four were decided in favor of Government, four in 
favor of individuals, and four struck off. 

The Districts in which applications for the sale of Waste Lands promised to be most 
Sw«y of Aeuni, Cwhar, Sylhot, md numerous were Assam, Cadiar, Sylhet, and Darjeeling. It 

DwjoeiiDg. . became desirable consequently to arrange for the Waste 

Lands in these Districts being surveyed, as-a necessary preliminary to thedr allotment, and the 
following arrangements have been made with this object during the year. 
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In Assam a complete and detailed re-&;wrey of the whole Province was found necessary ; 
but owing to the vast extent of country to be surveyed, the resources of the Department were 
found insufficient to undertake the work at once. It was decided, therefore, that a Detachment 
from the 4th Division should be organised into a separate survey party, to undertake in the 
first instanee only a desultory survey of the Waste Lands, and that, as each party now occupied 
in Bengal becomes available, they should be throwui into Assam to carry on the re-survey of 
the whole Province. 

The survey of Cachar and portion of Sylhet, has been made over to the party who were 
already at work in the Sylhet District. 

Por the sunxy of the Darjeeling grants a Detachment of the 2nd Division was detained 
for some months, and subsccpiently a party was organised under a cpialified Assistant to 
complete the work. To this party'also, with an increase in its strength, the duty of survey- 
ing the Tcrrai lands was subsequently assigned. 


CUSTOMS.

A Statement (E 1) in tlic Appendix sliows the amount of Customs Revenue realized in 

Calcutta, and at the ports of Chittagong, lialasorc, Cuttack, 
and Poorce, together with the charges incurred, and the not 
Revenue derived during the year. The total net Revenue amounted to Ru])ccs 2,!)i),73,7!)o, 
to Rupees 2,00,80,728 of the previous year, and shows, therefore, an inercase to the extent of 
Rupees 20,08,005 or .t200,800, of which no less than Rupees 20,70,285 or .t207,028 ^vas 
for the port of Calcutta alone. 


The gross collections of the port of Calcutta amounted to Rupees 3,08,90,518,* and the 

gross charges to Ru})ees 9,38,850, leaving a net Reve- 
nue of Rupees 2,09,51,062, to Rupees 2,09,7*2,377 in 
the preceding year.

The result above indicated was mainly owing to the 
very large clearances of imported Salt during year, the

against 45,92,700 maunds in the preceding year, wdiilc the duty paid wms Rupees 2,02,66,601 
to Rupees 1,49,00,122 in the previous year. The increase under this head is of course to a 
great extent balanced by a falling off in the Salt Revenue.

continued to be lc\icd at the rate of 10 per cent., a practice which was stated to have checked 
the clearance of this class of Goods. The inequality, however, has been remedied since 
the closing of the year, it having been determined that all Goods manufactured in the 
piece, whether imported in piece or cut, arc hereafter to be admitted at the lower rate 
of 5 per cent, ad valorem ; and the excess duty which was levied under a contrary ruling 
has been ordered to be refunded. 


The falling off in Customs duty on Piece Goods alone amounted to Eupees 22,09,709, 
the total duty under this head during the year being Eupees 25,84,698, to Eupees 48,54,467 
in the preceding year. There was also a falling off in the amount of import duty levied on 
Twist, to the extent of Eupees 1,55,990; in that on metals, to the extent of Eupees 16,941; 
and in that on Malt Liquors, to the extent of Eupees 1,15,102. On the other hand Wines

It was observed in last year’s Report that the strong prejudice which the people of India 
had hitherto maintained against the Liverpool boiled Salt, had rapidly disappeared before 
tluj low prices at which, owing to the cheapness of freights, and to the want of other 
(Cargoes, English Salt had lately been available in the Calcutta markets. Simultaneously with 
this tendency to increased clicai)ncss in English Salt, the manufacture of Government Salt 
showed a constant tendency to become more expensive ; and at the commencement of 1862-63 
Liverpool Sajt had, in consequence, complete possession of the market. It was pointed out 
at the same time that, so long as Government Salt was sold at the cost price, in addition to a 
fixed duty which was the same for all descriptions of Salt, the Government would be in no 
degree pecuniarily interested in tlicir manufactured Salt being consumed in preference to that 
exported from Liverpool, while, on the other hand, it was obviously for tlic benefit of the com- 
munity that the cheapest Salt should be also the most widely consumed. These considera- 
tions all tended to the conclusion that Government might ultimately dissolve its connection witli 
the Salt manufacture ; but in regard to the possibly temporary nature of the causes which led 
to the unprccedcntly low prices of Liverpool Salt, and on the other hand to the obligations 
which Governnient hiid by engaging in the manufacture incurred of providing a sufficient 
supply of Salt to meet all contingency, it was considered exi)edicnt not to retire too sud- 
denly from the manufacture, but greatly to contract it, and ■while ensuring a supjdy ecjual to 
the sales of the past year, to allow the foreign Salt trade every facility for establishing 
itself on a firm and permanent basis. 


With this object in view, in deciding upon the course to be adopted in the manufacturing 
season of 1862-63, it was dt;t(jrniiiied that the Chittagong Salt Agency should be closed ; the 
Hidgellee and Tumlook Agencies were imitcd under one Officer ; the manufacture of Kiir- 
kutch or solar evaporatcMl Salt was stopped ; and of boiled Salt the manufacture was limited 
to 9,00,000 niaunds. Rides were at the same time drawn up for enabling private persons 
to continue the manufacture, should they wish to do so, under the Excise system, and for 
transferring to them such portions of the Salt Agency lands no longer required by Govern- 
ment, as might be applied for. 


In January the Budget Estimates for the ensuing year came under the consideration 
• stock ... 8^“^ of <^ovemmcnt. Prom the information then supplied, it ap- 

Hond^l StJt 33i „ pearcd that, while the annual consumption was estimated at 

about 75 lacs of maunds^, tlierc were at that time no less than 1 15^ lacs of maunds* on hand, 
equivalent to one and a half years’ consumption. The importations during the year had been 
about 50 lacs of maunds up to that date. It was obvious that one great element of 
insecurity in the amount of shipments would be removed by the retirement of Government 
from the market, and that the trade might now be considered to be established on a secure 
basis. In this’conviction the Lieutenant-Governor determined, in communication with Sir’C. 
Trevelyan, to leave the supply of Salt in future to the ordinary course of trade. The manufac- 
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turc of the season was ordered to be closed as speedily as possiblcj and it was aniiounced that 
it would not be rc-opened in the current year , 

The Government has thus definitely abandoned a system which, from its first establish- 
ment by Lord (/live, in the shape of a pure monopoly, has lasted with various modifications 
almost a century ; and tlic goal which the Parliamentary Committee of 1836 distinctly 
pointed out as the final object of tlic principle they laid down in determining the system 
under which Government Salt was to be priced, viz., the ultimate displacement of the Go- 
vernment manufacture by imported Salt, has after twenty-seven years been fully attained.

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It has been already stated that the Rules for the granting of Exeise Lieenees were 

revised during the year. In making this revision the main 
AmonJinont oMiic Kxdiie Buloii for the principle observed was ,to place the Excise manufacturer ou 

an equality in all respects with the imixjrtcr of foreign 
Salt, giving to neither branch of the trade an advantage over the other. Accordingly, by 
the modifications made in the Rules, the Excise manufacturer is required to pay in full the 
cost of any extra or special Preventive Establishment which may be required to watch 
his works during the manufacturing season ; to pay the same rent on Salt and fuel lands that 
would be realized if the lands were settled with cixltivators for agricultural purposes ; and 
to store his Salt in his own Golahs, or, if Government Golahs are available for the purpose, 
to pay rent lor them for the full i)criod they arc made use of. In regard to the bonding of 
Salt also the same privilege has been extended to him as is allowed to the importer, the duty 
in the case of both being assessed ou the full quantity bonded, less the wastage at the pre- 
scribed rate, or, if bonded in Government bonding Golahs, on the quantity actually cleared. 
It seems very doubtful, however, whether, under any circumstances. Excise manufacturers 
of Salt evaporated by boiling brine obtained from the Sea can compete with importers of 
Liverpool and other foreign Salt.

Tlic inercasc in tlie cultivation of Opium, consequent on 
tlic firicc being rais(*d from Rupees 4 to Rupees 5 per seer, 
was noticed in last year's Report. The result of the 
measure, however, by no means ceased with the increase ex- 
hibited last year. The Statement in the margin shows 
some 37,000 beegahs in the Bchar and 58,000 beegahs in 
the Benares Agency brought for the first time under Opium 
cultivation. 'J’his remarkably rapid extension following iniinediatcly on the increase of price, 
and conipc'ting also witli the increased value of all other products, proves incoiitestibly the 
remunerative nature of the cultivation at its present rates.

The experiment reported last year of introducing the poppy cultivation into Budaoii and 

Shalijchanporc, having proved entirely successful, a Sub- 
Suh-Oeputy Opium Deputy Oj)ium Agciicy was cstablislied to superintend oper- 
ations in thcsc'and the other Districts of Rohilcund. 


In the month of May 1862 an inquiry was directed to be held, through the Commissioner 

of Patna, into the adiniiiLst ration of the. Opium Depart-

was a letter which appeared in a public Journal, from the 
Special Correspondent of that Journal, alleging that the cultivation of Opium was rendered 
unremunerative to tlid ryots of Shahabad by the extortions of the subordinate Native Officials ; 
that it was carried on unwillingly and under pressure ; that the refund of advances was so 
harshly enforced as to cause the ruin of the ryots (staved off in some cases by the sale of 
their children) ; and that the Sub- Deputy Agent was entirely under the influence of a Native 
Official in another Department, who, it was asserted, after having been successively dismissed 
from five or six public posts, now enriched himself by the sale of appointments in the 
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Opium Department, where his influence was unbounded, and liis corruption an intolerable 
f^rievance. Mr. Coekburn^s inquiry extended to the collection of information from all the 
Indigo I^lantcrs and European Zemindars in the District, and the opinions of OfTicials un- 
connected with the Opium Department. The Corresporidcflt of the Journal in question declined 
to ])roduec any evidence, alleging that it would be useless to do so, unless the Sub- Deputy 
Agent and the Native Oflicial referred to were first suspended from office. This course, in tin* 
absence; of any pritna facie evidence against them, and in face of the fact that those allega- 
tions of the Correspondent which could be tested by public records and inuuediate inquiry 
had proved altogether unfounded, was palpably and clearly inadmissible. 

The inquiry made by Mr. Coekburn was, however, conclusive as far as it wimt ; and the 
evidence on which it was founded being in a great d(*gree that of persons not only uneon- 
jiectcd w'ith, but to a certain extent, from their position, hostile to the Opium cultivation, was 
of incontestable validity. The inquiry proved that the cultivation is remunerative, and that it 
is not forced, but on the contrary v(‘ry much sought after. The aceornpanying Table Avill 
show that when the last ad\anee in the pri(;(; givi;n for Opiiun Avas made, the area in Sliaha- 
bad, under poppy cultivation, increased at once from !2(),2S2 bei gahs to 11)2 beegahs, 

Avliile the number of Cultivators increased only frojii 
22,117 to 2.‘h21)7, proAing incontestably that tliost* 
who knew the cultivation by experience wen; tiu; 
]K‘rsous most anxious to increase th(;ir stake in it. 
I'In; inquiry further proved that the charge of harsh- 
ness in claiming and enforcing refund of advanet s 
Avas a singularly unfortunate one to make. Out of 
20,622 ryots, avIio received advances during the last 
season, only thirty-six (or 1 per milk;) had to refund Jit all, and the total mnount refunded 
Avas Kupccs 197-1 b-'t, being on an aAcrage Rupees 5-8 from cacli of the thirty-six de- 
faulters, and little more than a pie per head on the whole l)ody of ryots. 

It Avas, moreoA'cr, clearly established by the imjuiry that the allegations against tin*

Deputy Agent, and of the corrupt use thereof, proof Avas not fortliconiiug. On thb other hand, 
the inquiry established, Avh at the Officers of the Opium Department had unanimously deposed 
to before the Indigo Committee, viz,, that, of the sum j)aidby GoNcrnment to the Cultivator, 
a small portion Avas kept by the subordinate Native Officials of the Department. To those* 
acquainted AAuth native habits the difficulty of guarding against petty peculation of this 
descri])tion Avill be obvious. 1 1 is impossible to make the jicoplc look upon it any other light 
than that of a natural perquisite to the disbursing Oflieer. The Cultivators knew that if they 
complained of the custom, they could at once obtain rcMlress ; they knew that the receipt 
of douceurs Avas strictly forbidden ; yet not a single comi)laint was evc^ made on tlic subject. 
Stringent orders Avere issued by Government on the receipt of Mr. CockhuriPs report, with a 
vicAV of cheeking these abuses ; the Officers of the Department Avere seAwely admonished for 
the laxity which had failed to eradicate the system ; and increased w^atchfulness and energy 
were enjoined for the future. The Board of Revenue Avcrc also, directed to prepare a manual 
of Rules which should render such peculation impossible for the future ; the Sub- Deputy

Pending, decision, however, on thc question of thc general extension of thc (\irrcney, 
His Honor lirought to tlic notice of the Government of India, the excessive inconvenience 
occasioned in the Tea-growing Districts of Assam, Caehar, and Sylhet, hy thc absence of all 
facilities for remitting money and for exchange.

The details for working the scheme and the rules for the guidance of the Officers entrusted 
with it were prepared by the Civil Pay-Master, and modified by the Government of India in 
the Financial Department ; and the general direction of the Agency employed has also 
been entrusted to the Civil Pay-Master in subordination to this Government, 


SECTION V -EDUCATION. 


The miTTibcr of Colleges arid Schools under Government inspection is returned at 
Statistics. 1.222, and tlio number of Students at 71,090. In the last 

Administration Keport the Colleges and Schools were stated 
to number and the Students 52,895. The lieturns tJiore given were, however, hastily 
jircpared, and wore not (piitc complete. The Statement in the Annual Education Report, sub- 
seciuontly ])Ablislied, showed that the number of Schools under inspection amounted to 905, 
and that they were attended by 57,200 Scliolars. 


The Returns for the year under review cxliibit, therefore, an increase of 257 Schools, and 
11,1-90 Scholars, as compared with tlie year ending SOtli April 1862.

The growing success of the English Schools in East Bengal having led to a large acccs- 

^ sion of Students in the Dacca College, it became necessary to 
Dacca College. strengthen the College Establishment, in order to provide 

adequate instruction for under-graduates desiring to complete the University Course and to 
proceed to the Degree of Bachelor of Arts. Two Professors were consequently added to the 
instructive staff at the cominonceraont of the Academical year, in January last, and an 
Assistant Professor was at the same time appointed for Sanscrit and Bengalee. A Law 
Lectureship was also established with the view of providing systematic legal instruction for 
persons intending to devote themselves to the practice of the Law in the Mofussil Courts. 

In the course of the year the English School at Patna has been reorganized and placed on 

the footing of a Mofussil College, comprising a College 
New College at Patna. Department for under-graduates, and a Collegiate School. It 

was affiliated to the University in August 1862, and the College Department was opened at 
the commencement of the Academical year in January last, and placed in charge of a 
Professor. The rapid growth of the Collegiate School is a satisfactory proof that the inhabi- 
tants of Patna are not backward to avail themselves of improved means of education. At 
the commencement of the year the number of Students on the Rolls was 135. At the 
expiration of twelve months it had reached 307. A subscription list has been opened to 
provide funds for the erection of a suitable College building, and Rupees 21,000 was 
subscribed before the close of the year. It is expected that upwards of Rupees 50,000 will 
eventually be realized.

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Governor would make it over to any public School, Dispensary, or such charitable purpose as 
ho miglit tliink proper, giving preference to any Institution connected with the District, the 
monc^ has, at the suggestion of the local Officers and with the consent of the donors, been 
ordered to be applied to the fund for building the new College of Patna, 

On the 30th April 1862 the number of Schools receiving regular monthly assignments 

of public money under the grant-in-aid Rules was 319, and 
Grant^ in i( . amount distributed was Rupees 8,641 per mensem. At 

the same date in the present year the number of aided Schools had risen to 436, and the 
aggregate amount of the grants to Rupees 11,184 per mensem. This statement shows an 
iii(.T('ase within the year of 1 1 7 Schools, at an additional charge upon the public Revenues of 
Rupees 34,120 per annum. It is worthy of note that sixteen of these Schools are for Native 
females. 


The grants given to additional Schools during the year amounted to Rupees 2,951-12, 
riz,, to fifty-two English and Veniacular Schools Rupees 1,818-12 ; to sixty-two Vernacular 
Schools Rupees 762-8 ; and to sixteen Girls^ Schools Rupees 370-8. The total amount of 
augmentation to previous grants was Rupees 241-9-7, vis., to six Anglo-Veniacular Schools 
Rupees 85-8; to four Vernacular Schools Rupees 56-1-7^; and to ono + Girls^ School 
Rupees lOO. The amount of the monthly grants sanctioned within the year was, therefore. 
Rupees 3193-5-7. Tho total of grants cancelled amounted to Rupees 313-8, viz,, of two 
Anglo- Vernacular Schools Rupees 205, and of eleven Vernacular Schools Rupees 138-8. 
The grants of two Vernacular Schools wore also reduced to tho extent of Rupees 6-8. The 
amount of reductions in the monthly grants during the year w’as, therefore, Rupees 350. 
Hence the net additional expenditure sanctioned during the year on account of grants-in- 
aid was Rupees 2,843-5-7 per mensem, or Rupees 34,120-3 per annum. 


In addition to tJie sums assigned as monthly grants, twrenty-two Schools have received 
casual grants, for special jmrposes, amounting in the aggregate to Rupees 3,817-8, viz,, six- 
teen Anglo-Vernacular Schools Rupees 3,242-8, five Vernacular Schools Riii)ces 525, 
and one Girls^ School Rupees 50. Seven Schools have also received grants of books 
and maps from the Stock of the late Government Book Agency, now in charge of tho 
School Book Society, to the extent of Rupees 355, viz,, five Anglo- Vernacular Schools 
Rupees 230, and two Vernacular Schools Rupees 125.

Normal Schools have been established during the year at Burdwan, Kishnaghur, and 

Jessore for the purpose of training Masters for elementary 
Village Schools, imder the scheme of Vernacular education 
originally devised by Sir J. P. Grant. This scheme has received several important modifica- 
tions, as fresfi light has been gained from tho working of the experimental measures adopted 
* for bringing it into operation. Its general object was the improvement of the indigenous 
Schools of tho country by the offer of money rewards to the Gooroos, 
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The plan now pursued may be briefly described as follows : — 

The villages, where Fatshalas are already in existence, are invited to send for a yearns 
training in a Normal School, either their present Gooroo, or some other person whom they will 
undertake to receive as their future School Master. Their . nominee, if accepted by the 
Inspector, is sent to a Normal School, with a stipend of Rupees five per mensem, and a written 
agreement is entered into on the one hand with the heads of the village that they will receive 
him back as their Gooroo, when he has completed his course of training and received a Certificate 
of qualification ; and on the other hand with the nominee himself, that he will return to the 
village which selected him, and there enter upon and discharge the duty of village School 
Master to the best of his ability, on condition of being secured a monthly income of not less 
than Rupees 5 in the shape of stipend or reward, so long as he continues to deserve it. Each 
of the three training Schools at present established, receives seventy-five stipendiary Students. 
They have been opened but a few months, but no difficulty has been experienced in filling them. 
Each had its full complement at the end of the year. The supervision of the entire scheme has 
been entrusted to Baboo Bhoodeb Mookerjee, as an Additional Inspector, with three Deputy 
Inspectors as his subordinates. 

At the end of the year sanction was obtained for the Establishment of a Normal School at 

Dacca, for training a small number of Native women as 
trcMcs!""^ School Mistresses. It is expected that these women will 

readily find employment, not only as Mistresses in public Girls' 
Schools, but also as private teachers in the Zenanas of Native gentlemen. 

The Wards' Institution in Calcutta was established in 1856, for the purpose of affording 

to all those minors under the control of the Court of Wards,

whoso means were sufficient to pay for better instruction 
than can be procured at their own houses, a liberal education at the Presidency, removing 
them by this means from the pernicious influence of family dependants. The entire 
management of the Institution was placed under a Native Director, subject to the control of the 
Board of Revenue. The Rules of the Institution, and the expediency of retaining it at the 
Presidency, came under review during the year, in connection with the case of a Ward in Beer- 
bhoom, whoso relatives objected to his removal to Calcutta. It appeared to His Honor that 
the Rules contained no adequate provisions for the supervision and periodical inspection of the 
Institution. Ho therefore appointed a Committee of Honorary Visitors, consisting of a member 
of the Board of Revenue and its Secretary, the Director of Public Instruction, and six Native 
gentlemen, two of them residents of the interior, with instructions that the resident Members 
should bo requested to visit the Institution regularly in rotation. It was also proposed, in 
consequence of the objection of the Native Zemindars to sending their children to Calcutta, 
to remove the Institution to a Station in the interior ; but owing to the difficulty of finding 
sufficient accommodation at any of those Stations where a College education is procurable, no 
final decision on the point has as yet been arrived at, and the subject is stiU under 
consideration.

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SECTION Vi— PUBLIC WORKS 


GENERAL. 

The total amount of Imperial Funds placed at disposal of this Government for public 
iirorks during the year was 53 ^ lacs ; the amount of Local Funds administered by this 
Department was 20 lacs^ in addition to which the first and second instalments of the one 
per cent. Fund amounted to Rupees 22 lacs^ making a grand total of 95^ lacs of Rupees. 

The increasing amount of the Local Funds renders it expedient that the expenditure 
therefrom should be brought under proper supervision, and accordingly a proposal has been 
submitted to the Government of India by which the whole expenditure, both Imperial and 
Local, would bo placed under one system and supervised by one linginoer Establishment. The 
chief feature of this scheme is the appointment of a Superintending Engineer to each 
Revenue Division, who, in concert with the Commissioner, would have the chief supervision of 
all public works in the Division. The orders of the Government of India have not yet beeii 
received on this proposal. 

The necessity for a system of contracts for works and repairs, as the only means whereby 
the increasing demands for public works can be met, has been kept steadily in view. In 
Calcutta only, has the system of largo Divisional Contracts been found to work ; but orders 
have been given that as a general rule, petty contracts should bo adopted in all cases, except 
where the Supefintending Engineer may give a sj)ccial exemption ; endeavors have been 
made to reduce these petty contracts to a system, and in time. Contractors who can bo depended 
on for larger works, will no doubt bo forthcoming ; a considerable reduction will, under this 
system, bo effected in the number of disbursing Officers and in the number of lower 
Subordinates. The number of disbursing Agents has been reduced from 275 on the 1st llfiy 
1802 to 102 on the 30tli April 1803. ^ 

The want of an Establishment of trained European Subordinates has been much felt. 
The number of admissions into the Upper Subordinate Establishment during the year has 
been twenty-seven, and the number of removals has been twenty-nine ; out of a total of one 
hundred and forty. 

A contract having been entered into by the Government of India with the Bast India 
Irrigation and Canal Company, having for its object the construction of works for the control 
of fldod waters for irrigation, and for navigation, in the Province of Orissa and adjoining 
districts, preliminary arrangements have been made for commencing these works. This 
Government is not yet in possession of the scheme finally proposed; but a preliminary approval 
has been accorded to a high level lino of navigation from the Hooghly to Midnapore, and from 
the Roopnarain River to Balasore. In connection with this scheme the Oolabaria Canal has 
been made over to the Company on re-payment of its .cost, about Rupees sixty thousand. The 
Banka Canal and the Spur works at Naraj near Cuttack, have also been made over in 
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connection with other works to be carried^put hj this Company. This Company has also 
applied for a similar contract in respect to the Behar irrigation works^ but in regard to this 
the orders of the Government of India have not yet been received. 

Preliminaiy arrangements have been made for a contract with the Light Railway Com- 
pany, the object of which is to hand over to them the recently formed Jeagungo and iJ'ulhatty 
Road, 27i miles in length, with a view to a light railway being laid down thereon by the 1st 
January 1864; the road is nearly complete, and the final settlement of the contract merely 
awaits the approval of the Government of India. The Railway Company have in the meanwhilo 
commenced their permanent way. 

The abolition of the Iron Bridge Yard has been finally carried out during the past year, the 
Stock and Machinery of tho Establishment wore made over to the Ordnance and other 
Government Departments, and the premises to the Electric Telegraph Department. 

The aiTangoment made for the annual supply of 65,000 maunds of Lime by Messrs. 
Inglis and Company as part payment for the Choylah Quarries ceased on the 80th April.* 
Negotiations have been opened with the Suporintendent of Port Blair for the supply of 200 
tons of coral lime per mensem at a nite of Rupees 70 per- 100 maunds ; this lime has been 
tested and found to be a rich limo of supenor quality. 

Tho Photographic Establishment employed for four years in connection with tho Chief 
Engineer's Office, has been dispensed with, tho results obtained not being considered to be 
commensurate with tho expense. The results shewed that from tho commencement in 1859, 
tho total expendituro to dato had been Rupees 1 1,615 and that the number of negatives 
taken had been 816, and the number of prints 1,157. 

WORKS CARRIED OUT DURING THE YEAR. 

It will suffice to mention here, only a fow of tho principal works which have been m 
progress during tho year. 

MILITARY. 

Army. — The abolition of the Cantonment at Dehreo having been decided upon, tho Barracks 
and other buildings crrected, have been dismantled, and the land has boon made over to tho 
Revenue Authorities. The Cantonment at Raneegunge has also been abolished and the 
buildings, with exception of a few required by the Civil Authorities, are being dismantled. 
At Dacca it was decided that the site known as Folcy^s Mills was tho most eligible for a 
Cantonment, and accordingly that property has been purchased for ono lac of Rupees, 
the measures to be taken to provide accommodation for Troops are still under con- 
sideration. The intention to build Barracks at Debrooghur for European Troops has been 
abandoned. A Committee having been appointed to report on the Station of Dum-Dum, it 


• On that date there still remained in the Government Store at Chuttuck, 81,685 maunds. 
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was determined to remove most of the semi-permanent buildings erected in 1857-59^ and to 
make certain other improvements which it is expected will have the effect of rendering this 
Station as healthy as in former years. Accordingly the semi-permanent buildings have been 
removed^ the married men^s Barrack has been dismantled and re-built on another site^ the 
ventilation of the permanent Barracks has been improved, and a better system of conservancy 
provided' for. The Cantonment has been enlarged by taking in a piece of swampy land which 
is to bo raised and formed into Soldier’s gardens, and a system of drainage for the whole Can- 
tonment has been carried out. These works are nearly completed. 

In other Stations such minor works and improvements have been carried out as were 
necessary to meet the requirements of the Troops. These embrace the lighting of Fort William 
by Gas, and the erection of Stables and Gun-sheds for an additional Batteiy at Barrackpore. 

The small sanatarium on Parisnath providing accommodation for thirty-two men, and 
the Bungalow for Officers, with subordinate buildings, is nearly completed and will bo fit for 
occupation after the rains.

Navy. — The works noted in last Report, in connection with the extension of the Kidder- 
pore Dock Yard, have been completed. ^ 

CIVIL ADMINISTRATION 


Revenue. — The large Collector’s Court house at Mozufferporo is nearly completed, and a 
similar building at Chuprali is about half finished, a new Record room on the standard plan at 
Gya is about ten feet above ground. The continued encroachments of the Ganges at Rampore 
Beauleah rendered the dismantlement of the Court houses necessary. After full consideration 
it was determined not to remove the Head-Quarters of the Eajshahye Division to any consi- 
derable distance, and a new site was selected for the new Public Offices in the highest marginal 
ground above the old Station 3000 feet from the present bank of the river, and opposite a part 
of the river bed where the Ganges has ceased encroaching. 

A jetty with tramways to facilitate the loading and unloading of Salt at Sulkeah has been 
completed.* Alterations and additions to the Opium Factory at Patna, including the erection 
of new chest-sheds are still in progress. 

General. — Orders from the Government of India were received for the commencement of 
the new General Post Office at Calcutta in January last, but under subsequent orders a 
revision of the Plan was again necessary. The Plan has now been finally decided on, and 
orders have issued for the commencement of the work ; the foundations cannot, however, be 
laid until after the rains of 1863. 
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The new Copper Mint is nearly completed, some work in connection with tlie fixing of 
IMachinciy, to be carried out under the stipcrintcndenco of the Mint Master, still remains to be 
done. 

x\ design and pi*oject for the Presidency College was submitted to tho Government of 
India, but l:\fs been returned for further consideration. Additional land in the vicinity of tho 
Medical (College Hospital has been purchased, which, with tho Medical College premises, will 
form the site of the now (College. 

The .additional land required for tho site of the new High Court has been purchased, it 
includes the site of three large houses in Esplanade Ilow and Post Office Street.

Municii’AL. — A largo and handsonio eovcTcd imirket jilace 500 x 00 feet is in ])rogress at 
Scaldah and is about half completed. A tjink lOO feet square and 30 fivt deep .adjoining tho 
market is completed, and new roads, railing.s, footpath, etc., in connection with the above tw'o 
works, arc in progrc.ss. .Preliminary arrangements have been made for the erection of a market 
in the Station of Howrah.

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A« Ric r LTi'RAL — the IlidgellcG Sea Dyke lias progressed well dui’ing the past year, the restric- 
tion in tlic niaiiufactnro of Salt on account of Govemraent having set free a large supply of local 
labor. 'i’Jie total (juantity of work done up to date is 690 lacs of cubic feet out of 1844 lacs of 
cubic fe(‘t, of which 4)32 lacs have been completed during the past year. In consequence of 
fho aliandoTimcnt of the manufacture of Salt, Estimates are being prepared for enclosing and 
re-clairning the large tracts of Julpye lands which can thus be brought into cultimtion, when 
tlio lands shall have become sweetened by two or three seasons rains. 

A final iteport on tlio effects of the removal of the embankments on the right bank of the 
Daiijoodah has been niceived; the Licutenciit-Governor thus records his opinion on this 
subject. 

‘'On a careful consideration of the subject, the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion that tho 
renewal of the embankments on tlio right bank of the Damoodah ha s been a judicious measure 
ho work has been carried out with skill and judgment, and tho results accord closely with the ; 
(’xpectations fonned when it was first authorized in 1856. AVhatevcr partial damage may have 
l)een sustained by tlic natural action of the river, now that it is no longer attempted to confine 
the flood waters within artificial limits, is not to bo compared Avith the injury and devasta- 
tion formerly jiroducjod by the sudden and violent irruptions of tho river bursting its embank- 
ments, while tho general fertility of the area subject to inundation has been greatly increased. 

“ I3ut while arriving at this conclusion, tho Lieu tenant- Governor is not unmindful of tho 
fact that a certain extent of country in tho immediate vicinity of tho brcaclios thate have 
occured has been injured, and that a sense of insecurity still prevails among tho ryots from the 
uncertainty of the action of tho river on its bank. Ilis Honor is, therefore, of opinion that some 
firactical measure should bo ilovisod to utilize tho flood waters of the Damoodah, to giv(‘ coiifi- 
denci' to tho ryots, and if possible to reclaim the land which is now uncultivated.^^ 

Measures will be taken for an exploration of tho upper roaches of the Damoodah and its 
trlbutari(}s, with a view, if jiossible, to tho storago of tho Hood waters to be made available for 
dry weather irrigation and navigation. 

I'hc rains of 1862 were very heavy, and the repairs required to the embankments generally 
were very extensive, especially in tho Cuttack DLstri(?t where the t^’tal length of breaches was 
fourteen and half miles, requiring 302 lacs of cubic feet of earth-work at a cost of Ruj)cos 52,000, 
to restore tho embankments. Thirty-one sluices in the Mahanuddy Division and five in the 
Pooreo Division commenced in 1861-62, were completed, and five others arc in progress in tho 
former Division. 

A system of embankments for tho protection of tho Town and Station of Purueah luis 
been carried out, by which it is expected that this Station will be saved from the repetition of 
such a disastrous inundation as that which occurred during the rains of 1862, when the 
■Hoods of tho Kosey River swept through the Town destroying many fives and much property. 
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COMMUNICATIONS. 

Communications. — The principal roads in progress during the year are the following 

Ganges and Daiueelino Road — 126 miles. — Metalling between Carragolali and Furneah^ 

^ ^ ^ thirty miles, of which thirteen miles are completed, and 

fourteen miles are in progress ; three largo Timber bridges* 
” in progi’oss and preparations made for bridging the Sowrah 

River. 

Daiueeling Cart Road — 11 miles from Silligoree to Darjeeling. The progress on 
tills Road has been satisfactory. In the upper Section from Darjeeling to the Saddle, four miles 
the road is nearly completed, fiom the Saddle to Kursoong, fifteen miles the road is open 
for traffic and the mail is now conveyed over it by Horse Duk though there is still much to 
do in removing obstacles and repairing slips, and from Kurseong to Silligoree, twenty-two 
miles, the road is in progress and about one-seventh of the total work in this Section is com- 
jjleted.

gress, but owing to want of labor, bnt little has boon done. A commencement has been made 
to import Coolies into the province for carrying on public works, but the result has not as yet 
been satisfactory. 

Sylhet and Cachar Road. — 64 miles. — ^The re-modelling and forming of this road 
twenty-four feet wide has been taken up, and work is progressing fairly ; about one-fifth of the 
earth-work is completed. 

Buriiee and Bkuau Road. — This road is intended to be made from near Burheo on the 
Grand Trunk Road, via Nowadah to Behar with a branch road from Giriack to Luckeeserai on 
the Railway. The Section of road from Rajowlee to Behar, forty miles, is in progress, and also 
the Section from Giriack to the Railway, thirty-eight miles, which is to bo formed as a flush 
metalled road at a cost of about Rupees 3,000 per mile. 

Chuttra and Chowparun Road — 32 miles. — lias progressed well, the earth-work and 
small bridges are nearly completed; a stone bridge of three arehes of tliirty feet span over 
the Ameeii River, is in progress, and about half the quantity of metal required has been 
collected. 

The other roads on which work has been in progress arc, Raneegunge to Doobrajporo*<a 
metalled road, twenty-four miles, long, which will complete the route from Raneegunge to 
Sorco. The earth-work on this road has been completed, and the bridges and njctal are about 
half completed. A bridge over the Singarun River on this road, consisting of five bays of 
twenty-fiv'o feet, was completed within three months at a cost of Rupees 8/473, in a most 
satisfactory manner. A new road from tho Burrakur Jerminus of the Railway to Ruggonath- 
pore, twenty miles, and a road from Nattorc to Kooshtcah, thirty-four miles, have just been 
commenced. The progress of tho Cuttack and Taldunda Road, forty-three miles, and of tho 
road from Cuttack towards Soneporo via tho Burmool Pass have been good ; tho difficulties 
met with, on tho latter road have been great, especially in tho Sub-Division from Burmool to 
Harbangah, twenty-two miles, in which tho rock cutting at tho Sonakaria cliflT has been a 
very heavy work. The rock is of gnicss, the cutting nearly 1000 foot in length and about 
thirty feet in breadth, the perpendicular drop from the rodd to tho Malianuddy River below is 
about 150 feet. 

Tho improvement of the Dunwah Pass on tho Grand Trunk Road, is nearly completed. 
The improvement of tho Tumlook Road sixteen miles is in progress, and material is being 
collected for metalling this road at a cost of Rupees 62,571. 

Bridges — Burrakur Bridge. — ^Tho actual progress on tho Burrakur Bridge during tho 
season of 1862-63 includes only the completion of two additional foundations Nos. 4 and 5. 
Two arches on the eastern side, also tho fixing of the eastern-most span of Girder, are in pro- 
gress. There still remain four foundations in progress, but incomplete. 

Lbelajan Bridge. — The difficulties met with in this work have necessitated a reconsidera- 
tion of the project which is now in abeyance, it appears probable that the idea of making use 
of any portion of the old bridge must be abandoned.

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MoKtruR AND Borryaii Bridges. — The foundations anJ'piers of these bridges (except 
one foundation in the Morhur) are now completed, little has been donetotlie Borryah 
during the year, but the arching of the centre bay of six spans of the Morhur Bridge is in 
jjrogre.sH.* It is expected that the arches of both these bridges will bo completed by the mins 
of IHGL 

The Iron Bridge over Tolly^s Nullah at Alipore has been nearly completed by the Con- 
tractor Mr. Honfry of the Firm of Brassey Wythes and Company. A new bridge has been 
commenced at Kormabad on the Grand Trunk Road, to replace an old Mahomcdan structure. 

Soane Causeway. — This important work has been completed during the past year in a 
very satisfactory manner. This work designed and commenced in 1853-54 by the late 
(k)lonel Knyvett, has stood without any injury the successive flood seasons of the several 
years daring which it was under construction. It is 11,450 running feet m length and 
feet wide. The surface is of largo blocks of di’osscd granite laid over a bod of concrete, 
boxed in with piles. 

Navioaijle CLvnals. — Th(^ stop-gnto on tlic new Calcutta Canal mentioned in the last 
Report has been completed. Its effect in scouring out the bed is not yet knowni. The cut off 
of tlu^ Booskhally Khali on tho Eastern Canals has been nearly completed, and an examina- 
tion of the Channels between tho Mutlnh and Koolnah has been made with a view t(; the im- 
provement, and shortening of tho route between those places. 

Tho Oolabariah Canal was, on completion, made over to tho East India Irrigation ('ompany 
as a portion of their high level (^anal between tho Hooghly and Midnapore, the Company 
paying to tlio Local Funds the amount expended on tho work, 

Tlio usual works have been carried out on tho Nuddea Rivers, and tho Bhagirutteo has 
been kept open with a depth of two feet throughout tho year. 

A proposal was received from Mr. Prostage for converting the Matabangah into a high 
level Canal, but on consideration it was not deemed advisable to hold out any prospect of 
assistance from Government to tho project. 

Improvement op Rivers. — An experiment is being carried out under instnictions of the 
Government of India with a view to tost the practicabihty of removing shoals in the River 
Hooghly by a Steamer fitted with a revolving harrow. 

It' was found impossible to effect any permanent good in removing rocks in tho Malia- 
nuddy River between Cuttack and Sonepore with tho limited amount of Funds contemplated, 
the work has, therefore, been set aside. The removal of obstructions in the River Bamick 
near Cachar, and tho distribution of the waters of this River in the two Channels of tho 
Soormah and Koosheoarah is being examined into.

Calcutta Dbainagb. — Daring the past year the small remaining portion of the main 
DhurramtoUah sewer^ has l^n completed^ and the entire length from the River Hooghly to the 
temporaiy pumping Station at Entally^ is now complete. The extension of the main sewer to the 
permanent pumping Station has been proceeded with, and that portion between the temporary 
pumping Station and the Muthdi Railway Station, which has been laid in the old Entally canal, 
is complete with exception of arching. In accordance with the recommendation of the 
Municipal Gommissioneris, permission has been given to complete the Drainage of the 
portions of the Town noted below ; — 


First — ^The area bounded by Chowringhee Road on the West, Free School Street on the 
East, Dhurrumtollah on the North, Kyd Street on the South. 


Second . — ^The area on the South side of Dhurrumtollah lying between that street and 
Jaun Bazar, and in length extended from Chowringhee Road to near the Circular Road. 


Third , — The area on the North side of Dhurrumtollah extending from Chandney Choko 
Street to the Union Chapel, and bounded on the North by Rmambaug lane and SakarrytoIlaH 
Lane. • 


The estimated outlay for these works, in%addition to the sum of about 7\ Lacs 
of Rupees alrtady expended, is seventeen lacs, and authority has been given to the Commis- 
sioners to raise this amount by loan. Captain Hyde, b. e., has been requested to examine and 
report on the work already carried out, especially with reference to the quality of the work and 
the probable efBiciency of the system, and the expediency of completing the scheme for 
the whole of Calcutta. Captain Hyde^s Report had not been received at the close of the 
year, but it is understood that the Report will be favorable as regards the work executed. 


Water Supply, — ^No progress has as yet been made in obtaining a supply of water for 
Calcutta, but a sum of six lacs of Rupees has been set apart for this work from the 1 per 
cent. Income Tax. 


Strand Bank. — Measures for the improvement of the Strand Bank have been under con- 
sideration. Several projects for Wharves, Jetties, and other works have been considered, but 
action in the matter ofcairyingoutony of these projects is in abeyance pending the formation of 
a Trust to which will be committed the charge of the Strand Bank, and the. works for 
its improvement on the passing of a bill, which will be introduced into the Council for the * 
purpose at its next meeting.

'On the lifh of November the Section from Jumalpore to Dinapore^ 110 miles in* length, 
was made available to the public, and on^he 22nd of December the Line thence to Rajghaut, 
opposite the city of Benares, having been reported in a sufficiently advanced condition, was 
handed over for running. In order to enable His Excellency the Viceroy to be present on the 
occasion, the official opening was deferred till the 6th February 1863, on which ^date it was 
celebrated at Benares. 

At the close of the year 1 862-63 the total length open, inclusive of the portion from the 
Kurumnassa to Rajghaut, the administration of the affairs of which also devolves on the 
Bengal Government, was 607 i miles, the only un-opened portion being the Burrakur extension 
22 miles.

The accidents which attended the working of the Railway during ttiis period are enume- 
rated in the Report appended. Forty-four persons in all 
were killed, and sixteen injured. Of these only two were 
passengers, forty-three were servants of the Company, and fifteen trespassers. The most 
serioua case of all, though happily unattended with loss of life, took jplace on the 24th 
October, on which date a five-arch masonry bridge in the Beerbhoom District gave way, 
precipitating a Goods* Train, consisting of an Engine Tender and thirteen Waggons, into 
the stream below. It appeared that the foundations of the bridge had been completely 
undermined by the action of a violent flood. This accident brought to light the imperative 
necessity*^ for adopting general protective measures throughout the Line, by securing the 
foundations of all bridges liable to scour ; and measures have been taken for averting such a 
entastrophe in future, by maintaining a system of flood registiy and watch. 
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The principal fact to be recorded in of tiie affairs of the East India 

Railway is tike limit fixed to the oonstruQtion €sxpenditure« 
^ construction expen- In January a Special Pinaiice Committee, presided over by tho 
Consulting Engineer to Government, proceeded up the Line, 
personally investigated the indispensable requirements of^the traffic for the two ensuing years, 
and decided what work should be prosecuted, the result being an immediate reduction of thb 
current expenditure to a minimum. This was the first practical step towards closing the Capital 
Account of the Railway, and ^yas at once followed by an order for compilation of the total 
expenditure in each Department, in view to a comprehensive scrutiny being instituted into 
the inefficient payments of the Company. This work is now bein|p proceeded with* 

Another important event was the abolition of the River Transport Department of the 

Abolition of the Biver Tnweport D*. An extensive fleet of Steamers, Mats, and country 

Boats had been built and employed by the Company 
for the conveyance of their materials to the upper Sections .of the Line under con- 
struction ; but the advanced state of the works generally, and the completion of the 
greater part of the Bengal Division in particular, having rendered it no longer necessary to retain 
such a Department with its special and costly organization, it was resolved to put the entire 
lleet out of commission from the 1st January 1863, and tp dispose of the block of the Company. 
The arrangements for carrying this resolution into effect were matured before the close of 
the official year, ♦ 

The stoppage of operations at the Kur-hur-balie Colliery is also deserving of notice* 

stoppage of operation, at the Kur-hur. ^hese pite wcrc origiimUy opcucd and wwked to provide fuel 
balie CoiiiOTy. for brick-making during the construction of the numerous 

viaducts and bridges in the Keeul and Hullohar Division, and the Railway Officers subse- 
quently advocated the permanent retention of the field on the ground of the superiority and 
cheapness of its yield over the Raneegunge product for Locomotive purposes; but, as ou 
investigation, it appeared absolutely certain that the new field could not compete with the old, 
unless connected with the East Indian Railway by a branch Line, Government has declined 
to permit the continuance of these workings as a portion of the guaranteed undertaking, 
pending a determination by the Railway Board as to the disposal of the property, or the 
exact conditions of its tenure. 


The investigation of this matter revived the consideration of the question of a direct Lino

up the nch mmeral region lying between, and of ^sjortening 
the distance for the through traffic from the North-West. The advisability of doubling the 
Line from Teenpahar to Colgong had been urged by the Traffic Manager of the Railway, 
and’ the Lieutenant-Governor recorded that, in his opinion, additional accommodation of the 
kind would, before long, be found on unavoidable necessity in parts where a large local 
traffic existed ; but the superior advantages of a direct Line to Luckeeserai appeared so obvious, 
that it was suggested to the Government of India, that, before incurring or entertaining any 
proposition for incurring expense on doubling, the cost of the short; cut should be closely 
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investigated. The Supreme Goreniment fiilly conoorred ib this, but did not Mconrage the 
i<lpa of extending the guarantee to the work at a part of the East Indian Railway. 


Now system of repairs. 


The introduction of the contract system for maintenanoe of way and works on a con- 
siderable length of Line was effected in the coturse of the 
year. Hitherto the repairs of the Railway had been per- 
formed directly by the Company's Engineers, and the cost was found to be steadily increasing 
in a for higher ratio than the trmn mileage. A proposition by the Chief Engineer for letting 
out the maintenance of the entire Line to contract has been carefully considered, and the saving 
under the new system, which has been adopted expmimentally, will probably be very great. • 


Tlie question of the re-arrangement of the Howrah Terminus continues to engage serious 

attention. It has been deemed advisable to consider the 
^ me re..rr«.g<.ment of the Howreh T«. ^ Chief Engineer and Traffic Manage^ 

being of opinion that the arrangement of the various 
buildings as placed before Government, and sanctioned in 1861, might be entirely altered with 
decided advantage. The subject is now in a fair way towards satisfactory settlement. ' 

The system of audit to be adopted in future both by the Railway Company and by the 
System of Audit. Government has been under anxious consideration. The 

^ Hoard of Directors proposed a radical change in the constitution of their Audit Office in 
this country. Their proposal was referred to the Government for report, and ^ke case is now in 
tlie hands of Her Majesty^s Secretary of State for disposal. 

It has also been deemed necessary on the approaching completion of the Line, and in con- 
sequence of the large reduction of expenditure, to undertake 
re-orgamzation of EBtabliaiv ^ thorough re-organization of the Establishments in all 

Departments of the Railway, and in general to investigate the 
subject of the General Management and Control of the affairs of the Line ; and a Special 
Commissioner, Mr. G. N, Taylor, En am Commissioner, under the Madras Government, has 
been deputed to collate the various opinions of the Chief Railway Officers, with a view to report 
on the subject. 


EASTERN BENGAL RAILWAY. 


The Eastern Bengal Railway was opened for Passenger Traffic as far as Banaghaut, forty- 

five miles from Calcutta, on the 29th September, and on the 
16th of November the Line was opened through to Koos- 
teah for general traffic.

Groundings and Collisions. 


The number of vessels that were grounded, under circumstances deserving enquiry, was 

fourteen, and the number of collisions thirteen, none of the 
latter being of a serious nature. Most of these casualties are 
attributable to the changeable and difficult nature of the river. Inconvenience bos also arisen 
from the existing Steam Tugs being deficient in power for the class of ihips now frequenting 
the Port. 


Ten Pilots were tried during the year, of whom only one was dismissed the service. 

The constitution of the Marine Court has occupied the serious 
attention of Government. It^rtainly has not worked 
satisfactorily, and it is proposed to remodel the Court. 


Trial of Pilotfl, 
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The state of the river during the was very unsatisfactory. The James and Mary^s 
River Survey Channels have been worse than usual ; and the RungafuUa 

Channels have caused much di^culty. The changes in the 
Auckland and Lloyd^a Channels have been very serious. Up to February 1862> all ships passed 
the Auckland into Cowcolly, and thence to sea, either th|i>ugh the Western, or through Lloyd^s 
Channel. These Channels afterwards became so difficult as to be abandoned, and all ships went 
tlirough Bedford's Channel ; but the northern entrance to Bedford's also showed symptoms of 
closing, and it was feared at one time that a total stoppage of navigation of the river would 
ensue. But a new Auckland's Channel has been fortunately discovered, and the crisis it • is 
hoped is over for the present. Prom Saugor to the sea the Channels continue in a satisfactory 
state; but the state of the river from Mud Point to Saugor has been a source of great anxiety. 
Attempts are being made to improve these Channels by artificial moans.* Mr. Leonard's roller 
has beon partially successful, but it is capable of improvementc 


Pilot Brigs and Light VossgIs. 


The Pilot Brigs in commission were four in number, three of them being new ones. The 

Light Vessels were also four in number, and all in good 
order. The Steamer Celerity ha^ been most usefully em- 
ployed in taking Pilots to their stations, and towing up the relief Brigs, and taking stores to the 
Floating Lights. The Ouide Brig has been employed oi\ service at the Andamans. 


The Light Houses at Saugor and Cowcolly were periodically visited during the year ; the 

Light House at False Point was not visited, but was reported 
to be well maintained. 


Li^ht Houses. 


The Houses of Refuge on the soa-faco of the Sunderbuns were examined, and replenished 

with provisions and water. 

Houfies of Refuge. * 

The total number of Fixed and Swinging Moorings is 187 ; and the number of ships hauled 

in and out of Moorings during the year were 1,235 and 1,231 
respectively. The tariff of charges for the hire of Moorings 
has been revised during the year. The scale hitherto was an ascending one, from vessels of 
199 tons to vessels of 1,000 tons; but there was no increase of chfirge for vessels above that 
tonnage. This lias been obviated by the scale of tonnage now laid down, which prescribes a 
proportionally higher charge for ships up to 2000 tons. 


Moorings in the Port. 


VVroclc and Anchor Boats. 


The Wreck and Anchor Boats wore three in number, and all in good condition. The earn- 
ings from the recovery of anchors and wrecked property during 
the year were Rupees 81,241, wdiilo the disburseiponts on 
account of the anchor establishment were estimated at Rupees 10,728 ; and these earnings are 
in fact those of only one boat, two having been employed on the Mutlah and Hooghly on other 
duties. 

•The number of Seamen of all classes shipped through the Shipping Office was 14,932, 

and the number of men discharged 15,455. The number 
of ships that resorted to the Office was 683. The actual 
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income from fees was Rupees 25,462, and the total expenditure of the Office Rupees 19,686, 
leavmg a surplus of Rupees 5,776, against Rupees 3,399 last year. 

The Port dues of the year amounted to Rupees 5,28,639, to Rupees 5,15,430 of the 

preceding year; which shows an excess of Rupees 13,109, 
notwithstanding the almost entire stoppage of the American 

trade. 

At Mutlah the work of relaying the Buoys has been completed, a Port Master appointed, 

the river re-surveyed, and the navigation much improved.

The Saugor has also been stationed as a Light vessel, and

Towards the close of February 1863, Major Agnew, Officiating Commissioner of Assam, 

Snn-oy of the iHver Berh^pootcr ne» occasion to visit Suddyah, the extreme eastern Station 

Suddyah. of Assam, determined on attempting to reach that place by 

Steamer, as well with a view to test the navigability of the higher portion of the Berhampooter, 
as for the sake of the impression which he thought the appearance of a Steamer in those waters 
would produce on the wild tribes of the region. No one had ever before steamed higher up the 
river than a few miles above E^brooghur ; but Major Agnew, in the Adjai, succeeded in reach- 
ing a point above the mouth of the Dohong and Dobong Rivers, and within twenty miles of 
Suddyah. Here, however, he found tlic Channel so narrow, and so choked with trees and snags 
that it was impossible to proceed further. In an interesting Report of this trip Major Agnew 
suggested the advisability of making an attempt to clear the obstructions, and so open up 
steam communication with Suddyah, The salutary effect likely to be produced on the Abors 
and other savage frontier tribes, and the advantage of a safe mode of transport for tea, lime, and 
other commodities, were considered strong arguments in favor of opening the river, if possibid, 
even beyond the Station of Suddyah. Accordingly instructions have been issued for the survey 
of the Berhampooter above and below that place, and the preparation of an EstimaTbe of the 
cost of clearing that portion of the river.

State of Emigration to Jamaica and Mauritius. 


There was no Emigration at all to Jamaica during the year, owing chiefly to the scarcity 

of tonnage ; and the Emigration to Mauritius had 
greatly slackened during the latter half of the year, 
pending, it is understood, certain anticipated changes in the Emigration Laws of that Colony, 
and partly perhaps, in consequence of the unusually large supply of the previous years. 


From Re-Union frequent complaints had been made by Her Majesty's Consul to the effect 

that a great number of the men sent from Calcutta 

Complaints regarding the quality of laborers sent 

to lie-Union, and temporary suspensioii of Emigra* wcro qiuto unutted tor hard labor; and the reason of 
tiuii to that Colony, alleged to be want of care in the selection 

of Recruits by the Agent, and neglect of the Protector in passing men unfit for agricultural 
labor. Upon inquiry, however, it was clearly shown that there had been no remissness 
on the part of any of the Emigration Officers hero ; but it appeared probable that the high 
rate of mortality during the voyage was owing to the Emigration Rules not being strictly 
enforced on ships bound to Re-Union, and the weakly state in which Emigrants were said to 
be frequently landed at Re-Union was clearly to be traced to the depressing effects of the 
dreary system of quarantine which they have to undergo after their long sea voyage to the 
Colony. 

In the meantime, owing to the unsatisfactory feeling of the Colonists on this subject, 
and iu reference to the system under which Rebutes, or Emigrants rejected by the Colonists on 
account of physical weakness, were to be maintained and returned to this country, the Governor 
of Mauritius declared Emigration to that Colony to be suspended till further orders. The 
points iu discussion have recently been to a cei^tain extent set at rest, and Emigration has been 
resumed. 
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The adoption by the Colonial Agents of the System of registering all proposing Emigrants 

before the District Magistrate has had the effect of 
^Begigtratjon^of pro^l^^ Enaigrants before dietriot checking> in a Considerable degree, the mal-practices 

of the Recruiters, who were formerly in the habit of 
inveigling away by dishonest means intending Emigrants who had been previously collected 
through the exertions of rival Agencies. Complaints on this head have now. ceased almost 
entirely, and the present mode of recruitment to the Colonies is, in its operation, fair to all 
parties concerned. It only remains to legalize the system, as in the case of the Assam and 
Cachor coolks. This will probably be done at the next m^ing of the Council. 

Various proposals of the Emigration Committee, in conjunction with certain suggestions 
Bevised Code of Rule, for the Emigtotion Depart- Doctora Dyer and Payne, were sanctioned by the 

of a Nonn«.d,->. DietiUing Apparatue and Iron Government of India, and have been incorporated 
Tanks in every Emigrant vessel- with tho existing Code of Revisod Rules, and are now 

practically enforced in regard to all Emigration carried on from this Port. Each vessel sail- 
ing from Calcutta, since the operation of the new Rules, has been provided with a Normandy^s 
Distilling Apparatus, and Iron Tanka for stowing water. Towards tho close of the year, how- 
ever, it was represented by Doctor Payne, tho Officiating Emigration Agent for Mauritius, that 
it was not necessary to insist upon the use of a Distilling Apparatus on such comparatively short 
voyages as to Mauritius and Re-Union, and that a strict enforcement of the Rule would virtu- 
ally exclude many of the most successful ships hitherto employed in the conveyance of Emi- 
grants, as they are unable to accommodate the requisite machinery on board. Tho Protector 
of Emigrants has, upon this, been vested with the power of dispensing with the Apparatus, 
under certain circumstances, at his discretion.

order to remedy those evils, an Act No. III. (B. C.) 
of 1863, entitled an Act to regulate the transport of Native laborers to tho Districts of Assam, 
Cachar, and Sylhet, has been passed in the Bengal Legislative Council, with effoct from 1st 
May 1863. This Law provides for the licensing and controlling of Contractors and Recruiters, 
the examination of Coolies by Medical and Protective Officers, the verification and registry 
of labor contracts, the licensing of Steamers and boats for thcj conveyance of Coolies, and the 
treatment of the laborers during their passage* It is believed tliat this measure will check tho 
abuses which did exist, and ensure a proper attention to the requirements of laborers under 
transport from the Western to the Eastern Districts of Bengal. Under Section 2 of the Act, 
the Lieutonant-Govemor has appointed tho Protector of Emigrants to be Superintendent of 

labor Transport, and Doctor Macnamara to be Medi- 
cal Inspector of laborers in Calcutta; and the 
Deputy Magistrate of Koosteah to be Superinten- 
dent of labor Transport, and Doctor O. Grant to 
be Medical Inspector of laborers at Koosteah ; and 
under Section 27, the Stations named on tho 
margin, have been declared to be places of disembar- 
kation, and such others will be added to their number as may bo recommended for the 
purpose by the Local Officers. *

The number of Surgical operations performed in the Hospital was 108, to 130 in the 
preceding year: the minor operations performed in the Surgical ont-dow Dispensaries were 
044 in number. 

Much inconvenience was exporienoed -at the Hospital'* during tbe year fixnn a deficient 
supply of water. It has been attempted to meet tiiis by temporary e^iedients, pendmg 
the completion of the water^works of the Town which are about to be constructed. 


Duringtheyear the duty of checking the Hospital expenditure has been entrusted to 
the Examiner of Medical Accounts. 


A radical reform has been directed to be introduced in the business of compounding 
or d^wpensing Medicines at the Hospital. This work had hitherto devolved on the Students 
of the College, which made it both unsafe as regards the patients, and extravagantly 
expensive in regard to waste, &o., of valuable drags. It has, therefore, been determined to 
AniMiat (he Gompoundii^ Shop to an Apotheosry with a subordinate staff ; and on additional 
expenditure of 213 Bupees per month has been sanctioned on tiiis aoconnt. 

The College Authorities fiirtoer propose to establish two new Words, one for accidents and 
one for Cholera cases.* The necessity for these) Wards in suitable parfs of the Hospital is 
obvious, and an Estiinate for their constractum has been ordered to be snbmitted without delay.

The number of operations during the jen was 159; and the results were ninet7*ei{^t 
cure8> twenty^nine partial cuies^ and tweniy^one failures. Of the remaining paiaantH one died, 
and ten remained under treatment at the close of the year. 

There were eighty-five operations for the extraction of Cataract, out of which fburteen only 
were unsoooeaafld, and these were chiefly performed during the cold season which is not fitvorable 
to this difficult and delicate operation, the marked success of which is a new feature in the 
history of Opthalmio Surgery in this country.

The aggregate number of out-door patients during the 
year was 27,936 against 28,404 in the preceding year, and 
against 11,508 in 1857-68. Of these 8,039 were admitted 
into the Hospital as shown above. The remaining 24,897 
comprised 2,881 Christians, 17,29f9 Hindoos, 4,654 Mohomedans, and 123 persons of other 
denominations. 

The Native Hospital has now been in existence sixfy-seven years. During the year under 
Calcutta NatiTc Hoq>ital aud ita Depeu- ^mrie^ afforded relief to no less than 1,62,718 pereons. 

Of these 1,128 were house-patients, and 1,51,685 applicants 
for Dispensary relief. The daily average of the former was sixty, of the letter 416i. The total 
average of sick in the Hospital was, therefore, 476^ a day. Of the house-patients 760 were 
discharged cured, seventy-five were relieved, 232 died, and sixty-one remained under cure at 
the close of the year. The total number of Surgical operations performed during the year 
was 791. Out of 110 of these, which were recorded in detail as being either more important 
or attended with greater risks than others, sixty-four were entirely successful, and nine partially 
so, while thiriy-three terminated fatally. Besides the number of persons'who obtained relief 
from the parent Institution, 78,654 persons were treated in the Branch Dispensaiy in Park 
Street, 72,435 in the Gurranhntta Dispensary, and 80,941 in the Chitpore Dispensary. The 
daily average of sick in these Branch Establishments were 215, 198, and 221 respectively. 

The total expenditure incurred on account of 
the Native Hospital and ift Branch Dispensaries 
during the year was Bnpees 47,698-0-7, whnffi 
wasmetfirom an income of Bupees 48,366-6-8 
derived fi»m public subscriptiouB, fiom contribu- 
tions Government, and from interest of the 
funded properly of the Institution, m the pippor- 
tion notedon themargia. .

The comparative Statement given in the margin, shows that there was a large falling off 

in the number of admissions in all the Asylums during the 
year. This decrease was attributed in the first place to the 
caution given to Magisterial Officers agunst sending to the 
Asylums persons of whose insanity they were not satisfied 
by a personal examination, and secondly to the introduction 
of the system of requiring payment for the maintenance in 
the Asylum of thos^ Insanes whose relatives are in a condition to afford it. Dr. Payne, 
Superintendent of the Dullnnda Asylum, also mentioned as a third cause the introduction of 
labor among the Insanes.

As it was represented, in respect to the first cause, that tlie tendency of the orders of 
Government had been to leave to the treatment of their Mends all Insanes in the'iacipient 
and easily*onted stages of the malady, and to forward to the Asylums the most confirmed 
Lunatics . only, and as it appeared firom the serious diminution in the number of admissions 
that the objects of the establishment of Axioms had been insufficiently understood, instructioBM 
were issued,' aftor the ^lose of the year, for the purpose of explaining to the local Officers that 
the object of the otd0r8 of Government, was simply to eoforoe care and circumspection on their 
part in carrying. out the provisions of the Law, and not^at all to discourage the admission of 
Lunatics to the A^lnms.

^tk Ai^lums that the introdootion of labor aniong the Inesnea had been attended with the 
most eatisfrctoiy results, both as to its infloenoe on.ihe htidih and mmd of the snffeifiws, and 
to the numerous comforts which the profits of their kbw allowed them to ehjd 7 .

The prevalence of a very fatal epidemic in some of the villages of the Nuddea end 

Buidwan Divisions, and the steps which were taken to aflbrd 
*" ** ^ appointment of Native ^ Doctors and the 

gratuitous distribution of Medidne, were noticed in last year's 
report. The measures adopted were, however, found to be insufficient to check the prepress bf 
the disease ; and towards the close of the year 1862, it became necessary to depute a compe- 
tent Medical Officer to visit the Districts affected by the epidemic, to inquire personally into 
the causes and the extent of its ravages, and to suggest, if possible, means for effectually 
nWking its progress. The Officer selected for this duty was Dr. J. Elliot, Civil Sur^n of 
Hooghly, who, in a very full and able report, has traced the progress of the ffisease, begiiming 
in the Nuddea District and extending thence to Burdwan, Hooghly, and Baraset, and has 
explained the various pre-disposing causes which enabled an ordinary epidemic Fever to pass 
into a scourge^ less virulent, but in its effects not less desolating than Cholera itself. 

The disease is described as differing only in its intensity from the ordinary frrm of mala- 
rious Fever, "being of a more congestive character than the ordinary intermittent, but 
presenting all the grades of severity between the remittent and intermittent types," and its 
excesfflve virulence in these Districts is to be attributed solely to villages bemg undrained, 
houses unventilated, tanks nncleaned and overgrown with noxious weeds, and to the tangled 
growth of jungle aud rank vegetation with which the Bengalee loves to surround and to 
obscure his dwelling. ^ 


The mortality fiom the epidemic Fever arising from this sanitary neglect had in some 
villages amounted to 60 per cent, of the population; and in the presence of thu constantly 
recurring visitation, the rerrmant who had escaped immediate deatii, lingered on in a* state of 
apathy and despair, unable to help themselves, and destined, unless vigoroas external aid was 
afrbrded’them, to fidl certain victims to the Fever which had already nearly depo|m]ated the 
neighbonrhood. The Government at once proceeded to cany out the remedial measure 
proposed by Dr. Elliot, whieh may be biiefy enumerated as follows : the removal tff super- 
abundant and useless trees, tiixabs, bamboo dumps, and plantain groves, firom tire immedisto 
viciniiy of houses ; the pruning and thinning of trees ; the removal of toeM and .bamboos 
, from tire 'tides of tanks ; the uproeting and bunting of low budiy jm^le, vegetation, and rank 
grass ; the deepening and dearing of the larger, tanks, and the filling in of all nsdeas tanksi; 

Wator-RonniMi. and ntbnr AToavationa m thA ntivhbonrhood of hoasAS : thA ammYrnnatinn of 
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particular tanks exclusively for the supply of drinking water ; the construction of a few drains 
and paths in each village ; and the proper oidering of Burial Grounds and biirmng Ghftts. 

It would have been obviously unfair that the general revenues of the state should bo 
applied to remedy the neglect of particular \ullages. The necessity, however, of Government 
assistance in some shape was no less obvious ; and the GoVcrnmoiVt at once devoted a sum of 
Rupees 12,000 from the Road F\mda of the affected Districts, and agreed to supplement any 
subscriptions that might be raised from private sources with an equal sum up to the limit of 
Rupees 40,000 ; and subscriptions are being rapidly raised for this purpose. Tlio Magistrates 
of Hooghly, Nuddea, and 24-rorgunnah3 were directed to carry out the necessary work in 
their respective Districts ; a Special Assistant Magistrate, Mr. J. D. Maclean, was appointed 
to superintend operations in the villages on the east bank of the Ilooglily ; an Officer of the 
Public Works Department, with a staff of eight Subordinates, was appointed to aid in the 
operations requiring professional kriowlcdgo ; Dr. EllioPs Report has been translated into Ben- 
galee and very widely distributed ; the Magistrates have been directed strictly to enforce tho 
provisions of the l^enal Code, as to the removal of nuisances, wherever the indolence or recu- 
sancy of the house-holders may render it neccssarj^ ; and should further legislation bo 
required, steps will be taken to supply the want. 

Th(ire is every reason to believe that these tncasures, which are being actively and success- 
fully cam'ed on, will succeed in arresting tho devastations of tho epidemic where it has already 
obtained a hold, and will effectually check its progress to tho southward, which seemed at one 
time imminent, and which threatened tho Cantonments of J3uin-Dum and Barrackpore.

The total disbursements, on the other hand, 
amounted to Rupees 9,38,304-15-2, or Rupees 
1,53,958-0-6 in excess of tho income available for 
tho purpose. To meet this the House-rate account 
was overdrawn to the extent of Rupees 1,56,284-1-8, 
which, after defraying all expenses, left a small 
balance in hand of Rupees 2,320-1-2. 
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The above aggregate disbursement of Rupees 9,38,304-16-2, includes a sum of Rupees 
2,04,000 set apart for the Drainage Account ; Rupees 30,000 set apart for the Water Supply 
Account ; and Rupees 1,05,300 advanced to the Drainage Account during the year ; so that 
the actual expenditui’c on objects of conservancy was Rupees 6,39,004-15-2. 


Owing to the insufficiency of the funds available for the purpose, the Municipal improve- 
ments effected during the year were few in number, and of 
an unimportant character. 


City iniprovenicnts. 


It was noticed in last yca^^s Report that the new Centrifugal Engine for pumping water 
from the River, which was originally intended for Nimtollah Ghfit, had been put up at Chand- 
paul Ghut. This Engine has been working satisfactorily; but the old Engine, which was 
reported last year to have been thoroughly repaired, had gone out of order again, and it was 
found necessary to pull it to pieces and then to re-lit the whole, after making many extensive 
alterations and repairs. To superintend these repairs it has been thought advisable to 
procure the services of a practical Engineer, and the work was being carried out at the close 
of the year, l^he aqueducts for distributing through the Town the water pumped up by these 
Engines were repaired at a total cost of Rupees 8,580-14-2. 


Two now reservoirs of water, in addition to those already existing on tlie South of 
Esplanade Row, were commenced during the year, and almost completed at its close. The 
total number of these reservoirs now is five, and their aggregate solid contents 299,292 cubic 
feet, a space capable of holding 1,8G6,18C gallons of water. 

With a view to meet the requirements of the increasing traffic of the Town it was pro- 
posed to construct a double tramway of stone on the river side of the Strand Road, for the 
exclusive use of carts ; and granite blocks have been procured from China for carrying out 
this plan. 

To provide efficiently for the watering of the Streets it is in contemplation to construct 
raised tanks, or reservoirs for water, in various parts of the Town, which would enable water- 
carts being filled speedily, and allow the present Establishment of Jlhisties being dispensed 
with. Such a reservoir is now in full work at the comer of Tank Square, where each water- 
cai’t is filled in the space of one minute only. 


The amount of Lighting Rato collected during the year 
was Rupees 1,82,666-10-5, and the total sum expended 
Rupees 1,14,131-11-9. The additional number of Gas 
Lamps fixed during the year was thirty-two.

During the year an Act was passed by the Council of the Lieutenant-Governor for making 
New Municipal L Laws an^Uogulations, by which the Municipal Government 

of the Town is vested in the Justices of the Feace^ resident 
in tlie Town of Calcutta, as a corporation. The Law vests the corporation with large powers, 
both in regard to taxation and administration ; and seems to be in every way calculated to 
provide an efficient Municipality for the Town. This measure is one which will be watched 
with the greatest interest, as the first important step towards self-Govemment in local 
administration on this side of India. The Justices, who represent all classes of the community, 
have indicated a cordial desire to co-ojicrate with Government in giving effect to the Act.

The 
estimated exjienditiiro for tho entire work is Rupees 2,90,553-15-9, which gives an average of 
Rupees 30-3-7 per square mile.

TEA CULTIVATION. 


(''\iltivation in AsHaiii. 


The progress of Tea Cultivation in Assam continues to 
be very encouraging. 


In Luckimpore there are fifty-two plantations, containing an area of 21,810 acres, of 
vliich 4,974 are under cultivation, 2,163 having been cleared and planted during tho year. 
3n these plantations arc employed a daily average of 3,838 laborers, of whom 1,524 are 
mported, and 2,314 are lot^al. The out-turn of manufactured Tea for the year was estimated 
t 468,911 lbs., or 42,611 lbs. in excess of the yield in the procediug year. Tlio estimates of 
aanufacture cannot be regarded as accurate. 

In Sibsaugur there are 107 different Estates, and thirty-one Holdings on rent-paying 
»ottahs, devoted to Tea Cultivation ; the whole embracing an area of 61,161 acres, of which 
0,406i acres are under actual cultivation. The number of laborers employed is 9,680, one- 
hird of Vbom are imported. Besides these a largo amount of hoeing is performed by 
ontract. The out-turn of manufactured Tea in this District during tho year was stated to 
►e 1,383,265 lbs., or 224,171 lbs. in excess of the quantity made in the preceding year. 

The District of Nowgong contains twenty Estates devoted to Tea Planting, the whole of them 
•overing about 15,000 acres, of which 2,000 acres are under cultivation. The activity in 
ilearine and planting was great during the year under review, no less than 1,500 acres having 
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been newly planted within that period. The number of imported laborers in the District is 
2^9 16j which is within sixty-four of the number of local laborers employed. The season^s crop 
amounted to 151^440 lbs., which is 58,100 lbs. over the results of the preceding^ year. 


No accurate Returns have been obtained irom the-'District of Durrung, but the Com- 
missioner of Assam writes that, there are fifteen Estates in it, of 5,328 acres in all, devoted to 
Tea Planting, ai)d that out of this area 1,369 acres are actually under cultivation. The num- 
ber of laborers employed is 1,100, of whom twenty-three only are imported, which is owing 
to local labor being readily obtainable. The out-turn of the year is calculated at 100,000 lbs. in 
round numbers, which is 18,400 lbs. in excess of the results of the previous year. 

In the District of Kamroop there are thirty plantatiohs containing 19,221 acres ; but the 
proportion of cultivation is still excessively small. Planting is, however, now being carried on 
with considerable vigour ; and during the year under revieiy 568 acres were brought under cul- 
tivation. Sixteen imported, and 1,214 local laborers are employed in the plantations ; and the 
yield for the year was 46,452 lbs., which is 15,697 lbs. in excess of the yield in the previous 
year. 


In Gowalparah there is only one plantation, which had made no great progress during 
the year. 


The results show that there are 246 Tea Estates in the entire Province, of which ninety- 

six were acquired during the year under review.

The Table on the margin shows^ in the land 
brought under cultivation^ an increase of 9^496 
acres over last yearns Statement. The increased 
ont-tum of Tea is estimated at 327^670 lbs. (or 
nearly 100 per cent.) beyond the produce of 
last year. The total value of the Tea maiiufac« 
turedj and of seed together, is estimated at Ru- 
pees 4,76,142. The estimated value of the cost for 
1863 is Rupees 8,77,312, and the Superintendent 
calculates that this is the Return on a sum of about 
twenty lacs of Rupees spent altogether on Tea 
Planting in Cachar during the last six years, though 
nine-tenths of the gardens are but just commenced, 
and have not been in full bearing. The sums ac- 
tually drawn by Planters from the local Treasury 
are specified in the margin. The Superintendent 
points out with regret that many of those who aro 
now engaged in preparing Tea gardens are doing 
so with the object of at once disposing of them at 
a profit, and he points out that as much as 700 or 
800 per cent, on the costs of the land and the 
production of the garden will be obtained by these means. 

There are upwards of 150 English Planters now engaged at Cachar. The complaints of 
want of labor are somewhat less urgent than formerly. Out of 15,317 coolies employed in the 
cultivation in Cachar during the year, upwards of 9,000 have been brought into the District 
from Rengal at a considerable expense. The abuses noticed last year in connection with thi.s 
subject have already been greatly diminished, and the importation of coolies from Bengal is re- 
ported to be conducted on a much improved system. The Act for regulating this importation 
was passed during the year, but came into force only on 1st May 1863. It is hoped tliat the 
abuses complained of which were not less ruinous to the interests of the trade than to the 
coolies themselves, will, under this Act, finally cease. «

The number of coolies employed had increased by 2,628. The mass of laborers are 
Nepalese and Bhooteas, who come and go between Darjeeling and the neighbouring Territories. 

The proportion of men from the Plains is very small, probably owing to a large number 
brought to Daijeeling some years ago, having suffered frightfully from sickness. 

The coolies being almost entirely hill-men, and working in a climate either their own or 
similar to their own, suffer from none of the diseases incidental to imported laborers. Small- 
pox, which was reported last year to have made fearful ravages amongst them, was much 
lass prevalent among them during the year under review. This may have been partly acci- 
dental, but was attributable in a great degree also to the circumstance of the practice of 
inocculation having been discouraged by the Superintendent, in which he received the cordial 
co-operation of the Officers and gentlemen in charge of the Public Works and Plantations of 
the District. The Public Works Department has a Native Doctor who vaccinates all the coolies 
who will submit to the operation. The Station Vaccinator also operates on the Plantation 
coolies whenever called upon by the Managers. 

The labor market was at one time considerably unsettled in consequence of the rise in 
wages caused by the demand for labor for the Department of Public Works, but it is now 
settling down. 


CALCUTTA BOTANIC GARDENS. 


The planting out of the living ])lants of different orders according to their Botanical affini- 
ties, which was referred to in last yearns Report, was com- 

Tho Garden. , , . , . n m, . 

menced during the rainy season of 1862. The specimens ot 
all the species of a considerable number of orders of which good specimens could be obtained 
were placed in their proper sites. In the case of many species there were no young plants pro- 
curable, but the sites were nevertheless prepared in hopes of specimens being obtained. In all 
thirty -two species were planted out during the year ; and the Botanical name and native country 
of each plant, painted on a large zinc label was placed near the best developed specimen of each 
species. 


A large number of seeds, cuttings, and layers were raised for the extensive planting intend- 
ed to be undertake during the rains of 1863. 2,500 Seedlings 
of Mahogony were also reared for planting dong the portion 
of the Ganges and Darjeeling Road between Titalyah and the foot of the Himalayas ; 300 
Seedlings of PoJyalthia Longifolia were prepared for forming an avenue along the Circular 
Road in Calcutta ; and 680 plants of Diospyros Embryopteris were supplied for planting the 
banks of the Circular Canal. 15 Wardian cases, each containing about an average of 150 
Cinchona plants, obtained from the Government Cinchona Nursery at Ootacamund, remained, 
with great benefit to their condition, in the garden Nursery for different periods of time, on their 
route to Darjeeling, Cachar, and^the North-Western and Punjab Himalayas. 
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The experiment of keeping plants of Cinchona Smeiruhra and Cinchona Pahvdiana, which 
was tried in the Botanic Gardens last year, has partially succeeded. There were two plants of 
Cinchona, rahudiana, of which only one remains barely alive, but the Cinchona Sucoirubra 
has succeeded admirably. These plants suffered somewhat from the dry heats of March, and 
like all large foliaged plants their leaves were much torn by the violent gales of wind of the 
hot season ; but their condition in the end of March was such that there was every prospect 
of the plants preserving a healthy condition to the commencement of the rains, after which 
they would be quite safe, and would grow rapidly. 

A new road, fifteen feet wide, leading towards the Western boundary of the garden, has 

been commenced, and it is expected will be finished in three 

Garden roads and buildings. xi. r p j i u t i j x 

months; another line of road also has been marked out; a 
handsome foot-bridge was also about to be placed across the Canal in the garden ; and a cast-iron 
ghaut was to be put up at the termination of the new road from Howrah to the gardens, on 
the riv^-bank at the Eastern boundary. 


Distribution of Plants and seeds. 


During the year 124 packets of seeds were distributed, the more valuable kinds of seed 

being sent' to the Iloyal Gardens at Kew, the Jar din dett 
Plantes in Paris, and to several of the principal Botanical 
Gardens in Europe, India, and other places. In return for these and former contributions 
thirty-four valuable packets of seeds were received during the year, the most valuable being 
a collection of alxive 3,000 species of seeds from the Jardin des Plantes at Paris. 


The usual supply of English and Native Vegetable seeds were sent to European Regiments, 
indenting for them wdthin the fixed time. 


The number of Wardian cases and boxes, which were given away during the year, was 
thirty-two; besides which 1,577 plants were distributed to applicants near Calcutta. ITie 
number of cases of plants received was fifteen. 


The Hcrbariam. 


The woik of arran^ng the Herbarium had made great prog^ress, but was still a long way 

from cmnpletion ; and it is difficult to form an estimate of 
the quantity of work remaining to be done. Probably about 
half of the specimens have now been properly mounted and placed in their places in the cabi- 
nets. Large additions, however, are bejng made yearly to the collections, and it is estimated 
that it will probably require not less than four years to complete the arrangements of all the 
specimens in store. The work will, however, now advance more rapidly than hitherto, as two 
European Botanists have been added to the garden Establishment, and one of them will, from 
the commencement of the year 1863-64, take up his appointment as Assistant Curator of the 
Museum. 


Among the additions of dried plants made to the Herbarium during the year, were further 
instalmeflts of Doctors Hooker and Thomson’s Indian Herbarium; plants from British Guiana, 
collected by Richard Schomburgh; a collection fh>m Columbia ; a large number of plants from 
Mexico, collected by Botteir; plants from Hong-Kong collected by Colonel Urquhart; a small

number collected in Lysia by Bomgean; a valuable set of Doctor Seeman's Feejee plants^ col- « 
lected in 1861 ; some packets of Spence’s Eij^or plants ; a set of Jameson’s collections &om the 
neighbourhood of Quito; some valuable parcels of plants firom Western Australia, Near South 
Wales, and New Zealand, sent by Dr. Mueller; some contributions from the Herbarium of Mr. 
Thwaites, Director of the Feradenia Botanic Gardens at Ceylon ; a valuable set of plants from the 
Shantung Province of North Ch^, from Shanghai, and from the neighbourhood of Nagasaki 
and Kanagawa in Japan, presented by Doctor A. C. Moingy, Assistant Surgeon of the 22nd 
Regiment Native In&ntry ; and an extensive collection of Sikhim plants secured by the Super- 
intendent during his visit to Daijeeling last year, to superintend the cultivation of Cinchona in 
that place. 


A sum of Rupees 3,000 has been sanctioned in the Budget for 1863>Ct for the purchase of 

Doctor Thomson’s Botanical Library, which was left in the 
The Lilwary. Library of the Botanic Gardens on his departure for England, 

in March 1861. This grant, together with a monthly allowance of Rupees 60, has enabled 
the Superintendent to make many valuable additions to the books in the Library, which now 
also receives regularly all Scientific Periodicals and proceedings ^^f Scientific Societies. The 
Principal Artist of the Botanic Gardens accompanied the Superintendent during his late tour in 
Sikhim, and under his superintendence made a large collection of interesting drawings, espe- 
cially oi Acanthaceoe, Cyrtandracew,, and Orehidiacece. These comprise 115 drawings of distinct 
species. The Artist remained with the plant collectors in the nearest inhabited spot in the 
neighbourhood of Kinchinjunga, and made a number of valuable drawings of the Alpine Flora 
of Sikhim, and in addition to these, drawings of more than 100 species of plants that floweretl 
in the Botanic Gardens were taken. 


CULTIVATION OF CINCHONA IN DARJEELING. 


The experimental Cultivation of Cinchona at Darjeeling was not actually commenced 

till the 1st of June 1862, having been unavoidably delayed 

Commenwment of operations. • v- 

on account of dimcultics experienced in procunng eamage 
of all kinds in the District, and owing to skilled labor being scarce and expensive, and 
even the ordinary processes of gardening unknown. 

The total number of plants with which the experiment was commenced was, as stated 

Succe*. of tfcc experiment up to jsth “ ^ll. On the 1st August 1862 this 

Novejiiber last. niunbcT had increased to 1611 of all kinds; and on the 12th 

November to 2286, of which 1921 belonged to the doubtfully quiniferous species, so largely 
cultivated by the Dutch in Java, Cinchona Pahudiana, leaving only 365 plants as the stock of 
the undoubtedly valuable species of Cinchona. 

In January last the cultivation was inspected by the Superintendent of the Botanical 
. ^ .V « » e- 1. 1 Gardens, and he found that, though few of the plants had

made since November. This and other reasons led to the removal of the Nurseiy from 
kSinchal to Lebong, a warm wcll-sbcltcred spur below Daijeeling, at an elevation of 6000 
feet above the level of the sea, to which the plants were removed in the first week of April, 
so carefully that only one plant of Cinchona Succirubra was slightly damaged.

The medicinal property of the leaves of Cinchona were tested by Dr. Simpson, the Civil 

Medicinal properties of the planU tceted Surgcou of thc Station, wbo was fumislicd for the purpose 
and fstablisheti. 2 Ibs. of frcsli Icavcs of each of the following species, 

viz., C. Succirubra, C. Officinalis, and C. Micrantha. Decoctions prepared of these Icavcs with 
water, slightly acidulated with Sulphuric Acid, were found very bitter to the taste, and 
three patients suffering from well-marked intermittent fever, were cured by the administration 
of the ijrcparation. 

By a rough Chemical Examination of 1 lb. of the leaves of Cinchona Succirubra thc 

i^etoctionofCo-rtd. by Chemici Exa- Presence of long and needle-shaped Crystals was detected 

under the Microscope ; and these were so abundant that 
they were visible to the naked eye as a whitish spot on thc glass. This discovery with the 
means avjjilable for the examination was quite unexpected, and the result is worthy of record. 
Intelligence has since been received from England of the discovery of Quinine in small 
quantities in the leaves of Cinchona sent from this country, and the Quinine thus obtained 
was exhibited by Mr. Howard at the meeting of the Linnean Society in London on the 18th 
June last. This result confirms the opinion previously entertained that the Crystals detected 
in Daijeeling were those of the Sulphate of Quinine, a discovery which necessarily increases 
the value of the Cinchona grown in this country. 
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It was expected that the Cultivatiosa of Cinchona would in a short time^ be commenced

been made to the Superintendent of the Botanical Gardens for more than fifteen lacs of plants 
from the Daijeeling Nursery, and he expects to be able to supply a few in a short time. 


It was stated in last yearns Report that an expenditure of Rupees 14,753-3-2, had been 

sanctioned on account of the experimental Nursery at 
Darjeeling for the year 1862-63. The actual expenditure 
up to the 30th April last amounted to Rupees 11,639-2-6.

INTENDED AGRICULTURAL EXHIBITIONS OF 1864. 


Object of the Exhibition. 


With a view to promote an improved system of Agriculture throughout the country, 

and more especially in order to draw the attention of the 
Zemindars to the subject and to enlist their interests in it, 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal proposed and matured during the year a scheme for holding, 
in the neighbourhood of Calcutta, a public Agricultural fexhibition. It is to be conducted 
under the general direction of Government, with the assistance and co-operation of the 
Agricultural and Horticultural Society of India. The immediate object of the intended 
Exhibition is to bring together, from all parts of the country, for the purposes of show, 
competition, and eventual sale. Cattle and other Live Stock, Agricultural Implements and 
Machinery, and all kinds of produce. It is anticipated that the show will bo self-supporting, 
and that the expenses of it will be covered by the sale of Admission Tickets to the public. 
The funds which may be required at the outset will be advanced by Government. 


For carrying out the details of the Exhibition, arranging preliminaries, and communi- 
cating with intending Exhibitors, a Provisional Committee 
i^Ap^intmcnt of n Provisional Com- jjggQ appointed, Composed partly of the Members of 

the Agricultural and Horticultural Society of India, and 
partly of Government Officers and others interested in .the undertaking. In correspondence 
with this Committee the Commissioners of Divisions have been directed to appoint Local 
Committees in each District, who will explain the objects of and the benefits which may be 
expected to result from such an Exhibition to the landholders, and endeavour to obtain 
their co-operation and assistance. • 


Tinve and site fixed for the Exhibition. 


To give ample time to Exhibitors to prepare for the occasion, it has been determined 

that the Exhibition will be held in January next, com- 
mencing on Monday the 18th, and terminating on Saturday 
the 23id of that month. The site selected for it is the ground adjoining the Lieutenant- 
Governor’s house at Belvedere. Should the E.\hibition realize the expectations of the 
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Lieutenant-Governor, it is intended to repeat it annually, either at Calcutta, or elsewhere 
within the Provinces subject to this Government. 

SANATARIUM, &c., AT SHILLONG. 

The possibility of locating a Station in the Cossyah Hills at some higher elevation than 
that -of Cherra, was first considered in connection with the scheme brought forward by the 
Military Department of encouraging the settlement of Non-Commissioned Officers and Soldiers 
of good character in India. The site of Shillong speedily drew attention, not only as suited 
for such a settlement, but also as a Sanatarium, as a Cantonment for Troops quartered in the 
Hills, and as the proper spot for the Head Quarters of the Civil Officer of the District. 

In October 1861, the superiority of Shillong over Cherra Poonjee as the Chief Civil 
Station of the Cossyah and Jyntcah Hills was recognized by Government, and the transfer 
directed to be made. The unhappy disturbances which shortly afterwards broke out among 
the Jynteeahs, interrupted the completion of the change at the time j but in May 1862, 
Brigadier-General Showers again brought forward the subject, and wrote so favorably of the 
locality, both in a Military and Sanitary point of view, that a Committee was appointed to 
examine its capabilities. The Committee consisted of the following gentlemen : Lieutenant- 
Colonel Richardson, Surgeon Major Jerdon, Mtgor Raban, Major Briggs, and Captain 
Morton. Treating the slopes of Shillong and the less elevated Plateau of Yeodo as one 
locality, the Committee wrote a most eulogistic report of the fitness of the place in point, 
climate, position, and resources for all the objects contemplated. Accordingly the immediate 
transfer of the Office of the Deputy Commissioner of the Cossyali and Jyntecah Hills from 
Cherra to Shillong has been authorized. The question, however, of the adoption of Shillong 
as a Sanatarium and Military Station, awaits the final decision of His Excellency the 
Governor General in Council. 

MEASURES TAKEN FOR THE DESTRUCTION OF WOLVES. 

The great destruction of human life by Wolves in some of the Districts of the Patna 
Division, had engaged the attention of Government for several years, and, with a view to 
check the evil, a reward of Rupees two for every wolf killed was at first sanctioned. In 1859 
the reward was raised to Rupees five for each grown animal, and one Rupee for each whelp ; 
but even these increased rates did not answer their object, owing principally, it was said to a 
popular superstition among the Natives of Behar that the death of a Wolf would bring sickness 
upon the Village in which it was killed. The consequence was that, in 1861, the number of 
deaths ‘from Wolves was found to have very much increased, while the number of Wolves 
destroyed was trifling. As this state of things could not be permitted to continue, a scheme 
was devised during the year under review for securing the wholesale destruction of Wolves 
by the employment of trained hunters and trappers ; and an expenditure of Rupees 4,750 
per annun\ has been sanctioned for the purpose. The Police Authorities have been directed 
to co-operate as far as possible in the scheme, which, it is now hoped, will diminish the 
lamentable mortality which before prevailed.

the people were desiroiu of coming to terms, ^e inhabitants of several villages did 
come in, and Brigadier-General Showers believed that the necessity for offensive opmttions 
had ceased. The non-submission of those who still held aloof was attributed to two causes, 
a doubt in the minds of many as to the manner in whidi they would be received, and 
the threats held out by the Bebel Leaders against the persons and property of those who 
should make terms with Government. To remove these obstacles to the settlement of the 
country the plan pursued was to post Military Guards at proper Stations fin* the protection of 
the peaceably disposed, but to ret&ain from offensive movements of Troops, leaving the Civil 
Authorities to make every endeavour, both to capture th^ ringleaders of revolt by the instru- 
mentality of the Police, and by direct means, or, through the agency of friendly Cfai^ and 
other mediators, to convince the misguided people of the meroifiil intentions of Gkivemment, 
and induce them to give up their resistance to authority. Still more clearly to demon- 
strate the meaning of Government, a free pardon was offered to all Bbbels vriio should make 
submission, with the exception of such of the prominent ringleaders as had been gnilty of 
deliberate murder ; and the Commission issued for the trial of offences under Act XI. of 1857 
was withdrawn. 


But the Rebels apparently did not comprehend the policy adopted towards them ; and 

though some few scattered individuals continued to come in 
Government imaundar»tood and make submission, the general attitude, especially in the 
South and South-Eastern Districts, was one of dogged resis- 
tance. This did not show itself indeed in any bold acts of aggression, but every opportunity 
was taken of harrsCtsing small bodies of our Troops when they could be taken at a disadvantage. 
Government, however, persisted for a time longer in the attempt to persuade the Cossyahs 
into submission, suggestions of some of the Local Authorities to starve the people into 
surrender were decisively negatived, and all measures which would indiscriminately harass 
the whole people and confound the innocent with the guilty were absolutely .forbidden. 
The hope entertained that the mass of the Rebels would accept the offer of pardon and 
return to riteir allegiance was not, howevmr, destined to be at once fulfilled. They failed to 
understand the intentions of Gkivenlment towards them, and encouraged by our forbearance * 
they proceeded to ad<^ an aggressive attitude. Hie Magistrate of Sylhet reported an 
attack on the Guard at lafiong, and the deliberate murder of two Police Officers at a 
place named Rnstampore, while, on the Northern side, the Commissioner of Assam reported 
two natives to have been kiUed by the Rebels at the foot of the Hills. 
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It became, tberefoie, neceseaiy again to asaqpno the oftenaite^ and by one deduce and

veU-organiaed exhibition ot OTenrbdiuing Military Force to 
crush the Rebellion. With tiiia view the 28th Native 


Infantry, then at Gowhatty, was directed to return to Jynteah ; the Detachments of the 44th 
Native Infantry, were recalled firom Oachar; the Eurasian Artillery fix>m Dacca were sent up 
with Mortars to Cherra, and the line Regiment^were further re-inforced by two Battalions of 
Military Police, viz., the 1st Battalion known as Rattray's Seikhs, and the Kamroop Regiment. 
The entire Force in the Hills, consisting of the Troops above enumerated, in addition to the 
21st Native Infantry, was placed under the Command of Colonel Dunsford of the 28th 
Native InjQsntry. The Corps of Dhangur Coles in process of being raised for employment in 
the Public Works Department was to be placed, if necessary, for a time at the disposal of the 
Military Authorities, and steps were taken to organize a pony Corps for baggage and Com> 
jnissariat purposes. Major Haughton, the Officiating Commissioner of Assam, who was at 
the time in the disturbed District, was ordered to assume the direct Civil management of 
the Jynteah and Cossyah Country, and of all affairs connected with the rebellion, or the rela- 
tions of G-ovemment with the Cossyah Chiefs, the ordinary duties of the Commissionership 
being made over to Major Agnew, the Judicial Commissioner. Rewards were offered for the 
apprehension of Ookiang Nongba, the Rebel Oolloye of Jowai, and other leaders of revolt, and 
a new Commission under Act XI. of 1857 was issued in the names of Major Haughton and 
Captain Morton. At the same time the Local Authorities were distinctly reminded that the 
object of Government was simply to chastise those actually in rebellion, and that 'the destruc- 
tion of villages and other property should therefore be avoided as &r as might be consistent 
with the offensive Military operations about to be undertaken. 


In December active measures commenced. The general plan adopted may thus be briefly 

described. Two Companies of the Kamroop Regiment occupied 
Plan of operation. Sylhct, and a party of the same strength was posted at Cachar 

to secure the van of operations. Another Regiment was stationed at Cherra, which was to 
be available also for famishing patrols and moveable Columns, and for occupying such impor- 
tant posts to the west of the theatre of the rebellion, as Nungklow, Yeodo, Shillong, &c. The 
rest of the Forces it was proposed to employ in following up the Rebels in every direction, and 
in occupying all the important posts in the Jynteah HUls. Instructions were also issued directing 
that all who came and surrendered unconditionally should be pardoned, unless the crime 
of murder should be proved against them, but that all who should be caught in arms and in 
opposition to Government should be dealt with by the Commissioners appointed under Act 
XI. of 1859. 


The Rebels were alti^ether unable to make head against the Force now brought to bear 

on them, and on the 25th December, Lieutenant Sadlier, of 
' iiiimi!uir**ni r^ ** sttended the ective the 28th Native Infantry, cleverly captured Ookiaug Nongba, 

the chief leader and instigator of the rebellion. In January 
operations were commenced against the stockaded villages of the Insurgents. One after 
another they either feU before the gallantry of our Troops, or were deserted by the Rebels 
without on attempt at defence. In these operations the Mountain Train of Artillery was

severely wounded, and Government Inns f<Hr a time deprived of the services of iWt able 
Officer. Our operations in the Sooth met with undeviating success, ctdminaiihg in the 
capture of the strong stockade of Surtiang. From the moment of the fall of that pla^ 
the Plages about began rapidly to submit; and H^r*Thelwall;who was smit northward 
by Oolonel Dnnsfnd, soon by his activity crushed the rebellion in that quarter likewise.' 
Before the end of March Colonel Haughton reported the rebellion at an end. The 98t|i 
Native Infimtry were withdrawn, and the Eamroop . Begiment is in course of absorp^ 
tion into the new Police of Assam. At the dose of the year under reigpw all active oppo* 
sition had ceased ; the settlement of the disturbed villages was rapiffiy progressing ; the 
people were re-building their houses and returning to the cultivation of their fields ; the 
arrears of Income Tax and House Tax were being gradually collected in money or in kind, or 
were being commuted to labor on tbe roads nowin course of construction; the new Civil 
Police was being organized in the District ; and Captain Morton was making every effort to 
capture the two or three leaders, who with a few followers, still lurk in the jungles and 
refuse to submit. 


No causes for the rebelb'on, beside those noticed' ij^ last year’s Report, have as yet been 
^ traced. But the statements of captured or submitted 

CauBMoftheTebellion. 

Rebels, and especially of Ookiang Nongba, who was seized 
by Lieutenant Sadlier, condemned, and executed for rebellion, lead to the conclusion that 
the interference of the Police with the Pooja at Jallong was what struck the spark of revolt, 
though other causes, such as discontent at taxation, a natural longing for independence, the 
machinations of evil disposed persons, superstitious fears of interference with the national reli- 
gion, or the misconduct of our Native Officials, may have previously acted with varying inten- 
sity over the different classes of the community, to produce a restless and infiammable state 
of feeling. 

Colonel Haughton has been called on for a report after thorough investigation of the 

Mewnres token for the int™duction of «al causes of the out-break, and he is now engaged in col- 
CoMyah lecting materials for that report. The Commissioner has 
also been requested to submit a scheme of local administra* 
tion of which the main scope shall be^ while adopting a simple plan of Government^ suitable 
to the present condition and circumstances of the people^ and interfering as little as possible 
with the existing institutions, to extend our intercourse with them, and endeavour to introduce 
among them civilization and order. As means to this end the Lieutenant-Governor has 
intimated that he' considers education and roads of the highest importance, and the Deputy 
Commissioner has been, therefore, directed to submit an educational scheme for the Jynteah 
Hills, while application has been made to 'the Government of India for the allotment of a ^ 
special sum for the purpose of opening up roads in and through the District. 

It is' hoped that the severe though self-entailed suffering, which the Jynteahs have 
undergone in the warfare which, they forced upon us, will teach them the folly of revolt^ 
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vHUe the measui^a now abont ta be introdueed £nr the eivil admiinrt«9tf<Nii -df file 

will lead them to take a more enlightened and saloteiy view 6f tke tnwel^iiet of o«r doai* 

inga with them. 

OUE RELATIONS WITH BHOOTAN. 


State of things on the Bhootaa Frontfar. 


In the last Administration Report the very unsettled and irritating nature of otlr 

relations with Bhootan was explained at lengtii, and it was 
stated that a Mission to the Deb and Dhurm Riyahs of that 
country was in contwplation. Hie necessity for some such measure as a means of opmiing 
direct communioatioi^ with the rulers of Bhootan, and coming to some clear understanding 
with them, has received still further proof during the past year. Fortunately the 
officers of Government have been able to prevent any serious outrages by the Bhootanese 
within our Territories, but the state of anarchy which prevails on the other side of the Frontier 
is such as to give rise to continual uneasiness in the villages in the neighbourhood. In the outlying 
soubahships which march with our North-Eastern Provinces, the authority of the central govern- 
ing power seems to be little more than nominal. It is true that power delegates the Soobahs, 
but might is right in those districts, and the newly appointed representative of the Deb Rajah 
has generally to contest his post with some rival. The defeated competitor, as a general rule, 
takes refuge within our Territoiy, ai^ endeavours to embroil our subjects in his quarrel. Two 
instances of this occurred within the year under review. In one the refiigee was a Soobah, by 
name Garrow Katma, who had to be removed fiom the Frontier to Gowalparah, to prevent him 
from ftTil iating British subjects in his cause. In the other case the Soobah of Mynagoorie, 
Sara Wong, compelled to yield to a successor appointed to supersede him, retired, after a struggle, 
to Gk>whatty, where he was allowed to remain. After a time, however, he left that place, 
and managed to muster a small body of followers, at whose head he encountered and defeated 
the forces of his rival, in an engagement fought at Choorabunder, just beyond our Frontier, and 
within view of the Deputy Magistrate of Titalyah and the Officer Commanding the Troops 
at Julpigoree, who had proceeded thither to prevent any aggression upon our confines. 


But though the reasons for deiqMitching a Mission to Tassisudan remain, in the Lieutenmit- 
Govemoris opinion, as cogent as ever, it has been found impossible to cany out the measure 
during the past year. Before sending an envoy it was necessary to ascertain the intentions of the 

Deb Rajah as to his reception, and the messenger despatched 
*’*P**®*™* “ with this object by the Agmit, to tiie Governor-General on the 
North-East Frontier, did n5t return till November. Even 
then the reply he brought firom the Deb Rajah was nnsatisfimtoty and evasive. He complains 
of the stoppage of the payment of the Revenues of Ambarri FalacottSy and of the vagueness of 
the accusations of Bhootiah outrages in British Territory ; but treats the question of the 
Mission in a hurried and ind^nite way, and endeavours to put the matter off by a promise to 
^ send Zuiktfffs (Messengers) himself to Gowhatty. 

The Lieutenant-Govemor, upon receipt of this intelligenee, pressed for the deq^tch of a 
Mission at on^ firopi Daijeeling as a starting point j but the Ghivemment of India deemed it 
better to wait for the arrival of the promised Zinkaff. No messengers, however, have^ yet 
arrived, and there is strong reason to believe that, the promise to smid them was a mere excuse

The AboTSj a wild people inhabiting the Hdls to the North of the Assam Valley had, 

&om time to time^ committed various raids on the British 
ott?poo^annmJ^ ^ ^ villages situated in their neighbourhood. In December 1861, 

however, they began to extend the sphere of their operations ; 
and a party oST men supposed to belong to the Meyong section of the tribe, actual]|r 
crossed the Berhampooter, and plundered a Beheeah village within hfbeen miles of Dibrooghur, 
killing twelve of our subjects. It was evident that some decisive measures were necessary to 
prevent a recurrence of such outrages. The previous flying expeditions into the Hills seemed 
rather to have incited these wild people to further attacks upon our subjects. It was, therefore, 
proposed to take advantage of the cold weather of 1862-63, in order to occupy, for one season 
at least, a portion of the Abor territoiy, and, at the same time, to strengthen our defences 
by additional out-posts and lines of comi^fionication. 


Before this plan, however, could be carried out, the Meyong Abors expressed, of their 
^ ^ own accord, a desire to be allowed to renew friendly relations 

Overtures of reconnliation made by the ^ 

hfe}ong AboTs, and terms of the engage- with OUT Government, and sent a message to the effect that, 
went wtered into with them. , , ^ , 

if their past offences were overlooked, they would make their 
submission, and behave peaceably for the future. Without, therefore, abandoning the measures 
of defence already decided upon. Government thought it right to take advantage of the better 
disposition of the Abors to avoid, if possible, the necessity for oflensive operations. Accordingly, 
a friendly^ meeting having been arranged between the Chiefs and the Deputy Commissioner of 
Luckimpore, an agreement was entered into, by which the Abors engaged to recognise the 
sovereignty of the British Government as extending up to the foot of their Hills; to take no 
umbrage at the establishment of Military posts and the construction of roads, &c., on the 
Frontier ; to abstain from molesting our subjects, or making any hostile attacks on our villages ; 
and, in the event of a disagreement with our people, to refrain flrom taking the law into their 
own hands, and to appeal to the Deputy Commissioner for redress. We, on our part, agreed to 
permit the Meyong Abors to have free intercourse with the plains for trade or other friendly 
purposes, and also to pay to the Chiefs small allowances in kind, in order to enable them to keep 
up among their own people a small Police upon the Frontier, so as to prevent the passage of 
any one into our territory, with an unlawful object. 


The above agreement was concluded with the Meyong Abor Chiefs of the Monkoo, 

Bomkang, Bokoong, Fadamach, Kemi, Lekang, Galong, and 
the Dihw|^i^bang Abors, and the Meyong Ledoom communities on the 5th November last. On. the 
Abors of ebong. idem, a similar engagement was entered into with the 

Dihang Debang Abors of the Meybo, Padoo, Boomjeon, Silook, Bor, Bor Silook, and Toomkoo 
Padoo tribes ; and again, on the 20th January last, the same terms were subscribed to the 
Kebong community of the Meyong Abors. 
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Frospecti of future peace. 


'Friendly treaties haring thus been expressly entered into with the sevetel Abor tribes 

above named, there are good grounds for hoping that , the 
tranquMty of the British Frontier in that direotion will, for 
the future, be less liable to disturbance. 

OUE RELATIONS WITH THE ANGAMI NAGAS. 


OcB relations with the Angami Nagas have been, for about ten yean past, of a 
Outn^ committed b; the Angamieaoii “o®* uttsatisfectory character. In the District of Nowgong 
our gubjoete. alone, no less than 126 residents have been killed, thirty- 

(||te wounded, and sixty>two taken captive by these savages. The atrocities last perpe> 
trated consisted of three distinct attacks made on our subjects in March 1662, within 
the short space of twenty-four days ; and marked, in two instances at least, with features of 
unusual and ominous boldness. The first outrage was committed on a Sepoy, who was deli- 
berately attacked and slain in broad day light, within 600 feet of a Guard House filled with 
his comrades ; his assailants getting off unharmed. In the next instance, the sufferers con- 
sisted of a party of seven elephant hunters, six of whom were slaughtered, and the seventh 
badly wounded. In the third case a village, with^ three quarters of a mile of the Guard 
House before alluded to, was attacked and plundered in open day, eight persons being killed 
and two children carried off. 

The a nnu al recurrence of such atrocities, with almost unvarying certainty, rendered it 

imperative on the part of Government to adopt immediate 
for^pX«^ii^thmr*recure^*** ** **''*”’ “®®8ure8 for remedying the evil. The expedient of inter- 

dicting the Angamies from trading with the people of the 
plains had been tried, but had not succeeded, at least in the Nowgong District, to any 
extent. In fact, it had not even been found practicable to carry it out effectually ; and it 
appeared to the Lieutenant-Governor that the practice of punishing uncivilized tribes, by 
prohibiting them from intercourse with the plains, was one which was altogether unsound in 
policy, and that the contrary course of encouraging these wild people in every way to trade 
with our subjects, was likely to render them more amenable to reason and order, by convinc- 
ing them of the advantage of such intercourse. The orders previously given for shutting up 
the Doars have therefore been withdrawn. It is further intended to locate an Officer on the 
border to be in immediate communication with the Nagas, and for this pui^ose the Commis- 
sioner of Assam has been requested to select a suitable place for the establishment of an 
out-post. 'When a convenient position is fixed upon, and an Officer is appointed for the duty 
aMuded to, the Chiefs of the Angamies will be invited to a friendly conference with him, with 
a view to induce them to agree to some scheme of administration, whereby it may become 
their direct interest to prevent their people from makii^ raids into our territories, and to 
refer tlieir disputes and grievances to him for decision and redress. 

THE PACIFICATION OP BOAD. 

The outbreak in Boad and the progress made in suppressing it were noticed in last year's 
llel>ort ; tfnd it was then stated that the country was rapidly settling down. Since the events 
therein narrated no subsequent dutorbances have taken place. The only rebel ringleaders of 
note, then remaining at large, viz., Bulram Mullick, Sirdar of Arimul, shortly after surrendered.

and onr Troops were withdrawn the Sutrict. The outbreak which was due pai^y to 
the oppression exercised on the Kunuis the Bajah of Boad, and partlj to the turbulent 
ambition of some of the rebel leadlars, havii^ been completely snppressed^ .it remained only 
to determine the sentences that should be inflicted on the ringleaders) to settle the points 
in dispute between the Bajah and the EundhS) and to distribute rewards to those whose aid 
or good service had merited distinction. All this has been done. The ringleaders bare 

been sentenced to imprisonment for ternsi^ 
varying from fourteen years^ tra^portation to 
one years' simple imprisonment ; rewards to the 
extent of about Rupees 1)200, have been distri- 
buted ; and the Boad Rajah has been mulcted in a fine of Rupees 1,000 towards the 
expense of suppressing the disturbance, and has, moreover, been distinctly warned that, in the 
event of fresh disturbances arising from similar causes, he would not receive the support of 
Government, but that other arrangements would then have to be made for the efficient adminis- 
tration of the country.

The probability, however, of any;^fresh disturbances breaking out in the same country may 
now be looked upon as extremely remote. The entire cost to Government of suppressing the 
outbreak amounted to Rupees 2,771. 

DISTURBANCES IN MUNIPORE. 

In June last an attempt was made by six Munipoorie Princes, v^o had hitherto resided in 

Attempt to depose the pnisent Riyah, District, to depose the present RajaJi of Munipore, 

and failure of the scheme. g^t up One of themsclves, named Meipak, in his steads For 

this purpose they left Cachar with from 120 to 150 armed followers, and two small howitzers; 
but the Superintendent of the District, having received information of their proceedings, 
despatched fifty men of the 44th Native tnfantry after them, who overtook and attacked them. 
The rebels, however, made a detour at night, and without the knowledge of their pursuers, 
proceeded on to Munipore, and actually forced themselves inside the BajaVs fortification, 
notwithstanding that it was manned by 3,000 men. But the Rajah^s family being more 
bold than his army, the attacking party were repulsed, and three of their number killed^ 
one of whom turned out to be a mutineer of the 34th Native Infantry. Subsequently 
three of the principal ringleaders of the rebellion surrendered themselves ; and these, under the 
orders of the Governor General in Council, have been made over to the Rqah of Munipore, 
to be tried according to the law and custom of the country. 

THE HILL TRACTS OF CHITTAGONG. 


The establishment of a separate Superintendency in the Hill Tracts of Chittagong was 

noticed in the Administration Report for 1859-60, and the 
aurijSg^thc? Kookwi objects to bo gained by the arrangement were stated 

to be the repression of the border raids so frequently com* 
mitted by the Kookies on our subjects in their neighbourhood, and the adoption of measures 
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for (foriliziiig botii tiie Ko^at and oar Tbe resulti of the ctodaiiiaiin nuidfr - by tiie 

Superiatendent daring the year under review, were orixemdy finroml^. No outrttgae of any 
kind were peipetmted by the Kopkiee, and a considerable traffic was oastiel on by Batten 
Pooea, the Chief of one of the Kookie Tribes, and his people, with the Bengalee traders >at 
Kassalong. Button Fooea had fofther assisted in carrying on negociations with the Howlong 
and Sylhoo tribes of Kookies, but the obi^ of those tribes still held aloof from all overturea 
towards establishing friendly relations with ihiem, and looked on the presents offered by the . 
Superintendent as magic gifts intended to bewitch them, and requiring to be aired in the 
wind before they could be safely aocq^ted. * 

Attempts, however, are being made to come to some such understanding with these tribes 
as has been arrived at by the Assam Authorities with the Abcns upon the North-East Frontier, 
by means of written agreements. At present there is every prospect of success, and it is confi- 
dently hoped that the stability of the present tranquil condition of the Chittagong Hill Tracts 
will be insured by the measures now in progress. 

The precautionary measures taken against incursion have consisted in the establishment of 

Precwtioiwry merumras taken againat Kassalong, Bangamattee, ComiUah, and 

inrooda. Manickchurree ; and the quietness of the Kookies has combined 

with a good harvest to improve the condition of the Ilill-men^ who^ but a short time ago^ were 
suffering severely from dearth of provisions. 

sftjCESSION TO THE BAJ OF TIPPEBAH. 

Eshan Chunder Manick, Maharajah of Tipperah, died on the 1st of August 1862. Two 
claimants to the succession appeared, one Bebr Chunder Tbakoor, the uterine brother of the 
deceased, who also alleged that be had been nominated Joobraj, or heir apparent, by the Bajah, 
on the day before his death, and who was actually in possession of the Baj ; the other Neel 
Kissen Thakoor, half-brother of the late Bajah, who claimed to succeed on the grtwind of 
seniority, and of a decision of the Sadder Court, dated 14th March 1809, which, however, 
related, and could jonly relate, to the succession to the Tipperah Zemindaree, After a carefiil 
consideration of all the circumstances represented by the claimants, the Lieutenant-Governor 
recognised Beer Chunder Thakoor as the defacto Bajah of Tipperah, leaving all other claimants to 
establish their right, by a suit in the Civil Court of Tipperah, foir the Zemindaree of Boshunabad, 
which belongs to the Baj of Tipperah. 

TITLE OP BAJAH BEHADUB CONFBBRED ON THE CHIEF OP NUSTBNG. 

The Bqjahs of Nungklow, Moleem, and Khyrim, in the Cossyah Hills,* having been 
acknowledged as dependent to the British Government, and each received the title of 
Bajah Behadur, as was noticed in previous Bq>ort8, Moot Sing, Bqjah of Nusteng, whose 
Territory is Situated in the South-West portion of the Cossyah Hills, and who 'is believed 
to be the most powe^ of the semi-ihdeptiident Chiefs in them, applied to Government for a 
similar re-cognition of his autiiority, <« condition of executing mi agreement to the same 
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effect as that eatered into by the other Chiefs, the Lienteosint-Goreiftor at on<(|^ agreed to 
comply witix his reqneat^ it being considered desirable for several leasgiis to bindbim more 
closely to the interests of the British Qovei^ent, especially vrith a vhw to secnie a.' passage 
throBgh his coun^to that of the GtCrows, vridch is contiguons to it, in . the ; even V .of He 
becoming at any time necessary to take offensive measures agamst that Tribe. The conditions pto- 
posed to be subscribed to, had however, to be modified to some extent, to adapt them to the 
position and drcumstances of the Chief of Nusteng ; and«by the time that tius was done Moot 
Sing had died, and was succeeded by Deen Sing, who had been duly elected by the Sirdars and 
elders of Nusteng in his stead. The title which it had been intended to confer on Moot Sing, 
was accordingly bestowed on his successor, on his subscribing to the terms agreed to by tiie 
former. . 


SECTION XI.-TOUR IN 1862. 

The Lieutenant-Governor left Calcutta on tour on the 29th June. After spending sono 
days at Bhaugulpore, during which he inspected the unopened portion of the East India 
Railway, as far as the Soane Bridge, be embarked on board the State Yacht Roias, on tho 9th 
July, and proceeded towards Assam by the Ganges and Jjamoona Rivers, visiting by the way 
the Stations of Bauleah, (Rajshahye), Koosteah,, Pnbna, and Scrajgunge. In Assam the 
Stations of Oowalpara, Gowhatty, Nowgong, Tezpore, Dibrogurh, and Sibsaugur were succes- 
sively visited : the Assam Tea Company's Plantations and Establishments at Nozirah also, 
and some other plantations Vithin reach of the River at that season, were inspected. The 
practicability of the River Eullung throughout its length, and of the Dikho from its mouBi to 
Narirah, for Steam Navigation during the rains was established. Returnifig down the Berham- 
pooter the Lieutenant-Governor stopped at the Stations of Jumalpore and Mymenaingh, and 
proceeded fhence, by the River Luckia, to Dacca. After coaling at Dacca, the Koladyne, with 
the Rotas in tow, steamed up the Megua, Eossiara, and Barah Rivers, with the Lieutenant- 
Governor on board, to Cachar, and thence by the Soormato Sylhet and Chuttaok. At Chut- 
tack the Lieutenant-Governor left the Rotas, and ascending the Cossyah Hills remained a short 
time at Cherra Poonjee, and then, after visiting Dacca, returned to. Bhaugulpore about the 
middle of September. In October tho Lieutenant-Governor travelled along the new Imperial 
Road from Caxagola Gbftt to the foot of the Sub-Himalayas, and thence up the old Hill Rood 
to Darjeeling, returning after a few days by the new Cart Road and the Settlement of Hope Town, 
to Kursiong, and thence to the Plains. Later in tiie season, in the month of February, the 
Lieutenant-Governor visited the Stations of Patna, Mozufferpore, (Tirhoot,)* Mooteharee, 
(Chumparun,) Chupra, (Sarun,) and Arrah, (Shahabad,): and then, after attending the Governor 
General at the opening of the East India Railway from Bengal to the Nwth-WeBtem Pro- 
vinces, returned to the Ftesidency. 

At all the Stations visited during the year the laeutenant-Oevemor met and conversed 
with the OfiBcers of the District, and many of the principal residents both English and Native.

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The obtained hy personal enquiries and observation leads to » more eorreot 

■/..gnpintjiTion with looal circomstaocos^ and a greater appreciation of local wants than is other- 
wise possible, and thus tends materially to facilitate public business ; while the occasional 
presence of the head of the Local Government gives confidence to the^people, and enomiragea 
District Officers in the discharge of their duty.

Report by Captain E. Davidson, r. e., Deputy Consulting Engineer to Oovemment of Bengal, 
Raihray Department, on the accidents which havo occured on Railways in Bengal 
during the year 18G2. 

From the lleturns sent in during the year, it appears that forty-five persons have been 
killed and sixteen injured during the past year. Of this number one killed and one injured 
were passengers, twenty-nine killed and fifteen injured w'ere persons connected with Railways, 
and fifteen killed were persons unconnected with Railways. Tliere have been forty-seven 
accidents during the year, forty-one with injury to life or limb, and six without. 

2. The information received has been thrown, for the sake of convenience, into a 
tabular shape. « 

Table I shows the number of persons killed or injured from all causes during 1862. 

Table II shows the number of accidents that have taken place during 1862, and the 
causes of them. 

Table III gives the ratio of passangers w'ho have been killed and injured from causes 
beyond their own control during 1862, to the number carried during that period. 

A Register (No. IV) shows the details of the accidents involving injury to life or limb 
during 1862, classified under the following headings: — 

A. Accidents to Passengers. 

B. Accidents to persons connected with Railways. 

C. Accidents to persons unconnected with Railways. 

A Register (No. V) gives the accidents to trains or portion of trains not attended with 
injury to persons, classified as follows: — 

D. Accidents appertaining to Rolling-stock and Road. 

Accidents appertaining to management of Railways. 

REMARKS. 

Accidents to Passengers. 

During 1862, one passenger trying to leave a train in motion was killed, and one passenger 
trying to enter a carriage after the train had started was injured. 

No Passenger Trains met with accidents during the j'ear. 

Accidents to persons connected with Railways. 

There have been thirty accidents to these classes of persons, of which all but three proved 
fatal, and all but two were caused by the negligence or imprudence of the suflerers. Twenty- 
nine persons were killed and fifteen injured during the year. 
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Accidents to persons unconnected with Railways. 

There were nine accidents of this kind during 1862, all occurring to trespassers, all 
fatal, and resulting in the death of fifteen persons. 

Accidents to Trains not attended with injury to persons. 

There have been six accidents of this character, two attributable to defects in the road and 
works, three to neglect of Pointsmen, and one to the effect of a most violent storm 
Raneegunge, which blew seventeen Goods^ Waggons off the rails, damaging three. 

On the 24th October a bridg# of five arches of fifteen feet each failed during the night, 
from the action of a sudden flood undermining the foundations, and a Goods^ Train, consisting 
of Engine, Tender, and thirteen Waggons fell into the’stream. No lives were lost, but the 
Rolling-stock was much injured, and the estimated cost of repairing it was Rupees 20,500. 
This accident has alreiuly been made the subject of a full report. 

Causes op Accidents. 

‘t. 

Every accident is detailed in the Registers. Of the total number ^f forty-seven, thirteen 
were purely accidental, two from defects iij road, five from negligence of Pointsmen, one from 
Government Policemen placing a Trolly on the Line and using it, and twenty-six from inade- 
quately enforced regulations. 

Of this latter number twenty-six, thirteen aecidents arose from men being allowed to 
attempt to cross the Line in front of Trains, one from Trollies being permitted to be on the Rails 
without proper precautions, ;geven from men being allowed to trespass, and five from miscella- 
neous causes. 

These Returns do not seem to call for any special remark, but it will be observed that the 
heedlessness and apathy of Natives are the reasons for accidents in the great majority of cases. 

3. A Table (No. VI) will be interesting as a summary of the information regarding 
accidents that have taken place since the commencement of the Railway era in Bengal. It 
might be maintained year l»y year. 

4. Tlie time has now come when it would be judicious to introduce uniformity in all 
Statistical Returns regarding Railways, including those of accidents. At present no system 
is observed, but each Presidency uses its own forms, some being unnecessarily diffuse and others 
hardly complete. The attention of the Government of India might be called to this want, 
which might be supplied on the Report of a Committee assembled to select and settle the 
forms ^ in which all Statistical Returns regarding Railways in India should henceforth be 
submitted.
